Statement op Objects and Reasons 


The provision! of tbe law relating to stamp-duties and Court-fees are now contained 
4 n six different Apts, and numerous orders of the Governor General m Coun ul notified 
from time to time in the Government Gazette during the last &eveD years It is duurable 
for the convenience of the public to bring these provisions within the compass of a single 
enactment, and it is proposed to take this opportunity to introduce measures for the unproved 
working of the lew, which experience has shown to be much needed, and at ihe same time to 
provide for the acquisition of a moderate inorease of revenue from stamp-duties. 

St Such increase is to be obtained partly by the amendment of those provisions of the 
law which are specially designed to protect the revenue from loss through evasion of the pay¬ 
ment of the proper stamp-duty, and partly by the enhancement of the present rates of duty in 
certain cases 

8. There is reason to believe that the obligation of stamping documents at the time of their 
execution is at present largely evaded Prosecutions ior such evasion are rarely resorted to, 
and the criminal penalties provided by the^existmg law may be said to be almost inoperative, 
«o that frauds upon the revenue are systematically practised in the belief that the worst result 
to be apprehended from their detection is the lew of a fine of a certain fixed amount, in 
addition to the unpaid dnty. The most important object to be kept m view consequently m 
the framing of a new Stamp Bill is to stop, as far as may be practicable, every hole 
•of escape from the liability whioh the law imposes upon the executant of instruments Bubjeot 
to stamp-duty , 

4 The new preventive provisions are contained in sections 80, 31, 33, 35 and 37, and 
their mam object is to secure the proper sorutmy of instruments liable to stamp-duty when 
produced hy their possessors, and tbe effective working of the criminal penalty-clauses as a 
deterrent to wilful evasions. 

6. It has been shown that, m the present state of the law, the obligation to see that 
all documents produced m Courts and public offices are properly stamped is generally ignored 
unless and until the parties producing them desire to pnt the documents in evidence It is not 
an unoommon thing for ^persons* to produce documents improperly stamped, and on being told 
that they will have to pay a specified amount by way of penalty* to withdraw the documents 
and ftrego putting them m evidence, and in anoh cases they arc allowed to escape punishment

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*br the offence which they have committed in not stamping or sufficiently stamping their 
instruments, and which is not the less an offence against the law and punishable as snob*

6, Further, where the presiding Judge or officer does take cognizance of the omission 
to use a proper stamp, some difficulty is found in securing the due punishment of the 
offeudei owing to the obscure and somewhat conflicting provisions of the existing law as to 
the constitution of au a offence '* Whilst, on the one hand, the criminal penalty is declared 
to he incurred upon the mere fact of undei -stamping, on the other the provisions relating 
to the procedure to be followed on the production of unstamped documents deale prominently 
with the question 4 of intention on the part of the producer, and the Courts generally ignore the 
presumption of fraudulent intention m the absence of proof of the existence of such intention 
As Bath proof ib not forthcoming, the producer of the instrument almost invariably escapes^ 
mulcted only in the civil penalty which the Court is empowered to levy at its own discretion 
and without reference to other authority 

7 To meet this state of things, it is provided m section 30 of the Bill that every Court 

and head of an office shall take notice of and examine all instruments produced before them, 
that they shall determine whether the instrument is properly Btamped, and, if not, shall impound 
it Section 31 provides for dealing with an impounded instrument which is required to he put 
in evidence, so that there may be no obstruction to the administration of justice, whilst section 
33, amongst other things, provides that this detention of the dooument and levy of a 
validating fine in the form of additional duty shall in no case protect the peison responsible for 
the under stamping from the criminal penalties to which his offence renders him liable Section 
35 prescribes the course to be followed by the Collector when under-stamped documents or 
copies thereof come into his hands, and section 36 determines the effect of the realization of the 
deficient duty as regards the validity of the snstrumeut, and provides for the ultimate disposal 
of the latter—according as a cnminal prosecution may or may not be undertaken, * 

8 Section 87 contains an entirely new provision and one that seems likely to stimulate 
the production of instruments liable to stamp-duty and not properly stamped 

It frequently happens that the person interested in putting m evidence an insufficiently 
stamped document was not bound by law to bear the expense of the stamp that should 
huve been mtd at the time of its execution, yet he has to bear the penalty incurred through the 
laches of the actual defaulter As a consequence of this state of the law, the person interested 
in pioduung the document is often deterred from so doing by the consideration of the penalty 
In *uch cafeis it caunot be doubted that production will be greatlj facilitated by the provision# 
of this section which enable the producer to throw the cost of producing the unstumped or 
jrapropcih stamped document upon another peisou

18 The Bill provides also for the revival of the rule, in regard to the duty leviable on 
certain promissory notes, which was m force previous to the passing of the Stamp Act of 1869, 
under which a promissory note made pa} able at some time exceeding one year from 
the date of the note was liable to the same rate of duty as a Bond As the 
obligatory instrument ordinarily executed m this country when loans are taken—the 
“ tamassuk”—is more of the nature of a promissory note than a bond, it seems probable that 
some unnecessary sacrifice of revenue has resulted from the relinquishment of the former 
mode of assessment to which it is now proposed to revert in these cases, 

10* The limit of amount within which cheques and other ordeis for the payment of money 
and receipts are exempted from any stanfp-dutv is to be reduced fiom twenty to ten rupees 
The payment of one anna stamp-duty can hardly be considered an oppressive tax m such 
cfases, whilst b<) comparatively numerous are the transactions of this kind involving small 
amounts, that the abolition of the exemption m respect of sums ranging between twenty and 
ten rupees is likely to secure a considerable increase of revenue Further, the Bill aims 
at the enforcement of the delivery of a receipt for the payment of any amount m excess of 
ten rupees m satisfaction of a debt Under the present law a person receiving money m 
payment of a debt above a certain amount is obliged to grant a receipt to the payer it 
the lattei demands it. This enactment has been found by experience to attain its object but 
very imperfectly, as the payers are generally too indifferent about the matter to exercise their 
legal right, and consequently the payee it is believed, m a large number, if not the majority, of 
cases, escapes his obligation As the obligation was imposed solely m the interest of the 
revenue, the principle on which it rests is not overstrained by the provision of the Bill which, 
upholding the obligation of the payee, dispenses with the antecedent condition for its enforce- 




ment 

20 The duty chargeable on instruments evidencing an appraisement or an award is raised 
by the Bill to about five times its present amount Before 1 h69, these documents were 
not subject to any stamp-duty: the tax then imposed was purely experimental The increase 
now proposed still leaves instruments of this description more lightly taxed than they are 
in England 

21 The Bill substitutes an ad valorem rate of duty for the fixed amount now chargeable 
on Partition-deeds That amount is Rs 16 and in some cases proves such a heavy tax 
that the matter has been made the subject of a reference to Government, an equal charge 
on all partitions without reference to the value of the property divided must work unsatis¬ 
factorily An ad valorem duty is a more equitable form of charge, and the rate has been 
assimilated to that of bonds, which is one-half of the rate to which ordinary deeds of con* 
veyance are subject 

22 An ad valorem charge is also proposcd*in lieu of a fixed duty for instruments of gift and 

exchange All fixed duties are more or less objectionable, as they must cither be pitched so 
low as to bring in no appreciable amount of revenue, or they must press with undue seventy m 
cases in which the property concerned is of inconsiderable value The difficulty of imposing 
ad valorem duties in these cases arises out of the want of a safe basis tor their assessment, 
there being no consideration expressed in the instruments to be chaiged It is proposed to 
sutmount this difficulty by imposing on the parties the obligation ot stating trulj—under 
heavy penalties for fraudulent statements—'the approximate value of the subject of the deed of 
gift or exchange. • 

23 The stamp-duties heretofore chargeable oil pleaders* and mukh tars’ certificates under the 

Pleader’s Act are included m the Bill as part of the scheme of consolidation It seems only 
just and consistent that advocates and attorneys should be similarly taxed in respect of the* 
practice of their profession in the Courts of this country, and it is proposed to subject them to 
the payment of five hundred rupees, and two hundred and fifty rupees stamp-duty, respectively* 
on their enrolment as advocates and attorneys of a High Court The members oi the faculty 
practising in the Courts of England, Ireland and Scotland are somewhat similarly taxed in 
respect of such practice * 

24 The only changes m the rates of Court-fees contemplated by the Bill are (1) in respect 
of suits instituted in the Courts of Small Causes, (2) the grant of probates of wills and letters 
of administration, and (3) the fees leviable for the service of processes 

25 The new rates for Small Cause Court suits involve a decrease of 2J per cent m the 
case of suits of this class instituted m the Presidency Towns, and a proportionate increase of 
the rates heretofore obtaining m such Courts situated outside those towns. 

The present rates m the Presidency Towns are 2 annas per rupee or 12J per cent Elsewhere* 
they are the same as m other Courts, namely, 7j per cent on the average amount involved m the* 
suit The town rate is dead/ too high and some relief is called for. This, it is thought, may ha* 
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unobjtctionably given bv the application of the equalisation principle } and the enhancement of 
the rate heretofore levied in the Mufassal Small Cause Court lfl defensible on the ground that, as 
the judicial agency and general machinery of these Courts is more costly than those of the ordinary 
Civil Courts, whilst a complete determination of the matter m dispute is obtained m the one class 
of Courts and not m the other, equitable considerations admit of a higher rate of charge 
upon the litigants in the former case than in the latter, 

26 Up to 1870 no stamp-duty wss charged on Letters of Administration to the effects of 
deceased persons or Probates of Wills, The rate of duty then fixed was tentative and expressly 
declared to be oubject to revision on the oconsion of the next amendment ofisthe law on the 
subject, it is n w proposed to increase it from two y to two and a half per oentum. 

27 The feA now chargeable for the service of processes issuing from the Civil, Revenue 
and Criminal Courts are fixed by rules framed by the High Courts. It is proposed to subs¬ 
titute tor this prooddure the fixed rates specified under Nos 20 and 21 of the fifth schedule 
of the Bill, a-id to discontinue the provisions of the existing law for the regulation of the 
process-serving csta 'lishments. 

The experience gained through the working of the present system, as to the actual cost of 
serving processes, tenders possible the determination of the amount of the fee required in the 
cuss of each kind of process to cover the cost of its service, and it seems desirable not only 
that the Court-fees of th*s class should, like all other fees leviable under the Court-fees Act, 
be*fixed by the Act itself, but that the regulation of the eatablishments to be maintained for 
the service of processes should be under the exclusive control of the Exeoutive authorities 

28 It is often asserted that the provisions of the stamp law are so complicated as to be ill- 
understood by the public generally, and on this ground a disposition has beau shown sometimes 
on the part of the administrators of the law to excuse, or take a veiy lenient view of, non- 
compliance with its requirements; the Bill has been framed therefore with the special 
endeavour to render the requirements of the law generally intelligible, by large additions 
to the interpretation-clauses, improved arrangement of its provisions and a simpler classifica¬ 
tion of the contents of the schedules 

29 The other alterations of the existing low contained in the Bill relate chiefly to matters 
of detail or procedure, are of minor importance, and do not appear to call for any special 
explanation

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The following preliminary Report of a Select Committee, together with the Bill as settled by 

them, was presented to the Council of the Governor General of India for the purpose df 

making Laws^and Regulations on the 10th October 1877 — 

We, the undersigned members of the Select Committee to which the Bill to define and 
amend the law relating to Promissory Notes, Bills of Exchange and Cheques was referred, 
have con*idere^ the papers specified m the appendix, and have the honour to prebent this 
preliminary report * 

2 This Bill, of which a draft, hereinafter called the draft Bill, was prepared by the late 
Indian Lnw Commission, is intended to be otie of the chapters of the Indiuu Civil Code, and 
was introduced and referred to a Select Committee in Deoembei 1SG7 The then mercantile 
members of Council, while admitting the desirability of codification, objected to the draft 
Bill on account of its deviations from English liw In order to obviate ibis objection several 
alterations have now been made m its substantial provisions Tne Bill bas also beeu re¬ 
arranged , and some additions have been made in order to supply omissions These changes, 
which embody most of the suggestions contained m the papers mentioned in the appendix, wiU 
appear in detail from this report 

3 It mnv, however, be convenient, before proceeding further, to notice briefly the alter¬ 
ations which have been made in order lo render the Bill conformable to English law 

4 The draft Bill provided that an indorsee for value after matui lty should have only the 
rights of his indorser This does not except the case of a bill of exchange diawn or accepted 
for the purpose of enabling some paity theieto to raise money thereon we have added on 
exception in section 80 in older to meet this ense 

5 The draft Bill discarded days of grace we have recognised this usage m sections 87and 
88 of the present Bill The change has involved (in section 22) a slight alteration of the defi¬ 
nition of “ maturity " 

6 The draft Bill also made all instruments which foil due upon a holiday payable on the 
next succeeding business day instead of, as m English law, on the next preojdmg 
business day, except in the case of a public holiday We have in section 26 adhered to the 
English law, and have provided that, besides the usual public holidays, such days shall be 
public holidays within the meaning of the Act as the Locul Government may declare 

7 'Ihe draft Bill made no provision for the case m which interest at a specified rate is 
expressly mule payable on a note or bill It merely provided that inteiest at the cunent rate 
should he paj able on a hill di»hoQoured by non-acceptance, but only from the maturity of the 
instrument The same rule was adopted in the case of dishonour by non-payment of a note, 
bill or cheque We have substituted the English law on tlnp subject by declaring (section 101) 
that, where interest is expressly provided for in the note or lull, it ►hall be calculated, as against 
all parties, at the specified rate from the dute of the instrument until tender or realization of 
the amount due Where no interest is specified we have declared (section 101), that, 
except m cases within section 632 of the Civil Procedure Code, interest shall run at six 
per cent per annum from the date at which the amount ought to have been paid by the 
party charged We have also added an explanation that an indorser can only be charged 
with such interest from the dute of the receipt by him of notice of dishonour 

8 We have restored (section 117) the rule, which the draft Bill omitted, that a notice of 
dishonour mu^t inform the party to whom it is given that he will he held liable 

9 The draft Bill provided that when a note, bill or cheque hid been lost, or would not be 
produced by tne owner, he might nevertheless enforce his claim against the maker or acceptor if 
he gave security, to the satisfaction of the Comt, to indemnify the dtfendant against the cl urns 
of any other pci-on upon the instrument No piovisum was made for an action against the in¬ 
dorser The English law, however, provides (17 & 18 Viet, c 125, section S7=Aet V of 1866, 
section 14) that, m any action upon a ncgotnVe instrument, tho loss of it shall not beset up as a 
defence if an indemnity is given, to the satisfaction of the Court, against the claims of any other 
person And the owner of such a document was always entitled ill equity to demand pnvmcnt 
on giving a sufficient indemnity We ha\c, therefore, considered that we should coirectly em¬ 
body the English hw by providing (section 103) that unv person liabk to pay and paying the 
amount due on a note, bill or cheque shall be entitled to he indemnified , and by leaving (section 
8) the liability of nil paities the same as if the instiument had bicn forthcoming 

10 The draft Bill extended to instruments pavnble to order the principle upon which 
protection is affoided by English law to the party primarily liable upon an instrument payable 
to bearer The acceptor, maker or indorser of a negotiable instrument payable to bearer, but 
not of an instrument payable to order, is, by English Uw, discharged by payment to any 
person m possession of tho instrument, if the payer has no reason to believe the possessor 
is not the true holder We have in section 104, clause (<?), restricted the protection to such 
instruments 

11 The Bill as now altered consists of fourteen chapters In the first chapter we have 
inserted the usual preliminary matter We have (section 1) excluded hundis from theopeiation 
of the Bill We have provided (seotion 2) for the repeal of some enactments which are replaced 
by the provisions of the Bill 

12 Section 3 contains a definition of the term “ banker" drawn from 39 & 40 Viet ,c 
80, s 3, and of " Notary Public" Notaries are seldom found in the Mufassal, and the Bill 
provider that their functions may be exeicised by persons appointed for that purpose by 
the Governor General m Council.

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1S Chapter II deals with notes, bills and cheques, bills in sets and crossed cheques We have 
here snbstituted definitions uhich appear to be more comprehensive and accurate than those in the 
draft Hill For instance, according to the original definitions,a billot exchange differs from a 
cheque only in requiring that the money oidered by the instrument to be paid Should be held at the 
disposal of the drawer—a distinction which appears to us maccurite, as a bill of exchange is 
m law, equally with a cheque, assumed to be drawn against funds in Ihe hapds of the drawee 
Again, the definition of a cheque would include such an instrument as a tradesman's bill on 
which the debtoi writes an order to pay fin presentation to a iash-keeper—thf ordinary mode 
of paying bills m'meicaiitile bouses, at least in Calcutta, and one adopted by many private per¬ 
sons According to the draft Bill such on instrument would apparentl) be negotiable—a very 
serious result indeed Again, the definition of a cinque does not require that it should be 
drawn upon a bunker or a person acting os such, nor that it should be payable on demand. 
These aie only a few of what seemed to ns the more obvious omissions We have, therefore, 
framed definitions which we think will include all the essentials of these instruments 

14 Section 8 defines the holder of a promissory note, bill of exchauge or cheque as a person 
entitled in his own name to the p< ssesMon of it and to receive or recover the amount due thereon 
from the patties thereto The holder of an instrument at the time of its loss or destruction 
also comes within the definition The corresponding provision of the draft Bill seemed to us 
vague and unsatisfactory in its definition of “ holder, and it was not consistently applied m the 
substantive provisions of the Bill 

15 In section 15 we have modified the definition of indorsement in the drift Bill by 
providing that it must be made for the purpose of mgotiation We have also included in 
the definition a like signature upon a stamped paper intended to be completed as a negotiable 
instrument 

10 We have added a section (17) providing, m accordance with English law, that, when 
an instrument may be construe d either as a promissory note or bill of exchange, it shall be taken 
to be that which the holder elects 

, 17 In section 19 we have supplied an omission in the draft Bill by providing that an 

instrument in which no time for payment is specified and nil cheques are payable on demand 

18 Section 20 provides for the filling up by the holder of blanks in a stamped paper 
intended to be completed as a negotiable instrument, but not completed when issued The 
holder may complete the instrument for any amount covered by the stamp. To this section 
is added as an illustration section 9 of the draft Bill 

19 To the four presumptions as to negotiable instruments contained m the draft Bill and 
stated in section 27 of the present Bill, we have added presumptions thht an accepted bill was 
accepted within a reasonable time after date and before maturity, that every bill or note 
receipted on the back was paid by the acceptor or maker, that is, by the party primarily liable 
to pay, and that a lost instrument was duly stumped 

20 In addition to the provisions of the dialt Bill as to bills in sets, we have (section 29) 
provided for the right of thut holder of one of the parts who first acquires title to his part to 
possession of the other parts We have also defined an acceptor m section 7 so as to include 
an acceptor of a set of bills 

2) In sections 80 t*» 37 (both inclusive) we h >ve substituted the provisions of the recent 
English Act (39 & 40 Viet, c 81) for the sections of the draft Bill relating to crossed 
cheques 

22 Chapter III deals with the parties to negotiable instruments 

23 Section 38, after providing that all persons capable of contracting may be parties to 
notes, bills and cheques, adds that a minor may draw, indorse, deliver and negotiate suoh in- 
stiuments so ns to bind all parties except himself 

24 Sect i n 39 pi ovides for persons binding themselves through their authorized agents, 
and adds that a general authority is not sufficient for this purpose, and that an authority to 
draw a bill does not of itself authorize an indorsement 

25 Sections 41 and 42 provide for the liability of partners on notes, bills and cheques, 
and section 43 applies the provisions of the Indian Contract Act, sections 42, 43 and 45 and 
ch ipter XI, to the rights and liabilities of partneis created thereby, as well as to joint rights 
mid liabilities 

2*» Section 4 r > defines the liabilitv of the drawee of a bill or cheque 

27 Section 46 extends to the ca*e of the maker of a note, a definition contained m 

stction 60 of the draft Bill of the liability of the acceptor of a bill of exchange 

28 Section 47 adds to the category of persons who (according to section 61 of the draft 
Bill) ran accept a bill, all or some of several joint drawees 

29 Section 49 provides that every prior party to a negotiable instrument is liable 
thereon to a holder in due course, that is, to a bond jide holder for value 

30 Section 50 lays down that the maker of a note or cheque, the drawer of a bill until 

acceptance, and the acceptor are ordinarily the principal parties to the bill and the other 

parties their sureties , amt section 51 adds that each prior party is a principal as regards the 
holder, and that the intermediate parties between such prior party and the holder are sureties 
for him By sectiou 52 the piovisions of the Indian Contract Act, sections 132 to 147 
(both inclusive) arc rendered applicable to these relitions of suretyship 

31 We have added a section (54) estopping the maker of a note, the drawer of a hill or 
eheque and the acceptor of a bill for the honour of the drawer from denying the original 
validity of the instrument. 

32 Section 55 adopts, with modifications, the provisions of section 117 of the Evidence 
Act, 1872, and of sections 36 and 62 of the draft Bill, which estop the acceptor from denying 
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the drawer's signature The estoppel is, we think, properly confined by this sectioti to suits by 
holders other than the drawer 

33 Section 56 estops the maker of a note and the acceptor of a bill payable to order 
from denying the payee's capacity to indorse 

34 Section 57 adds to the estoppel against denying false signatures, contained in section 

35 of the draft Bill, an estoppel against denying the capacity to contract of any prior party 
to a negotiable instrument in suit * 

35 Section 58 al o carries on the same subject by declaring the acceptoi of a bill with a 
forged indoisemeiit not to he thereby relieved from liability if he knew it to he forged at the 

'time of acceptance, and section 59 declares that the acceptor of a bill drawn in a fictitious 
name is not thereby relieved from liability to pay upon an indorsement by the same hand as the 
drawer's signature, and purporting to be made by the drawer 

36 r i hese sections supply some omissions m the draft Bill, and, We think, adequately 
provide for the due currency of negotiable instruments when once put into circulation and 
for the protection of their holders 

37 The Bill then goes on to deal with the consideration for negotiable instrument and 
to protect the holder for value of instruments with respect to which there may have 
been originally no consideration, or a subsequent failure of consideration, wholly or in 
part 

38 These sections (60 to 63, both inclusive) are substantially taken from the draft Bill 

We h ive added an illustration to section 62 • 

39 Chapter IV deals with negotiation 

40 To section 64, which is substantially the same as section 18 of the diaft Bill, we have 
added an explanation to the effect th it an instrument delivered upon a condition which has not 
happt nid is not negotiable except by a bolder for value and without notice of such con¬ 
dition 

41 Where the holder of a note or bill payable to or to the order of a specified person 
delivers it to another person without indorsing it, hut with intent to transfer hi* title thereto, 
we think that (with reference to the Code of Civil Procedure, sections 36 and 37) the trans¬ 
feree should not be required to suo m tbe name of his tiansferor. We have framed section 66 
accordingly 

42 In section 67 we have, in substantial accordance with section 40 of the draft Bill, dealt 
with the case of a bond fide holder for value of a bill transferred without indorsement In 
such a case we have declaied the holder entitled to a return of the consideration if the bill 
is, after the tiansfer, avoided on account of any matter pnor to the transfer, provided such 
return is claimed within a reasonable time 

43 Section 71 describes the parties who may indorse and negotiate negotiable instruments 
The draft Bill does not apuear to provide with sufficient clearness for this matter 

44 Seotion 76 embodies section 23 of the draft Bill bu£it completes that section by 
enacting that an indorsement of a negotiable instrument for part of the amount due 
thereon transfers a right to retain the instrument and to receive and recover such part 
in the name of the indorser 

45 Section 77 provides that no agreement which is not expressed on the instrument or 

which is collateral thereto shall be binding upon holders for value or those deriving title from such 
holders This section embodies arid supplements the corresponding provisions of the draft Bill 
of which section 42 provided that the title of an indorsee should not be affected by transactions 
independent of the instrument, and scctiou 99 that a holder in due course should not be affected 
by any agreement between two signers as to the order of their liability unless such agreement 
appeared on the face of the lnstiument The section as now drawn extends the diait sections 
to holders for value and to holders deriving title fiom holders for value, and also extends section 
99 to all agreements not expressed on the instrument # 

46* Chapter V deals with presentment for acceptance and presentment for payment 

47 Section 82 states the essentials of presentment for acceptance in the case of bills pay¬ 
able at oi after sight, to which the draft Bill, section 56, clause (1), refers as bills payable after 
demand We have added a provision that presentment must be made by a person entitled to 
demand acceptance, and we have provided for tlio case m which the drawee cannot aftei reason¬ 
able search be found, and also for the case of a bill directed to the drawee at a particular place 

48 Section 83 provides for presentment for sight of a piomissory note payable at a 
certain period after sight—a matter unnoticed by the draft Bill. 

49 Section 84 alters section 56, chuse (3), of the draft Bill by restricting the time 
allowed to the drawee for deliberation to the departure of the next post, if that should happen 
within the twenty-four hours otherwise allowed This is the English rulo upon the subject 

50 Sections 85 and 86 lay down the general rule for presentment for payment, which is 
not distinctly laid down in the draft Bill 

51 Section 87, as to presentment for payment of inland instruments payable after date 
or sight, embodies section 133 of the draft Bill, but we have excluded cheques from tins 
section, as me have provided (section 19),m accordance with English law, that such instruments 
are only payable on demand, 

52 Section 88 provides for presentment for payment of an inland note payable by instal¬ 
ments—a matter omitted from the draft Bill 

53 Section 90 modifies sections 139 and 140 of the draft Bill by requiring, m accordance 
with English law, that an instrument drawn or accepted payable at a specified place most. 
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in order to charge the mnktr or drawer, be presented for pajment at that place. The 
draft BiH allows piesentment to be made in such cases at the place of business or residence of 
the maker or acceptor 

54 Section 01 embodies the general rule as to the place of presentment * 

65 Section 02 extends the rule in section 141 of (fbe draft Bill as to personal presentment 
to the cose of presentment ioi acceptance 

56 Section 93 taktn together^with section 105 embodies section 101 of the draft 
Bill, with the modification that the presentment of a cheque must be made*before the 
relation between the drawer and his banker has been altered to the piejudtee of the drawer, 
or the drawer will be disclmged liora liability The draft Bill discharges the drawer 
only to the extent of his nctuil loss , but, according to the English cases, he is discharged alto¬ 
gether by such ilthy, the paiee of the cheque being considered as having, In such delay, treated 
tbe cheque as payment, and as thereby electing to look to the drawee alone (see Hopkint v Ware, 
L R 4 Ex 2GS) 

57 Section 96 is new It provides that piesentment for acceptance or payment may be 
made by or to a duly auib< rized agent, or the representative of a deceased party or the assignee 
of art insolvent party 

58 Section 98 states the c^ses in which presentment for payment is exoused It embodies 

sections 89 and 91 of the drift Bill, and adds the case in which the diawer could not suffer

63 To section 110, which embodies sections 109 and 110 of the draft Bill, we have added 
an explanation showing what are material alterations m a negotiable instrument 

64 Section 111 is new, and provides that m special cises, such as thut of a blank stamped 
instrument, an uncrossed cheque and an instrument endorsed in blank, a material alteration 
made by an indorsee discharges his ludorser from liability to him in respect of the consider¬ 
ation as well as of the instrument 

65 Section 113 embodies section 115 of the draft Bill and section 11 of 39 & 40 Viet, 
o 81, relating to crossed cheques 

66 Chapter VIII treats of notice of dishonour 

67 Section 116 substantially agrees with sections 125, 127 and 131 of the draft Bill, but 
\^e have altered the desetipuon of the parties to whom notice of dishonour by non-acceptance or 
non-payment must be given the description now adopted itr that those parties must include all 
whom the holder seeks to make severally liable on the instrument, and some one of any parties 
jointly liable, but notice to the maker, drawee or acceptor is unnecessary. 

68 Section 117 collects into one section a number of prousions os to the form of notice 
and the modi of giving it These provisions are scattered over sections 126, 127, 128 and 130 
of the draft Bill We have already pointed out that this section differs fi fu the draft Bill m 
requiring notice to the party addressed that he will be held liable 

69 Section 119 adds to section 132 of the draft Bill the provision that a party receiving 
notice of dishonour through Ins agent tor presentment is entitled to the same penod after 
such receipt tor the purpose of giving notice as the holder has for giving notice 

70 Station 121 describes the cases m which no notice ot dtohonoui is necessary These 
cases include, besnit* tho^c of dispensation by the party entitled to notice and of inability to give 
the notice (which an provided for in sections 6o, 67, 68, 92 and 93 ot the diaft Bill), tbe case 
of the drawer ionnt< tiuauding payment, the case where the puity charged could not suffer 
from want of nidi notice, the cose ot an acteptor who is also a diawer, the case of a pro¬ 
missory note whuh is not negotiable, and the case in which the party knowing the facts 
unconditionally j mmises to pay the amount due on the mstiument 

71 Clmptci IX (ontains the rules for noting and protest 

72 Section 122 substantially corresponds with section 119 of the draft Bill, but it allows 
the noting to l>t m ide either unon the instrument, or upon a paper attached thereto,or partly upon 
each And thi rules as to noting and protest are confined to bills and notes, whereas the draft 
Bill extended tin in to cheques—*an extension for which there is apparently no authority 

73 We have inserted in sections 123 and 124 provisions regarding protest for better 
security. 

74 In section 126 we have reproduced the provisions of Act VI of 1840, section 4, and 
of 2 ft 3 Wm 4, t 98, as to protest for pon-payment after dishonour by non-acceptance. 
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75 Chapter X coDtama roles for c&loulating the reasonable time for presentment for 
acceptance or payment, for giving notice of dishonour and for noting. We have added m see** 
tion 129 a provision that, m the case of notice of dishonour, when the parties carry on business 
or live in the same place, such notice is given within a reasonable time if it is despatched m 
time to reach lts^estmation on the day next after the day of dishonour 

76 Chapter XI deals with acceptance and payment for honour We provide (section 181) 
for the case of protest for better Becunty In accordance with a recent case (In re Overend, 
Gurney and Company , L E 6 Eq 844), we have declared (section 136) that the payer for 
honour shall igive all the rights, m respect of the bill, of the holder at the time of suoh 
payment 

77 Chapter XII, which treats of compensation, retains (section 137) the provisions of 
the draft Bill (section 6 r >) substantially unaltered 

76 Chapter XIII treats of foreign bills and restricts to foreign bills the section (73) of 
the draft Bill, which deals with the dishonour of a bill naming a drawee in case of need. 

79 The provisions of chapter XIV as to international law are substantially those of the 
draft Bill 

80 In conclusion, we desire to express our obligations to the following honourable and 
learned Judges, namely, Messrs Turner, Kennedy, West and N4n4bh&i Handds to the Madras 
Chamber of Comtnetce to Mr Stewart Gladstone, Mr E Stewart, Mr Dickson (late Secre¬ 
tary and Treasurer to the Bank of Bengal), and Mr Sorymgeour, the Calcutta Agent of the 
Oriental Bank Corporation We recommend that the Bill as now altered hb republished 
lu the Gazette of India and the local Gazettes, that the opinions of the Local Governments, 
the High Courts and the mercantile community be invited thereon, and that its further 
consideration be stayed till the Council re-assembles m Calcutta

The decrease is partly due to the improvement m the prospects of field employment, and 
would have occurred in Ay case It is partly due also to the enforcing of the conditions oi 
residence and labour, and to the effects made to relegate the paupers to works Of the numbers 
in the relief camps of the Bangalore Municipality, which have fallen by 19,000 m the last 
fortnight, over 5,000 have been put on the State Railway and the adjacent embankment, about 
2,000 on the embankment of the Alsur hkc, and about 1,000 more on different projects, the 
water works, and two lines of road The improvement m the condition of the labourers is 
already obvious, they arc cheerful, healthy and contented, and those who a fortnight ago 
were thought hardly able to lift a pick-axe, are now doing a fair day's work Of the rest some 
have left tor their villages, some prefer to beg about the town, but these will he collected and 
brought m by the Police To every applicant either labour or food is offered if labour cannot 
be provided, their food is given till the applicant can be set to work The want of tools is 
still one of the greatest difficulties .

and that (6) the clinical history of the fever presented ‘ no well marked featuie 
which would be sufficient to distinguish it liom the class of fevers usually 
referred to as * remittents* m this country * German authorities also state that 
the fever m which the blood-spirillum was originally tound “ manifested a 
distinctly remittent character 

6 With regard to the first cited of these conclusions, wo beg to diaw 
special attention to the circumstance that it is in complete accordance vi ith 
the experience hitherto acquired m connection with the presence of spiulU 
m the blood None of the observers who detected these organisms in Europe 
have in the lcmotest manner implied that their' presence m the blood was 
associated with want, on the contrary, Gussier expressly states that tho fever 
m which they occur (commonly referred to m Germany as rccurrent-typhus) 
is not a famine fever Indeed it so happened that at the time of one of the

2. Prices are falling everywhere, and in five of the Districts—Khandesh, Ahmednagar, 
Sholapor, S^tara and Belgaum— the improvement m this respect is very considerable 

3 The number of people upon relief works is now 182,158, which is less by 36,758 
4 than the number for the previous week The number quoted still includes a number of ordinary 

labourers upon the Dhond and Man mad Railway, the necessary information for deducting 
them not having been received Dharwar is the only district in which the number of labourers 
on relief works shows no decrease The Collector, however, anticipates a considerable falling 
off shortly. The reduction is most marked in Kaladgi 

4 Cholera continues to decrease, and has now disappeared from three of the nine 
distnots 

5 Weekly written reports received since tho date of the last Statement bring the 
detailed information m the case of the Na«ik, Poona, Sholapur and Satara Col lectors tee up to the 
29th September, and in the case of the other five affected districts to the 22nd idem The 
usual rainfall table compiled fiom these reports is appended The khauf crops are m good 
condition everywhere, and the hanest has commenced m Ahmednagar, Satara and Kuladgi

to the north it is retarded for want of ram, while in Sholapur, on other hand, it is retarded by 
excessive ram.

General Remarks —In Madras favourable rain is reported from all districts, agricultural 
operations aro actively going on, and prices falling, the total number on works is 587,298, gratuitously 
fed 1,531,255 the former is less by 41,031 and the latter by 72,466 than last week In Mysore 
also there has been good ram, the crops are flourishing, and prices tailing, the number on works is 
69,693, gratuitously relieved 126,204 the latter is 35,688 less than last week In Bombay there has 
been abundant rain in Guzerat, where the rabi is now safe, in the Konkan, and Southern Mahratta 
Country, in the Deccan the ram has been moderate, except m Sholapur where it has been excessive 
rabi sowings are going on , in Khandesh and Ndsik also the fall has beeh good, but more is wanted 
m the former district, in Sind the river is still low and prospects are bad In the Central Provinces 
ram has fallen m all districts except Sambalpur, prospects are much improved, but more is required 
in some districts tor the rice In Berar an inch and a half is reported, and the prospects of the 
crops are excellent Abundant ram has fallen throughout Central India, and prospects are much 
improved, immigration into Malwa is decreasing In Rajputana there has been general and most 
opportune ram, which has saved the rabi , though in most places too late for the khanf In Bengal 
there has been little ram m the Central districts ot llengal Proper, and more is w in ted in Burdwan, 
Bankoora, Midnapore, Jessore, Pubna and Furreedpoie, m Orissa and Chota Nagpore rain is also 
required, there has boon a good fall throughout Behar, and prospects liavo improved In Assam 
there has been little lam, and none m Sylhet, prospects are good In Burma theie has been fair 
ram, but the Irrawaddy has again flooded some of the tiat ts lately replanted, and m Bassem and 
Henzada there will in consequence be a considerable falling off in the area cultivated In the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh the whole aspect of affairs has been changed by a general and heavy 
fall of rain, which has secured the rabi sowings and greatly benefited the khanf crops which have 
survived the drought In the Punjab there lias also been geneial ram, except m Peshdwar and 
Mooltan , the prospects of the rabi have much unproved

11 Instruments made in the department will be charged at the actual cost, and those purchased 
locally for issue, at cost price, plus 10 per cent for incidental charges 

12 Instruments, when they can be spared, are sometimes issued to officers and others on pavrtient 
of the cost value, plus 20 per cent , and instruments, the private property of officers, are repaired, 
if necessary, on like terms In such cases the amount must be remitted to the Superintendent, 
Mathematical Instrument Department, before tho instruments can be despatched from the Office of the 
Superintendent 

18 Instruments returned into Btore will be valued according to their condition 

14 It is particul irly requested that sizes and sorts of instruments, length of scales, how divided, 
and purposes for which required, and generally any information which will guide this department m 
knowing, without* further leterence, the exact wants of the indenting officer, be put as far as possible 
on face of indent, instead of in covering letters

Statement op Obticth and Reasons 

The provisions of the hw 1 eluting to stamp-duties aiul Couit-fies are now contained 
m six diflcu nt Acts, and numerous outers of the Govern* 1 lnntialin Council notified 
from lime to tune in the Government G i/ette dining the last &t veil }ears It is deniable 
for the convenience of the public to bring these provisions within the compnss of a single 
enactment, and it is pioposed t<> take this opportunity to lnlimluci meabuits for the unproved 
working ol the law, which cxpeuenco Ins shown to he much neuhd, and at ihe same tuno to 
provide foi the acquisition of a modeiutc inueise of icvenue liom stimp-duties 

& Such lticiease is to be obt lined poatly by the amendment ot thote piovibions of the 
law which aie specially designed to protect ihe icvenue tiom loss thiough evision of the pay¬ 
ment of the pioper stamp-duty, and partly by the enhancement of the piesent rates of duty in 
certain cases 

3 There is reason to belli ve that the obligation of stamping documents at the time of their 
execution is at piesent largely evaded Prosecutions toi such evasion are rutely resorted to, 
and the criminal penalties provided by tho existing Jaw may be said to be almost inoperative, 
so that friuds upon the revenue aie sjbtunaticully practised m the belief that the worst result 
to be apprehended fiom their detection is the levy of a hno of a certun fixed amount, in 
addition to the unpaid duty The most important object to he k< pt in view consequently in 
the flaming of a new Mn^pp Bill is to stop, as fir as may be practicable, every hole 
of escape from the liability which the law imposes upon the executant of instruments subject 
to stamp-duty 

4 The new preventive provisions are contained in sections 80, 31, 83, 35 and 37, and 
their main objict is to sccuie the pioper sciutmy of instruments li ible to stamp-duty when 
produced by ihcu pobscs-ors, and the effective woiking of the crimiual penalty-clauses as a 
deterrent to uilful evasions 

5 It has be<n shown that, in the piesent state of the law, the obligation to see that 
all documeuts produced in Couits and public office** aie pioperly stamped is guierally ignored 
unless and until the parties producing them dt&ire to put tlu documents m cudence It is not 
an uncommon thing foi persons to pioduce>d cuments improperly starmed, and on being told 
that they will have to pay a specifnd amount by way ol penalty, to withdraw the documents 
and forego putting them in evidence, and in such cases they are allowed to escape punishment 

5 k 
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or the offence which they have committed in not stamping or suffiuientlj stamping their 
instrument b, ami which is not the le«s an offence against the law and punishable as such, 
whether they wish to use the instrument oi not 

6. Further, where the presiding Judge or offeer does take cognizance%»f the omission 
to use a proper Btamp, some difficulty is found in securing the due punishment of the 
offender owing to the obscure and somewhat conflicting provisions of the existing law bb to 
the constitution of an "offence '* Whilst, on the one hand, the criminal penalty ib declared 
to be incurred uppn the mere fact of under-stamping, on the other the provisions relating 
to the procedure to be*followed on the production of unstamped documents deal prominently 
with the question of intention on the part of the producer, and the Courts generally ignore the 
presumption of fraudulent intention in the absence of proof of the existence of such intention 
As such proof is not forthcoming, the producer of the insti nnient almost invariably escapes, 
mulcted only in the civil penalty which the Court is empowered to levy at its own discretion 
and without reference to other authority 

7 To meet this state of things, it is provided in section 30 of the Bill that every Court 
and head of an office shall take notice of and examine all instruments produced before them, 
that they shall determine whether the instrument is properly stamped, and, if not, shall impound 
it Section 31 provides for dealing with an impounded instrument which is requued to be put 
in evidence, so that there may be no obstiuction to the administration of justice, whilst section 
33, amongst other things, provides that this detention of the document and lew of n 
validating fine m the form of additional duty shall in no rise protect the peison responsible for 
the under-8tampingfrom the criminal penalties to which his offence renders him liable Section 
35 prescribes the course to be followed by the Collector when under-stamped documents or 
copieB thereof come into hiB hands, and section 36 determines the effect of the realization of the 
deficient duty as regards the validity of the instrument, and provides for the ultimate disposal 
oi the latter—accoidmg asacnminal prosecution may or mat n*»t be uudeitaken 

8 Section 37 contains an entirely new provision and one tint seems likely to stimulate 
the production of instruments liable to stamp-duty and not propcily stamped 

It frequently happens that the person interested m putting m evidence an insufficiently 
stamped document was not bound by law to benr the expense of the stamp that should 
have been used at the time of its execution, yet he has to bear the penal ty meuned through the 
laches of the actual defaulter As a consequence of this state of the law, the peison interested 
in producing the document is often deterred from so doing by the consideration of the penalty 
In such cases it cannot be doubted that pn duction will be grcatlv facilitated by the provisions 
of this section which enable the producer to throw the cost of producing the unstamped or 
improperly stamped document upon another peison 

9 Important changes are proposed in iegai d to some of the instruments clmigeablo with 
ad valorem duties specified m the first Schedule, namely. Bills oi Fxch inge payable otbeiwise 
than on demand. Bonds, Conveyances, Pollens of Insurance and other instruments such os 
Promissory Notes, Leases aft Mortgage deeds which*are subject to the same duties as Bills of 
Exchange, Bonds and Conveyances respectively 

10 Under the present law all Bonds and Conveyances in which the amount secured, or consi¬ 
deration stated, ranges between Rs 50 and Its 10,000, and otbei instruments similatly chuigeahle, 
are subject to rates of stamp-duty equivalent to 1 and J per cent, respectively, on the maximum 
amount of each step m the scale of ascents by which the assessment is regulated So far, with 
one exception only, to be presently stated, tho sliding scale of rates of Btamp-duly follow the 
plan of the English stamp law, but the tax is as much heavier in proportion m this country as 
the rupee, half rupee, quaiter rupee and one anna lespectivelj exceed in value the shilling, its 
half and quarter, and one pinny The exception adverted to is that, whereas m the English 
scale of ascents there is no intermediate step between £100 and £200 or £200 and £300, and 
■0 on, in the Indian stamp law the ascentB between Rs 1,000 and Rs 10,000 are by steps of 
Re. 500 

11 'When the amount involved m the instrument chaigeable with stamp-duty exceeds 
Rs 10,000, the percentage of charge is, by tlio present stamp law in thn country, diminished 
as the amount upon which the duty is assessed increases, wheieas under the English law the 
Baine proportion of charge is maintained throughout, whatever may be the amount of the 
subject-matter of the instrument liable to stamp-duty 

12. The rates of stamp-duty also charge d on Bills of Exchange and IJroroissory Notes other 
than those payable on demand are, relatively to the duties chargeable on Bonds and Con¬ 
veyances under the Indnn stamp law, lower than the English rates For, whilst the stamp 
law in England imposes on Conveyances, Bonds and Bills of Exchange the duty of 1 %d, 6dL 
and alout J Jd for every £10, here the rates on those three classes of instruments are 16 annas, 

8 annas and about 1 anna for ever) Rs 100 respectively 

13 The principle of the changes now proposed may be said to be the equalisation of the 
existing rates of percentage of duty upon the amount taxed and their adjustment to the English 
standard—the rupee and its halves and quarters being taken as the < qmvalent of the shilling 
and its halves and quarters respective!*, and the anna as equal to the penny 

14 Some increese also in regard to the duty leviable on documents of tei tain amounts above 
Rs 1,000 but below Rs 10,000 is involved in the proposed conVeii-n n of the intermediate steps 
between those amounts from R? 500 to Rs 1,000, for the purpose of bringing the Indian, into 
precise conformitv with the English, scale of ascents 

15 The minimum rate of stamp-duty now payable in the case of Bonds is to be omitted 
It is thought that all instruments of this class—howevor low may be the amount involved—can 
without any hardship bear .a four annas tax, whilst so comparatively numerous are the Bonds , 
or other ineti aments of obligation m respect of amounts not exceeding twenty-five rupees 
that the additional rate of two annas to which it is proposed to subject them is likely to produce 

a material increase of revenue. 
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10- It is proposed to include Policies of Insurance on life m the genei al clans of instruments 
of insurance liable to stamp-duty, and to double the existing rate* of charge on fhese instruments 
generally; this change is in fact nothing more than a reversion to the rates chargeable on these 
documents pretfbuslv to the passing of the Stamp Act of 18b© Then there was no exception m 
favour of Life Policies, and instruments of insurance generally were charged at the rate of 
8 annas per Ks 1,000 of the amount insured 

17 Instruments guaranteeing the repayment of loans made upon the deposit of valuable 
•eonrittes are by the present law subjected to a small fixed duty of two rupees only, without 
reference to the amount of the loan or the extent of the accommodation obtained through 
the transaction. It seems more equitable and consistent with the general principles 
which govern the determination of stamp duties that these instruments should he taxed ac¬ 
cording to the amount involved in the transaction , hence it is pr posed to substnute an ad 
valorem tot a fixed dnt\, aud, having regard to the short period for winch the loan is 
granted, to assess the new duty at one-half of the rate applicable to Bills of Exchange 

18 The Bill provides also for the revival ot the rule, in regard to the duu leviable on 
certain promissory notes, which was m force previous to the passing of the Stump Act of 1809, 
under which a promissory note made pajablu at some time exoeediug one year from 
the date of the note was liable to the same rate of duty as a Bond As the 
obligatory instrument ordinarily executed m this country when loans ate tnbn—the 
“tamassuk”—is more of the nature of a promissory note than a bond, it seems probable that 
some unnecessary sacrifice of revenue has resulted from the relinquishment of tbe foiraer 
mode of assessment to which it is now proposed to revert m the*e case*. 

19* Tbe limit of amount within which cheques and other orders tor the payment of money 
and receipts are exempted fiom any stamp-duty is to be reduced from twenty to ten Rupees 
The payment of one anna stamp-duty can hardly be considered au oppressive tax m such 
cases, whilst so comparatively numerous are the transactions of this kind involving small 
amounts, that the abolition of the exemption m respect of sums ranging hetwem twenty uud 
ten rupees is likely to secure a considerable increase of revenue Burt her, the Bill aims 
at the enforcement of the delivery of a receipt for the payment of any amount in excess of 
ten rupees in satisfaction of a debt Under the present law a person receiving money m 
payment of u debt above a certain amount is obliged to grant a receipt to the pajer it 
the latter demands it * This enactment has been found by experience to attain itn object but 
very imperfectly, as tbe pa} era are generally too indifferent about tbe nrntter to exercise ihcir 
Kgal right, and consequently the payee it is believed, m a large number, it not tin majntry, of 
cases, escapes his obligation As the obligation whs imposed sob ly in the int* rot of the 
revenue, the principle on which it rests is not overstrained by tbe pioviuon of the Bill which, 
upholding the obligation of tbe payee, dispenses with the antecedent condition for iU enforce¬ 
ment 

20 The duty charge ihle on instruments evidencing an uppiaiM irn nt or an aw ml is raised 
by tbe Bill to about five times its psesent amount Beloie^^fiO, these documents were 
not subject to any stamp-duty the tax then imposed was purely experimental The increase 
now proposed still leaves instruments ot this description more lightly taxed than they aie 
in England 

21 The Bill substitutes an ad valorem rate of duty for the fixed amount now chargeable 
on Fartatioh-deeds That amount is R* 16 and m some cases proves such a heavy tax 
that the matter has been made the subject of a reference to Government, an equal charge 
on all partitions without reference to the value of the property divided must work unsatis¬ 
factorily. Au ad valorem duty is a more equitable form of charge, and the rate has been 
assimilated to that of bonds, which is one-half of tbe rate to which ordinary deeds of con¬ 
veyance are subject 

22- An ad valorem charge is also proposed in lieu of a fixed duty for instruments of gift and 
exchange All fixed duties are more or less objectionable, as they must either be pitched so 
low as to bring m uo appreciable amount of revenue, or they roust press with undue seventy in 
cases m which the property concerned is of inconsiderable value The difhcultv of imposing 
ad valorem duties in these cases arises out of tbe want of a safe ba*is foi thar a-sesfftnent, 
there being no consideration expressed in the instruments to be chaiged It is proposed to 
surmount this difficulty by imposing on the pirties the obligation ot stating tiulj—under 
heavy penalties for fraudulent statements—the approximate value ot the subject of the deed of 
gift or exchange. 

23 The stamp-duties heretofore chargeable on pleaders' and mukh tars' certifip ites under the 
Pleader's Act are included m the Bill as purt of the scheme of consolidation It seems only 
just and consistent that advocates and attorneys should be similarly taxed in redact of the 
practice of their profession in (he Courts of this country, and it is pioposed to subject them to 
the payment of five hundred rupees, and two hundred and fiftv rupee** stamp-duty, respectively, 
on their enrolment as advocates and attorneys of a High Court The mem la i a of the faculty 
practising m the Courts of England, Ireland and Scotland are somewhat similarly taxed in 
respect of such practice 

24 The only changes m the rates of Court-fees contemplated b\ tbe Bill ire (1) in respect 
of suite institrited m the Courtsiuf Small Causes, (£) the grant oi probates ot wills and letters 
of administration, and (3) the fees leviable for the service of process 

25 The new rates for Small Cause Court suits involve a dt crease of jjer emt in tbe 
case of suits of this class instituted m the Presidency Towns, and a pmportiouate increase of 
the rates heretofore obtaining in such Courts situated outside those towns 

The present rates m the presidency Towns are 2 annas per rupee or per cent Elsewhere 
they are the same as in other Courts, namely, 7 J per cent on the average amount involved in the 
•ait. The town rate u dearly too high and some relief is called for This, it u thought* may be 
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unobjectionably given by tbc application of the equalisation principle, and the enhancement of 
the rate heretofore levied m the Mufas^al Small Cau«e Court is defensible on the ground that, as 
the judit ml agency and general machinery of these Courts is more co«tly than those of the ordinary 
Civil Couits, whilst a complete determination of the matter m dispute is obtain^! in the one class 
of Courts and not in the other, equitable consideiations admit of a higher rate of charge 
upon the litigants m the foimer case than m the latter 

26 Up to 1870 no stamp-duty wis charged oq Letters of Administration to the effects of 
deceased persons or Probates of Wills. The rate of duty thm fixed was tentative and expressly 
declated to In imbject to revision on the occ ision of the next imendrnent of the law on the 
subjii t, it is now proposed to increase it from two, to two and a half per centugi 

27 The f*es low chargeable for the service of process*s issuing fiom the Civil, Revenue 
and Guminal Courts are fixed by rules framed by the iligh Courts It is proposed to subs- , 
titutc foi tin* proce *ura the fixed l ites spicificd under Nos 20 and 21 <*f the fifth schedule 
of the Bill, and to discontinue the provisions of the existing law for the regulation of the 
process-serving establishments 

The txpuience gmied iluough the woikingof the present system, is to the actual cost of 
serving piousses, leudeis* possible the determination of the amount of the fee required in the 
case of each kind of process to cover the cost of its service, and it seems desirable not only 
♦bat the ( ouit fees of th s cl iss should, like all other fees leviable under the Court-fees Act, 
be fixed by the Ait itself, but that the regulation of the establishments to be maintained for 
the seivici of proussis should be under the exclusive contiol of the Executive authoiities 

28 It is ofttn a-seittil that the provisions of the stitnp law aie so complicated as tobeill- 
undcrstood*hv the public geneiilly, and on tins giound a disposition has been shown sometimes 
on thefpirt of f he idministrutor* of the law to excuse, oi like a very lenient Mew of, non- 
complnnce with its leqgircmcnls, the Bilt has been finned theicfoie with the special 
tildeivour to lendti the Aquiremmts of the 1 ivv guurally intelligible, by large additions 
to the intei pret it ion-clauses, linpiovid amingemtnt of its piovi&ions and a simpler classifica¬ 
tion of the contouts of the schedules 

29 The otlur alteiations of the existing law contained m the Bill relate chiefly to matters 
of detail or pioccduii, aic of minor lmpoitunce, and do not appear to call foi any speuul 
explanation

The following preliminary Report of a Select Committee, together with the Bill as settled by 

them, wasupresented to the Council of the Governor General of India for the purpose of 

making Laws and Regulations on the 10th October 1877 — 

We, the undersigned members of the Select Committee to which the Bill to define and 
amend the law relating to Promissory Notes, Bills of Exchange and Cheques was referred, 
have considered the papers specified in the appendix, and have the honour to present this 
preliminary report 

2 This Bill, of which a draft, hereinafter called the draft Bill, was prepared by the late 
Indian Law Commission, is intended to be one of the chapters of the Indian Civil Code, and 
was introduced and referred to a Select Committee in Dece&jber 1867. The then mercantile 
members of Council, while admitting the deanability of coaification, objected to the draft 
Bill on account of its deviations from English law In order to obviate this objection several 
alterations have now been made in its substantial provisions The Bill has also been re¬ 
arranged , and some additions have been made in order to supply omission^ These changes, 
which embody most of the suggestions contained m the papers mentioned in the appendix, will 
appear m detail from this report 

8 It may, however, be convenient, before proceeding further, to notice briefly the alter¬ 
ations which have been made in order to render the Bill conformable to English law 
9 4 The draft Bill provided that an indorsee for value after matui lty should have only the 
rights of h» indorser This does not except the case of a bill of exchange drawn or accepted 
for the purpose of enabling some party thereto to raise money thereon we have added an 
exception m section 80 in older to meet this case 

5, The draft Bill discarded days of grace we have recognised (hift usage m sections 87 and 
88 of the present Bill The change has involved (m section 22) a slight alteration of the defi¬ 
nition of “ maturity ” • 

6 The draft Bill also made all instruments which fell due upon a holiday payable on the 
next succeeding business day instead of, as m English law, on the next preceding 
business day, except in the case ot a public holidiiy We have in seotion 26 adhered to the 
English law, and have provided that, besides the usual public holidays, such days shall he 
public holidays within the meaning of the Act as the Load Government may declare 

7 The draft Bill made no provision for the case m which interest at a specified rate is 
expressly made payable on a note or bill It merely provided that mteiest at the curront rate 
should be payable on a bill dishonoured by nnn-acieptance, but only from the maturity of the 
instrument The same rule was adopted in the case of dishonour by non-payment of a note*, 
bill or cheque We have substituted the English law on this subject by declaring (section 101) 
that, where interest is expressly provided for in the note or bill, it Bhnll be calculated, as against 
all parties, at tbe specified rate from the date of the mstrumei^until tender or realization of 
the amount due. Where no interest is specified we have declared (section 101), that, 
except in cases within section 582 of the Civil Procedure Code, interest shall ruu at six 
per cent per annum from the dale at which the amount ought to have been paid by the 
party charged We have also added an explanation that an indorsi r can only be charged 
with su< h interest from the date of the receipt by lnm of notice of dishonour 

8 We have restored (section 117) the rule, which the draft Bill omitted, that a notice of 
dishonour must inform the party to whom it is given that be will be held liable 

9 The draft Bill provided that when a note, bill or cheque had been lost, or would not be 
produced by the owner, he might nevertheless enforce his claim against the maker or acceptor if 
he gave security, to the satisfaction of the Court, to indemnify the defendant against the claims 
of any other person upon the instrument No provision was made for an action against the in¬ 
dorser. The English law, however, provides (17 & 18 Viet, c 125, section 87= Act V of 18G6, 
section 14) that, in any action upon a negotiable instrument, the lots of it shall not beset up us a 
defence if an indemnity is given, to the satisfaction of the Court, against the claims of any other 
person And the owner of such & document was always entitled in equity to demand payment 
on giving a sufficient indemnity We have, therefore, considered that we should coriectly em¬ 
body tbe English law by providing (section 103) that any person habit to pay nnd poking the 
amount due on a note, bill or cheque shall be entitled to be indemnified , and by leaving (section 
8) the liability of all parties the same as if the instrument had been forthcoming 

10 The draft Bill extended to instruments payable to order the principle upon which 
protection is afforded by English law to the party pnmauly liable upon an instrument payable 
to bearer The acceptor, maker or indorser of a negotiable instrument payable to bearer, but 
not of an instrument payable to order, is, by English law, discharged by payment to any 
person in possession of the instrument, if the payer has no reason to believe the possessor 
is not the true holder. We have in section 104, clause (c), restricted the protection to such 
instruments 

11 The Bill as now altered consists of fourteen chapters In the first chapter we have 
inserted the usual preliminary matter We have (section 1) excluded hundis from the operation 
wf the Bill We have provided (section 2) for the repeal of some enactments which are replaced 
by the provisions of the Bill 

12 Section 8 contains a definition of the term “ banker” drawn from 89 & 40 Viet,c 
80, s 8, and of " Notary Public” Notaries are seldom found in the Mufas6al,,and the Bill 
provides that iheir functions may be oxlrcised by persons appointed for thdt purpose by 
the Governor General m Council.

J 3 Chapter II deals opth notls, bills and cheques, bills in sets and crossed cheques We have 
here substituted definitions which appear to be more comprehensive and accurate than those m the 
draft Bill For instance, accoiding to the original definitions,a billot exchaiMe differs from a 
cheque only in requiring that the money ordered by the instrument to be paid shojtfd be held at the 
disposal of the drawer—a distinction which appears to us inaccurate, as a bill of exchange is 
in law, equally with a cheque, assumed to be drawn against funds m the hands of the drawee* 
Again, the definition of a cheque Would include such an instrument aB a tradesman's bill on 
which the debtor writes an order to pay for presentation to a cash-keeper—the ordinary mode 
of pacing bills m mercantile houses, at least in Calcutta, and one adopted by many private per¬ 
sons According to the draft Bill such an instrument would apparently be negotiable—a very 
serious lesult indeed Again, the definition of a cheque does not require that it should be 
drawn upon a banker or a person acting as such, nor that it should be payable on demand* 
These are only a few of what seemed to us the more obvious omissions We have, therefore, 
framed definitions which we think will include all the essentials of these instruments 

14 Section 8 defines the holder of a promissory note, bill of exchange or cheque as a person 
entitled m his own'hame to the possession of it and to receive or recover the amount due thereon 
from the parties thereto The holder of an instrument at the time of its loss or destruction 
also conns within the definition The corresponding provision of the draft Bill seemed to us 
vague and unsatisfactory in its definition of “ holder/' and it was not consistently applied in the 
substantive provisions of the Bill 

15 In section 15 we have modified the definition of indorsement in the draft Bill |jy 
providing that it must b#made for the purpose of negotiation We have also included m 
the definition a like signature upon a stamped paper intended to be completed as a negotiable 
instrument 

10 We have added 1 a section (17) providing, m accordance with English law, that, when 
an mstrument may be construed either as a promissory note or bill of exchange, it shall be taken 
to be that which the holder elects • 

17 In section 19 we have supplied an omission in the draft Bill by providing that an 
instrument in which no time for payment is specified and all cheques are payable on demand 

18 Section 20 provides foi the filling up by the holder ot blanks in a stamped paper 
intended to be completed as a negotiable instrument, but not completed when issued The 
holder may complete the instrument’for any amount covered by the stamp. To this section 
is addt d as an illustration section 9 of the draft Bill 

19 To the four presumptions as to negotiable instruments contained hh the draft Bill and 
stated in sectiou 27 of the present Bill, we have added presumptions that an accented bill was 
accepted within a reasonable time after date and before maturity, that every bill or note 
leceipted on the back was paid by the acceptor or maker, that is, by the party primarily liable 
to pa} , and that a lost instrument was duly stamped 

20 In addition to the provisions of the draft Bill as to bills m sets, we have (section 29) 
provided for the right of that holder of one of the parts who first acquires title to his part to 
possession of the other parts We have also defined an acceptor in section 7 so as to include 
an acceptor of a set of bills. 

21 In sections SO to 37 (both inclusive) we have substituted the provisions of the recent 
English Act (SO & 40 Yiot, c 81) for the sections of the draft Bill relating to orossed 
ohoques 

2^ Chapter III deals with the parties to negotiable instruments 

23 Section 38, after providing that all persons capable of contracting may be parties to 
notes, bills and cheques, adds that a minor may draw, indorse, deliver and negotiate such in- 
&tlaments to as to bind all parties except himself 

2J Section 39 provides for persons binding themselves through their authonzed agents, 
and adds that a general authonty is not sufficient for this purpose, and that an authority to 
drau a bill does not of itself authorize an indorsement 

25 Sections 41 and 42 provide for the liability of partners on notes, bills and cheques, 
and section 43 applies the provisions of the Indian Contract Act, sections 42, 43 and 45 and 
obuptei XI, to the rights and liabilities of partners created thereby, as well as to joint rights 
and liabilities 

2b Section 45 defiues the liability of the drawee of a bill or cheque 

27 Section 46 extends to the case of the maker of a note, a definition contained in 
section 60 of tbc draft Bill of the liability of the acceptor of a bill of exchange 

28 Section 47 adds to the category of persons who (according to section 61 of the draft 
Bill) ran accept a bill, all oi some of set era! joint drawees 

29 Section 49 provides that every prior party to a negotiable instrument is liable 
thereon to a holder id due course, that is, to a bond fide holder for value 

30 Sectiou 50 lavs down lh&t the maker oi a note or cheque, the drawer of a bill until 
acceptance, aud the acceptor are ordinarily the principal parties to (he bill and the other 
parties their sureties, and section 51 adds that each jfcior party is a principal as regards the 
lioldei, and that the intermediate parties between such prior party and the holder are sureties 
tor him By section 52 the provisions of the Indian Contract Aot, sections 132 to 147 
(both inclusive) are rendered applicable to these relations of suretyship 

31 We have added a section (54) estopping the maker of a note, the drawer of a lull or 

cheque and the acceptor ot a bill for the honour of the drawer from denying the original 
validity of the instrument * 

32 Section 55 adopts, with modifications, the provisions of section 117 of the Evidence 
Act, lb72, and of sections 36 and 62 of the draft Bill, whuh estop the acceptor from den) mg

the drawer’s signature The estoppel is, we thiok, properly o^nfined by this Motion to suits by 
holders other than the drawer 

33 Secture 56 estops the maker of a note and the acceptor of a bill payable to order 
from denying tire payee's capacity to indorse 

34 Section 57 adds to the estoppel against denying false signatures, contained in section 
35 of the draft Bill, an estoppel against denying the capacity to contract of any prior party 
to a negotiable instrument m suit 

3( Section 58 abo carries on the same subject by declaring the acceptor of a bill with a 
forged indorsement not to be thereby relieved from liability if he knew it to be forged at the 
time of acceptance, and section 59 declares that the acceptor of a bill drawn m a fictitious 
name is not thereby relieved from liability to pay upon an indorsement by the same hand as the 
drawer's signature, and purporting to be made by the drawer. 

36 These sections supply some omissions m the draft Bill, and, we think, adequately 
provide for the due currency of negotiable instruments when once put into circulation and 
for the protection of their holders 

37 The Bill then goes onjto deal with the consideration for negotiable instruments and 
to protect the holder for value of instruments with respect to which there may have 
been originally no consideration, or a subsequent failure of consideration, wholly or in 
part 

38 These sections (60 to 63, both inclusive) are substantially taken from the diaft Bill 
Wje bare added an illustration to section 62 

39 Chapter IV deals with negotiation 

40 To seition,04, which is substantially the pame as section 18 of the draft Bill, we have 
added an explanation to the effect that an instrument delivered upon a condition which has not 
happened is not negotiable except by a holder for value and without notice of such con¬ 
dition 

41 Where the holder of a note or bill payable to or to the order of a specified person 
delivers it to another person without indorsing it, but with intent to transfer hi* title thereto, 
we think that (with reference to the Code of Civil Procedure, sections 56 and 37) the trans¬ 
feree should not be required to sue m the name of his transferor We have framed section 66 
accordingly 

42 In section 67 we have, in substantial accordance with section 40 of the draft Bill, dealt 
with the case of a bond fide holder for value of a bill transferred without indorsement In 
such a case we have declared the holder entitled to a return of the consideration if the bill 
is, after the tiansfer, avoided on account of any matter prior to the transfer, provided such 
return is claimed within a reasonable time 

43 Section 71 describes the parties who may indorse and negotiate negotiable instruments 
The draft Bill does not appear to provide with sufficient clearness for (his matter 

44 Section 76 embodies section 23 of the draft Bill but Ifc com plates that section by 
enacting that an indorsement of a negotiable instrument for part of the amount due 
thereon tiansfers a right to retain the instrument aud to receive and recover such part 
in the name of the indorser 

45 Section 77 provides that no agreement which is not expressed on the instrument or 
which ib collateral thereto shall be binding upon holders fop value or those deriving title from mu h 
holders This section embodies and supplements the corresponding provisions of the draft Bill 
of which section 42 provided that the title of an indorsee should not be affected hj tiansactions 
independent of the instrument, and section 90 that a holder m due course should not be affei ted 
by any agreement between two signers as to the order of their liability unless such agreement 
appeared on the face of the instrument The section as now diawn extends the diaft sections 
to holders for value and to holders deriving title fiom holders for value, and aho extends section 
99 to all agreements not expressed on the instrument 

46* Chapter V deals with presentment for acceptance and presentment for pa) ment 

47. Section 82 states the essentials of presentment for acceptance m the case of hills pay¬ 
able at or after sight, to which the draft Bill, section 56, clause (1), refers as bill# payable after 
demand We have added a provision that presentment must be made by a person entitled to 
demand acceptance, wnd we have provided for the case in which the drawee cannot after reason¬ 
able search be found, and also for the case of a bill directed to the diawce at a particular place 

48. Section 83 provides for presentment for sight of a promissory note payable at a 
certain period after sight—a matter unnoticed by the draft Bill 

49 Section 84 altera section 56, clause (3), of the draft Bill by restricting the time 
allowed to the drawee for deliberation to the departure of the next post, if that should happeu 
within the twenty-four hours otherwise allowed This is the English rule upon the subject 

50 Sections 85 and 86 lay down the general rule fur presentment for payment, which is 
not distinctly laid down in the draft Bill 

51 Seotioft 87, re to pfcsent ment for payment of inland instruments fay able after date 
or sight, embodies section 133 of the draft Bill, but we have excluded cheques from this 
section, as ae have provided (section 19), in accordance with English law, that such instruments 
are only payable on demand. 

52 Section 88 provides for presentment for payment of an inland note payable by instal¬ 
ments-—a matter omitted from the draft Bill * 

53 Section 90 modifies sections 139 and 140 of the draft Bill by requiring* in accordance 
with English law, that an instrument drawn or accepted payable at a specified plate must, 
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in order to charge the maker or drawer, be presented for payment at that place The 
draft Bill allows presentment to be made in such cases at the place of business or residence of 
the maker or acceptor 

54 Section 91 embodies the general rule as to the place of presentment^ 

55 Section 92 extends the rule in section 141 oi the draft Bill as to personal presentment 
to the ca*e of presentment ioi acceptance 

56 Sec lion 93 taken together with section 105 embodies seotion 101 of the draft 
Bill, with the modification that the presentment of a cheque must be made before the 
relation between the drawer and his banker has been altered to the prejudice of tbe drawer, 
or the drawei will be discharged from liability The draft Bill discharges the drawer 
only to the extent of lus actual loss, but, according to the English cases, he is discharged alto¬ 
gether by such delay, the payee of the cheque being considered as having, by such dtlay, treated 
the cheque as payment, and as thereby electing to look to the drawee alone (see Hop fan* v Ware , 
L R 4 Ex 268) 

57 Section 96 is new It provides that presentment for acceptance or payment may be 

made by or to a duly authorized agent, or the representative of a deceased party or the assignee 
of an insolvent party # 

58 Section 98 states the cases m which presentment for payment is excused It embodies 
sections 89 and 91 of the draft Bill, and odds the case m which the drawer could not suffer 
damage by want of presentment, in which case presentment is by English law not necessary 
as against him 

69 Chapter VI treats of payment and interest Section 160 declares that pay men# should 
be made to the holder, for payment to any other party does not of itself discharge the maker or 
acceptor The next two sections, 101 and 102, provide for interest* upon notes, bills and 
cheques, and section 103 for indemnity to the payer of an instrument lost or which cannot 
he produced 

60 Chapter VII deals with discharge from liability on notes, bills and cheques 

61 Section 104 provides for the discharge of a maker, acceptor or indorser, not only when 
the holder cancels the acceptor's or indorser's name, and when the maker, acceptor or indorser 
pays the amount due (sections 38, 85, 87, and 88 of tho draft Bill), but also where the holder 
releases or otherwise discharges the maker, acceptor or indorser. 

62 Section 107 adopts the provisions of 16 & 17 Viet, c 59, section 19 by which the 
drawer of a cheque payable to order and purporting to bo indorsed by or on behalf of the payee 
is discharged by paj meet in due course 

63 To section 110, which embodies sections 109 and 110 of the draft Bill, we have added 
an explanation showing what are material alterations m a negotiable instrument 

64 Section 111 is new, and provides that in special cases, such as that of a blank stamped 
instrument, an uncrossed cheque and an instrument endorsed in blank, a material alteration • 
made by an indorsee discharges his indorser from liability to him m respect of the consider¬ 
ation as wfoll as of the instrameiit 

65 Section 113 embodies seotion 115 of the draft Bill and section 11 of 39 & 40 Viet, 
c 81, relating to crossed cheques 

66 Chapter VIII treats of notice of dishonour 

67 Section 116 substantially agrees with sections 125, 127 and 131 of the draft Bill, but 
we have altered the description of the parties to whom notice of dishonour by non-acceptance or 
non-payment must be given the description now adopted is that those parlies must include all 
whom the holder seeks to make severally liable on tbe instrument, and some one of any parties 
jointly liable, but notice to the maker, drawee or acceptor is unnecessary. 

68 Section 117 collects into one seotion a number of provisions as to the form of notice 
and tbe mode of giving it These provisions are scattered over sections 126L 127, 128 and 130 
of the draft Bill. We have already pointed out that this section differs from the draft Bill m 
requiring notice to the party addressed that he will be held liable 

69 Section 119 adds to section 132 of the draft Bill the provision that a party receiving 
notice of dishonour through his agent for presentment is entitled to tbe same period after 
such receipt for the purpose of giving notice as the holder has for giving notice 

70 Section 121 describes the cases m which no notice of dishonour is necessary These 
cases include, besides tho«e of dispensation by the party entitled to notice arid of inability to give 
the notice (which are provided for m sections 66, 67, 68, 92 and 93 of the draft Bill), the case 
of the drawer countermanding payment, the case where the party charged could not suffer 
from want of such notice, the case of an acceptor who is also a drawer, tho case of a pro¬ 
missory note which is not negotiable, and the case in which the party knowing the facts 
unconditionally promises to pay the amouut due on the instrument 

71 Chapter IX contains the rules for noting and protest 

72 Section 122 Substantially corresponds with section 119 of the draft Bill, but it allows 
the noting to be made either upon the instrument, or upon a paper jritached thereto,or partly upon 
each And the rules as to noting and protest aie confined to bills and notes, whereas the draft 
Bill extended them to cheques—ah extension for which there is apparently no authority. 

73 We have inserted m sections 123 and 124 provisions regarding protest for better 
security. 

74 In section 126 we have reproduced the provisions of Act VI of 1849, section 4, and 
of 2 & 3 Wm 4, c 98, as to protect for non-payment after dishonour by non-acceptance 
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75 Chapter X contains rules for calculating the reasonable time for presentment for 
acceptance or payment, for giving notice of dishonour and for noting We have added m sec¬ 
tion 129 a provision that, m the case of notice of dishonour, when the parties cairy on business 
or live in the sara place, snch notice is given within a reasonable time if it is despatched m 
time to reach itAestination on the day next alttr the day of dishonour 

76 Chapter XI deals with acceptance and pat meat for honour We provide (section 131) 
for the case of protest for better security In accordance with a recent case (In re Overend, 
Gurney and Company , L R 6 Eq 344), we have declared (section 136) that the paver for 
honour shall have all the rights, m respect of the bill, of the holder at the time of suoh 
payment 

77 Chapter XII, which treats of compensation, retains (section 187) the provisions of 
the draft Bill (section 65) substantially unaltered 

76 Chapter XIII treats of foreign bills and restnets to foreign bills the section (73) of 
the draft Bill, which deils with the dishonour of a bill naming a drawee m cose of need 

79 The provisions of chapter XIV as to international law are substantially those of the 
draft Bill 

80 In conclusion, we desire to express our obligations to the following honourable and 
learned Judges, namely, Messrs Turner, Kennedy, West and Ndndbh&i Han (Ms to the Madras 
Chamber of Commorce to Mr Stewart Gladstone, Mr R Stewart, Mr Dickson (late Secre¬ 
tary and Treasurer to the Bank of Bengal), and Mr Scrymgeour, the Calcutta Agent of the 
Oriental Bank Cor pot ation We recommend that the Bill as now altered be republished 
in the Gazette of India and the local Gazettes, that the opinions of the Local Governments, 
the High Courts and the mercantile community he invited thereon, and that its further 
consideration be stayed till tko Council re-assembles in Calcutta

8 We have improved the definitions of M Forest-officer” and " Forest-produce,” and 
have assimilated that of “ cattle” to the definition m the Cattle Trespass Act 

4 In orfer to avoid the delay and expense of an elaborate preliminary demarcation, 
which was objected to in many quarters, we have provided (section 4) that the notification of 
the proposal to constitute a Reset ved Forest may be m general terms, but have indicated more 
clearly (section 19) that the final demarcation must be precise 

5 We have made more clear (section 4) the intention that the Forest Settlement Officer 
should not, except under very exceptional circumstances, be a Forest officer But, in deference to 
Representations from British Burma and the Noith-West Provinces, we have provided an 
option of entrusting the forest settlement to two or three officers instead of one 

6 In order to meet the case of the wild tribes and illiterate persons who will m many 
instances be the possessors of rights over forest lands, we have allowed (section 6) claims to be 
preferred orally to the Forest Settlement Officer and made it obligatory on him to take such 
statements down in writing 

7 With the same view we have required (section 7) the Forest Settlement Officer to 
inquire into the existence of rights, by searching the Government records and taking evidence, 
even though the people themselves, through ignorance or neglect, may not appear to claim 
them 

8 We have also provided (section 9) for the hearing of claims not preferred 
within the time prescribed by section 6, whenever claimants can Bhew sufficient cause 
for their delay 

9 In section 10 we have made more clear the alternative coursos which may be pursued 
m the case ot claims to or over land, and have also provided for compensation being given 
wholly or partly in land where the parties prefer land to money. 

10 From section 12 the provisions contained in section 10 of the Bill as introduced for 
the rejection of rights which were not habitually exercised by the claimants at the time of 
the notification under section 4, or which were not requin d for the beneficial use of the land 
or premises or of the person claiming the same, have been omitted 

11 Sections 16 and 17 express more clearly than section 15 of the Bill as introduced the 
intention of the latter as to the authorities by whom and the manner lit which appeals are

12 We have made a new provision (section 21) for the revision by the Local Govern¬ 
ment, at any time not exceeding five years from the date of the Notification under section 19, 
of any settlement cfiectod under section 14 which experience has shewn to be unworkable 

13 We have provided (section 24) that lights appendar%to any land or house may be 
freely alienated therewith 

14 Section 28 has been amended in phraseology, so as to admit of forests, the use of 

which is essential to village communities, or m which such communities have rights jointly with 
Government, being assigned to such communities, under suitable precautions against waste or 
misappiopnation * 

15 In section 82 of the Bill as introduced it was provided that the provisions of chap- 
t» r IV, regarding district or (as we prefer to term them) Protected forests, should be without 
prejudice to all existing rights of individuals or communities In order, however, that hold¬ 
ers of rights may not be put to the inconvenience and expense of proving them in order to es¬ 
tablish their immunity from the restrictions of the chapter, we have provided (sectiou 29) 
that no land shall be constituted a Protected Forest unless the nature and extent of the rights 
of Government and other persons in it have been enquired into and recorded at a survey or 
settlement or m some other sufficient manner At the same time it has been left open to any 
person to dispute the correctness of such recurd 

16 In section 30 we have inserted a provision to permit of the closing of portions of 
a Protected Forest for a limited period, provided the remainder of the forest be sufficient and 
convenient for the exercise of rights thus temporarily suspended in the portion closed This 
provision is m accordance with the rules in the North-Wist Provinces made under the existing 
law, and is generally considered necessarj for purposes of renovation 

17 In section 32 we have given power to make rules to regulate the exercise of recorded 
rights, so as to prevent, m the interest of the community, waste and injury to the forest 

18 In order to preclude hardship to the owners of private forests from the operation of 
chapter V, we have enabled such owners (section 37) to require the Government to acquire the

19 We have added a section (38) to enable Government, at the request of owners of 
land, either to administer such land as a Reserved or Protected Forest, or to apply to it all or 
any of the provisions of the Bill This improvement has been made at the suggestion of the 
Panj&b Government, with special reference to sacred und other private forests in that province, 
but we have reason to believe that the option of obtaining for their forest property the same 
le^al protection, and also (if desired) the same skilled administration, as the Government 
provides for its own, is likely to be welcomed by the owners of rent-free estates and other 
private property in many parti of India.

27 We have carefully considered the objections made by the Government of Madras 
to the original diaft ot the Bill which was circulated previous to its introduction luto the 
Council We are of opinion that the improvements which have now been made in both the 
language and matter of the Bill are so material as substantially to meet these objections, 
some of which were based on a misapprehension of what was intended It appears 
to us that the Bill, especially considering the latitude for meeting local peculiarities which the

4 The number of laborers on civil relief works was 81,0.38, or 242 less than in the 
previous week, but the returns having come m for the first time in a new form, the figures are 
not quite accurate There was an increase of 1,524 laborers m Bangalore and of 1,766 m 
Mysore, and a decrease of 1,066 m Tumkur and of 1,015 m Chitaldroog The other variations 
were not remarkable.

6 The nnrobers gratuitously fed in relief camps have again fallen and now amount to 
126,204, or about the number returned for the week ending 7th July. The decrease is very 
general, but it is largest in the Bangalore, Tumkur, and Kolar districts In the Bangalore

General Remarks —In Madras abundant ram is reported from the Malabar Coast, and good 
general ram elsewhere prospects continue good, and agricultural operations are actively progieasing, 
prices are slowly falling. The number on relief works is 530,299, and gratuitously fed 1,383,966, 
the former is less by 56 920 and the latter by 247,289 than last week In Mysore there has been 
excellent general ram, and the crops are flourishing, the number on works is 62,5Ut> and gratuitously 
relieved 103,750 the former is less by 7,187 and the lutter by 22,454 than last week In Bombay 
there has been heavy rain in the Southern Mahratta Countiy and Ratnugiri, and good showeis 
throughout the Deccan nofe has fallen in Guzerat, Kattywar, Khandesh orls>4-ik, the crops are 
generally in good condition in Bombay proper, hut want more rain in parts of Ahmedna^ar, Nasik, 
and Khandesh, in Sind there is no improvement In the Central Provinces there has been good ram

Abstract of tho Proceedings of the Council of the Governor General of India, assembled for the 
purpose of Laws and Regulations under the provisions of the Aot of Parliament

STAMP BILL 

The Ilon’ble Mr Cockerell mtioduced the Bill to consolidate and amend 
the law relating to Stamps and Couit-tees and moved that it "be cnculated foi 
the purpose ot eliciting opinion thcieon He said that, as a consuleiable 
period—neaily tw r o veais-had elapsed since leave was given to mhoduce a 
Bill on this subject, it seemed expedient that he should lcnnnd the Council oi 
the sco])C of the loimer Dio]e( t oi legislation and give some explanation ox 
tho cut urn stances whmli had delayed its progi css and led to the proposal of 
the several furthei modifications of the present law provided for m the Bill 
now introduced When their late colleague, Mr. Inglis, moved for leave to 
introduce a Bill for tho alteiation of tho stamp law it was pioposed to bring 
together tho Stamp Act of I860, tho Court-fees Act, so much of Act XIII oi 
1875 as related to the fees leviable on piobates and letters of adnumstiation, 
and the seveial exemptions and lemissious of duty and fees which the Governoi 
General in Countll had in tho exercise of the poweis vested m him by the' 
Stamp and Court-fees Acts fiom tune to time allowed, and also to explain 
and amend the piovisions of the existing law m regard to which questions had 
been raised, and interpretations and constiuctions laid down tlirough the 
decisions and rulings of the Courts 

Such a measure ot consolidation and amendment was m itself very neces¬ 
sary in tho interest of the public convenience alone, for, between the year 1870 
ana the time when the Council was asked to sanction the mtroduetion of a 
Bill relating to stamps and Court-fees, there had been liaidly less than forty 
eases of iemissions and reductions of duly and fees and other orders of Govern¬ 
ment relating to this subplot, all constituting amendments of the existing law 
and scattered over numeious editions of the Gazette of India 

Before further progress in the desned legislation could be made, the mtich 
vexed question of the propnety and expediency of substituting the use of 
impressed for adhesive stamps, with the object of checking the frauds winch 
were alleged to be prevalent to such an extent as to imperil the security of 
the revenue, became ripe for decision, and was referred to a Committee ot winch 
his honourable colleague (Mr Hope) and he (Mr. Cockerell) were members As 
the complete abandonment of the use of adhesive stamps m judicial proceedings 
would .have necessitated very matin lal alterations in the law relating to Court- 
fees, furthei action m the Legislative Department m respect of the Stamp Bill 
was suspended until tho Committee had made its report. 'The opj ort unity 
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was taken of referring also to the consideration of this Committee the ques¬ 
tion of the feasibility of such amendments of the stamp law as would conduce 
to its unprovjjL working and the acquisition of a larger revenue 

About the same tune that these questions were referred to the Committee, 
the Government of India through its Financial Department cnculated certain 
proposals for the amendment of the law and directed the several Local Govern¬ 
ments, after consulting their subordinate officers, to report thereon Suggestions 
as to the propriety or expediency of other amendments were also invited 
The mam points referred thus for the opinion ot the Local Governments 
were—(1) the omission fiom the Stamp Act of any specification of the 
description of stamp to be used for the realization of stamp duties or Court- 
fees, and the substitution therefor of a power to the Go\ernment to regulate 
the use of a particular description of stamp for specified purposes by rules; 
(2) the specification m the Act of fees of fixed amount chargeable for the 
service of processes m lieu of the present system under which those tees are 
determined by rules framed by the High Courts, and the lcstoiation to the 
executive of the same power of legulaimg the process-serving establishments as 
it has m regard to all other < stablishinonts, and (3) the reservation to the 
Governor Geneial in Council of the power of making lules under the Stamp 
and Court-fees Act, now exercised by the Local Governments subject to the 
sanction of the Government of India 

The local autlionties letumed an almost unanimous assent to the pro¬ 
priety and expediency of these pioposals, and at the same time submitted 
tlieir views as to otliei amendments of the law The Committee specially 
appointed for the consideration of the questions above lefericd to submitted 
their leport, this report was sent by the Home Depaitment to the seveial 
Local Governments, and a fresh set ot opinions on all the matteis treatod of in 
it was thus elicited 

The result of all this was that the entire subject of the revision of the 
stamp law had been considered and discussed in much detail by the local 
authorities, and he (Mu Cockerell) had thus had the great advantage m 
framing those provisions of the Bill, which embraced amendments of the existing 
law, of consulting the tw r o sets ot opinions elicited tiom local ofliceis engaged 
in the admnustiation of the law and best qualified fi||m then expeuenee of 
it§ operation both to point out its pia< tical defects and to suggest appiopuaie 
remedies The proposed alterations of the law contained m the Bill were for 
the most pait based upon such lecommendations ot the Committee as had met 
with the approval of the local authorities, and the suggestions of various 
officers, and he (Mr Cockerell) had much confidence therefore m presenting 
the Bill to the Council as a measure which was, as regards its mam features at 
least, m complete accoi dance with the views of the chief admmistiative officers 
of the several parts of the empire to which a general law on this subject would 

^ ^Though there was a general consensus of opinion m favour of the pro¬ 
posed legislation, objections had boon raised m some quarters For instance 
the expediency of reuniting m one Act the provisions of the law relating to 
stamp duties, and that by winch Court-fees are regulated was questioned It 
was said that the piesent practice of keeping these two subjects distinct had 
worked smoothly and satisfactorily, and was best adapted to public convenience, 
inasmuch as the dosses of persons who were chiefly affected by, and interested 
in knowing the requirements of the law in regard to the use of general stamps, 
were not much concerned m litigation and the liabilities ot suitors m the 
matter of the payment of Court-fees , 

Now he (Mr Cockerell) regarded stamp duties and Court-fees rather as 
different branches of the same subject than as two distinct subjects The duties 
and the fees were both levied by means of stamps the sale proceeds of which were 
entered under the same head m the public accounts, and both were regulated 
by the same administrative agency Nor could he agree with the conclusion 
that the portions who had to do with general stamps had little or no interest 
m the subject of Court-fees, he thought on the contrary that, a few purely 
commercial transactions involving the use of bills of exchange, bill! of lading, 

excepted, the agency employed for determining the proper stamp duties 
chargeable on instrument executed in connection with the conveyance of inter- 
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cats in property, or obligations for the payment of money, was generally the same 
as that to which persons about-to engage m litigation would hare recourse, for he 
believed that it was no more the practice to frame instruments fpdenemg the 
transfei of any interest in property, than to draw up a plaint in a suit or an 
application to a Court, without the aid of legal practitioners On the other 
hand, there were distinct advantages m the combination of the existing enact* 
ments relating te stamp duties and Court-fees as the provisions of the law regard¬ 
ing the description of stamps to be used, the refund of the value of spoiled 
stamps, the sale of stamps and the geneial administration of these sources of 
revenue were common to both, so that a considerable saving m the enacting 
provisions would be effected by the pioposed consolidation. 

Then it had been urged that further legislation at the present time on the 
subject of stamps and Courts’ foes a as premature, and that these repeated 
alterations of laws affecting the transact ions of a very largo number of persons 
were extremely harassing and detrimental to public convenience Ho would 
read to the Council what had been written by the person who might be said to 
be the most prominent if not the only exponent of this feeling — 

“ I hope that the Government will deprccre the pawing of this menenre 'When the 
lest Geneial stamp Act was passed in 1869 and the Court Fees Act in 1870, it was hoped 
that the wearisome and vexatious alterations of the law on these two subjects (of which there 

have been so many) bad come to an end The law of 1866,* 
• Probably 1SB2 w “ n0 to which the public and the profession were beginning to get 

accustomed, was completely altered m form, and the system of 
sepiraung ordmatv stamps fiom Cimit Fees adopted I see no reason now for altering this 
system and re-iinitinjr the Stamp Act with the Court Fees Act ” 

The writer of these remarks was a person who might reasonably have been 
expected to be better acquainted with f he facts of the case If it were true m 
any measure that the stamp laws did come under the frequent revision of the 
Legislature, it could hardly ho a matter for surprise or reprobation, because the 
very fact that the law on such a subject affects tlie transactions of a very large 
number of persons and is on that account more used and subjected to gieater 
wear and tear probably than any other Act on the Statute-book, indicates in 
itself the necessity for its periodical lepair But in order to show how much 
at variance until the real facts was the statement which he had just read, he 
(Mb CockfrivLl) mustf rave the mdulgent forbearance of the Council whilst he 
entered into a very brief retrospect of past legislation in regard to stamps 

Up to 1860, the law regarding both branches of the stamp revenue was 
distinct m the diftorent Presidencies, having been contained in certain Regulations 
of the Madras, Bombay and Bengal Codes respectively Previously to that year 
the law hod undergone no alteration in Bengal foi a ponod of 31 years, in 
Bombay for 33, and Madras for 44 years, m the year 1860, the first general stamp 
law for all India was enacted, the Council would remember that the period 
was one of great financial pressure, when the Income-tax was first introduced 
and the tox-yieldmg resouices of the Empire were being strained to the utmost 
limit feasible The gross stamp revenue, which up to that time had not 
exceeded seventy lakhs of rupees, was m the first year’s operation of Act XXXVI 
of 1860 almost doubled It was hardly to be expected that such a great and 
sudden change of the law should be mode without some mistakes, and accord¬ 
ingly m 1862 it was found necessary to amond the law for the purpose of 
remedying certain inequalities of taxation and undue pressure of particular 
duties caused by the previous Act, but the fresh legislation then adopted was 
entirely in tho direction of the relief of the tax-payer and created no new 
burdens 

In 1866 there was a demand for strengthening judicial establishments, and 
it was thought that the cost of the measure might be met by a corresponding 
increase of the stamp-fees leviable on the institution of suits A Committee 
was appointed m that year for the consideration of the subject, and the Act 
relating to stamp-fees levied in the Courts passed in 1867 was based on that 
Committee’s recommendations v The Act of 1867 related to fees levied m the 
Courts by means of stamps and left untouched the law relating to general 
stamps. 

In 1868, fresh legislation was commenced in regard to the subject of general 
stamps and resulted m the passing of the General Stamp Act of 1869. The 
object of the Act of 1867 had been not merely to provide for the oost of improving

and strengthening the judicial establishments, but also to repress to a certain ex¬ 
tent litigation of a frivolous and vexatious charactei which was said to have been 
partly encouraged by too low rates of Court-fees The decrease m litigation, how - 
ever, resultu^ apparently fiom the operation of the Act of 1867, was found to 
be so excessive as to justify the apprehension that the tentative rates ot fees 
imposed thereby had over-reached the maik and amounted to a practical pro¬ 
hibition in many cases of legitimate redress of actual wrongs Accordingly m 
1870 a relieving measure was adopted, designated the “ Court-fees Act,” by 
which the fees theretofore chargeable on the majority of suits were reduced to 
the extent of about pel centum The Stamp Act ot 1809 and the Court- 
fees Act of 1870 contained the law m force on these matters up to the 
present time It would be seen therefore that the sum total ol stamp- 
legislation during the last half century consisted of three Acts for the imposition 
of stamp duties and four Acts relating to Court-fees, whilst some ot these 
measures had been adopted exclusively m the interest ol the tax-payer This 
indicated, m Ins opinion, the very reverse of a meddlesome spirit on the part 
of the legislatuic m dealing with this important subject, and established the 
groundless chai actor of the animadversions upon the past legislation m con¬ 
nection with stamps of the writer of the letter which had been read, and tho 
objection to the present measure lounded thereon 

With these introductory rcmaiks by way of explanation of the circum¬ 
stances attending the proposed legislation on this subject, ho would now pass 
to the consideration of the Bill before the Council 

Tho primary object of tho Bill, as had been alicady explained, was the 
consolidation of oil enactments in force tieating of stamp duties or Court- 
fees It was designed further to explain and simplify the requirements of 
the law m regard to these matters by large additions to the interpretation 
clauses, a clearer and more systematic arrangement of its several provisions, 
and a simpler classification of the documents liable to stamp duty or charge¬ 
able with Court fees enumerated m the schedules 

Tho most important amendments contemplated by tho Bill had for then 
object the acquisition of a substantial increase of revenue These provisions 
were of two kinds and might be described as (1) defensive, and (2) offensive. 
The foimcr were by far tlio most important 

There W'as no branch of the revenue to wlucli me law afforded so small 
a measure of pioteetion as that of stamps, m the case of tho excise, the in¬ 
land customs, the sea customs and the opium re venue, the law armed tho 
several officers responsible for the administration of those departments wutli 
large poweis m aid of the realization ol tho levenue They might search 
suspected persons and places loi the purpose of discovering contraband prac¬ 
tices and evasions of the requirements of the law But in llu* case of stamps 
the revenue officer had no such power, public opinion would not uphold 
the authorization by law of the entry into houses and search of places where 
deeds and instruments weie deposited, for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
documents liable to Stamp-duty had been propeily stamped Yet without 
some povvei ot tlus kind the Collector of Stamp Revenue was pi actually 
almost helpless m regard to the prevention ot frauds,* and must wait till 
the possessor of an unstamped or insufficiently stamped document himself dis¬ 
closed the breach of the law, by producing it bcfoie some Court or public 
officer 

In these circumstances it was only to be expected that the evasion of tho 
payment of stamp duties and the loss of revenue resulting therefrom w f ould lx; 
very great, and it should be the especial aim and object ol a stamp law to 
render the available agency for the detection of evasions and seeunng their 
due punishment as effective as possible The existing law as well as that 
which preceded it, contained express directions to Courts and public officers 
not to admit m evidence or in any way act upon documents which being 
liable to stamp duty were produced before them unstamped or insufficiently 
stamped, but morder to prevent undue harshness and excessive injury to 
individuals Where the omission to use the necessary stamp arose out of 
ignorance rather than an attempt to evade the requirements of tho law, it was 
enacted that the Collector or Civil Court— 

“ If satisfied that the omisdon to execute the instrument on properly etampi d paper 
did not ante out of any intention to evade payment of the duty prehcribed by law " 

might, on payment of the amount required to make up the full duty, 
together with the fixed penalty, which varied according to the circumstances 
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of the case, cause the instrument to be stamped and thereafter treat it for 
evidence or other purposes as a valid instrument. 

This m substance had been the law on this subject, with some unim¬ 
portant variations as regards the amount of penalty to be leviecr m such cases, 
from the year 1860 up to the present time, and the only substantial difference 
m dealing with improperly stamped documents was that whilst the earlier Acts, 
although they, prescribed the punishment to be awarded for the offence of 
under-stamping, made no provision as to the action to be taken by Civil Courts 
when they were not satisfied that the omission to use a proper stamp was 
otherwise than wilful, there was m the present law, which had been in force 
since 1869, an express direction to these Courts to impound the unstamped 
or insufficiently stamped document in such cases, and send it to the Collector 
m order that the offender might be cnmmally prosecuted. 

Now these provisions had wholly failed to secure the object m view 
There was abundant evidence to show that the Civil Courts before Which 
instruments liable to stamp duties were most commonly produced, habi¬ 
tually ignored the obligation imposed upon them by the law to exercise due 
vigilance and discrimination for the protection of the interests of the revenue 
m this matter, he could cite numerous opinions which had been expressed by 
executive officers to this effect, but, inasmuch as the evidence of persons 
who were m some degree specially responsible for the due realization of the 
revenue might be open to the objection that it was interested and one¬ 
sided, he would merely bring before the Council, in support of the statement 
which he had made above, what judicial authorities of largo expeiienee had 
themselves to say on tins subject # 

A Judicial Commissioner in submitting his opinion m regard to needed 
amendments of the stamp law recommended the abolition of the power 
vested in Civil Courts to admit m evidence unstamped or insufficiently stamped 
documents, if satisfied that the default did not arise from an intention to evade 
payment of stamp duty Ho said — 

“ I am satisfied that this power entails on Government a very serious loss of revenue 
As a rule, documents are admitted or rejected without any enquiry as to the intention to 
evade payment of stamp duty, and although the Civil Courts are bound, on the admission of 
such documents, to levy th^uty and penalty prescribed by the law, as a faot a great number 
of documents are admitted without payment of either duty or penalty The Civil Courts should 
be bound to send all such documents to the Collector, and in the event of the Collector in¬ 
timating that the requisite duty had not been paid within a time to be specified by the Court, 
the document should not be admitted iff evidence” 

He would next read to the Council the opinion expressed by a very 
experienced and able District Judge m the Madras Presidency That officer 
reporting on this subject said — 

“With regai d to the alterations of the stamp law proposed in paragraph 19 of the 
Committee’s report, 1 have to observe that as far as my experience goes, the Conrts of this 
country are not *o be trusted with discretion m admitting in evidence improperly stnnpned 
or unstamped documents Under the old law the Courts could admit suoh documents unless 
traud was patent, and iu # piactice I believe such documents invariably were admitted The 
nutural consequence was that almost every merchant and money-lender was willing to run 
the remote risk oi having to pay a penalty in consideration of the present certain gain of 
cheating the Government” 

A Chief Commissioner also reported as follows — 

“ The Judicial Commissioner discusses at some length the provisions of the lair regarding 
the admission by the Civil Courts of unstamped or insufficiently stamped documents, the levy 
of penalties, and the institution of criminal prosecutions He says that the Courts are unduly 
lenient iu admitting as evidenee unstamped or insufficiently stamped documents, that as a 
i ule frucb documents are admitted without enquiry and without payment, and that frequently 
a document which has been produced m a Civil Court is withdrawn when the penalty is 
demanded.” 

Hero then was complete evidence of an indisputable kind, not only as to 
the fact of the habitual reception by the Civil Courts exercising original 
jurisdiction of documents not bearing a proper stamp without any attempt 
at discrimination as to the character of the evasion of the use of a proper 
6tamp, but also to the effect that the Courts wilfully defeated the intention- of 
the law in constituting them agents for the discovery of offences against the 
revenue, by allowing persons who had committed such offences to withdraw 
the proofs of their criminality, without any determination of the question as 
* to their liability to punishment. 
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The law directly prohibited the admission of unstamped documents in 
evidence as a means of discovering the omission to pay the proper stamp 
duty, hut an offence was committed whenever an instrument was executed 
without tUI use of a proper stamp, and it was difficult to believe that 
the Courts could in good faith so misapprehend the object of the law 
as to suppose that the person producing an unstamped or insufficiently stamped 
instrument was not punishable for the omission to use a proper stamp so long 
as he did not elect to put the instrument in evidence 

To obviate as far aB possible these causes of failure in the prevention of 
the evasions of the payment of stamp duties, a new course of procedure for 
dealing with unstamped documents was provided by the Bill The Courts must 
still be used as the discovering agency, this oould not be avoided as 
instruments liable to stamp duty were necessarily produced bcfoie them m far 
greater numbers than before any other authority The Bill (section 30) lequired 
the Courts to examine every instrument produced before them liable to stamp 
duty and determine the question of it being properly stamped, whether it was 
required to bo put in evidence or not The subsequent sections of chapter IV 
of the Bill laid down the course to be followed in the case of documents not 
properly stamped, they must be impounded and sent to the Collector, but to 
prevent miscarriage of justice through the suppression of good evidence, suoh 
documents might be received in evidence on payment ot deficient duty with 
interest and a certain amount by way of additional duty in such cases a copy 
of the document would be sent to the Collector instead of the ouginal and the 
liability to a criminal prosecution m respect of the under-stamping would be in 
no May affected by the cucumstance that the instrument had on certain condi¬ 
tions been allowed to be put in evidence 

The prevalent disinclination of the Courts to presume fraudulent intention 
where an instrument not properly stamped was produced might, it was thought, be 
in great measure due to those provisions of the law which tended to invalidate 
wholly an instrument which had been wilfully under-stamped, and the conse¬ 
quent destruction of evidence involved in the finding by the Court that the 
under-stamping was fraudulent, it was perhaps natural that the Courts respon¬ 
sible for the administration of justice between litigants should manifest great 
reluctance to do anything by which good evidence .would be destroyed, the 
new provisions of the Bill would relievo them of any embarrassment on this 
ground 

The aim and object of legislation in tlqp direction was to give a deterrent 
rather than a vindictive power to the penal provisions of the law, and it was 
thought that the fear of a prosecution before the Magistrate and the infliction 
of criminal penalties would, if the contingency of such consequences of the 
evasion of the payment of Btamp duties could bo established as a potent factor 
in the calculations of the executants of instruments liable to such duties, bo 
sufficiently repressive, and that there need be no recourse to the extreme measure 
of the invalidation of documents not properly stamped m ordinary cases 

The other provisions designed to secure an increase of revenue had been 
described as “ offensive," by which he meant that they involved an enhancement 
of existing rates of duty in certain cases—a direct attack m short upon the 
pocket of the tax-payer I 

As the most important amongst the changes of this kind, he might mention 
the increased duty which it was proposed to levy on bonds, conveyances and 
ilie like, wlieie the amount involved exceeded Bs 1,000, on all bills of ex¬ 
change, policies oi msuiantc and instruments evidencing a contract for the 
repayment of loans made tor short periods on the deposit of valuable securities, 
the abolition of the minimum rate now chargeable on bonds and the reduc¬ 
tion of the limit of exemption from the payment of the one-anna duty on 
receipts for the payment of money m satisfaction of a debt 

The enhancement of the rates now chargeable on bonds, conveyances and 
similar instruments involving a large amount, bills of exchange and policies 
of insurance generally, could be justified on grounds of equity, for the alter¬ 
ation involved no more than the equalization of ad valorem rates generally, 
it would simply have the effect of bringing the rate of duty herefcbfoie imposed 
on these documents up to the general Standard of rates which had long been m 
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force m regard to the large majority of instruments liable to ad valorem stamp 
duties 

The large majority of documents, conti lbutmg the bulk of the revenue 
derived from “ General Stamps,” consisted of bonds, conveyances and other 
instruments similaily chargeable the amount involved in which did not exceed 
Its 10,000 They were charged at an average rate of half and one per centum 
respectively on the maximum amount of the classes oi ascents by which the 
assessment of thfe rate was legulated, but when the amount involved m the 
transaction m retcience to which the instrument was executed, exceeded 
Its 10,000, the rate ot percentage of the duty on the amount taxed became 
gradually less Now that was not the principle ot the mode of assessment 
adopted undci the stamp laws of England , theie the rate of duty maintained 
the same propoition to the amount involved m the mstiumcnt subjected to the 
duty-ehaige without limit or reserve, and it was proposed to adopt a similar 
rule in this countiy The change would cause a Bonsiderable increase m rates 
of duty charged on amounts exceeding Ks 10,000 As regaids amounts 
exceeding Its 1,000 and not exceeding Es 10,000, some increase ot rates 
would he entailed by the substitution of classes or steps of Es 1,000 m lieu of 
tlu se of 500 each on the maximum amount of which the pereenlage rate of 
duty was levied Tins classification for the purpose of assessing the duty 
was also m conformity with the scale obtaining under the English law 

The proposed increase m the case of all bills of exchange and policies 
of msuiance lested on the same grounds, those instruments bad hitherto 
been taxed lelatively to other documents subject to an ad valorem duty 
below English rates, the proportion which the Indian rates ot duty chargeable 
on the general class of bonds and conveyances to the rates levied in England 
on similar instruments was not maintained m the case of bills and policies 
He did not wish it to be supposed that the fact of the Indian rates being thus 
made, as regards all instiuments subjectfto the ad valoiem mode of charge, 
gencially higher than the English lates, had been ovei looked," they weie mten- 
tionallj made highei, because the former rates, though calculated to woiksatis¬ 
factorily whcio the tiansactions affected by the stamp law w;cre numerous, would 
be wholly inadequate to the production of theiequned amount of levenue under 
the conditions oi a far(jle*s extensive ti^de and tommcicial activity and the 
lugliei rates theieforo had been necessarily adopted m this country 

Ills argument m support of the amendments of the law m regard to 
these duties was simply this, thftt, wdieiea* the large mass of documents sub¬ 
jected to an ad valoum duty had borne the higher lates without objection 
from any quartci since the year 1800, the pioposed enhancements weie consistent 
with past legislation and based on equitable consideiations, for they involved 
nothing moie than an equalization ot ad valorem lates m accordance w T ith the 
lieictotore gencially pi cvailing standard and an mciease only in lespcct of those 
mstiumonts which tested by that standard had up to the present time been 
too lightly assessed As icgaids policies ol insurance he might add that the 
rates now proposed were in force previous to the passing of the Act of 1809 

The exemption of life policies which had been introduced by that Act 
with the view, lie believed, of eneoiu aging such insurances m this country as 
a provision for families, w ould not bo continued Insurance on lives was more 
commonly effected by way of security for loans, and there was no reason why 
such transactions should be protected from special taxation moic than other 
commcicial transactions 

The changes of which ho had next to offer some explanation weie m a 
contrary direction In extenuation of the proposed abolition of the minimum 
rate ot duty levied on bonds the equalization piinciple could not be pleaded 
The mcieaso of that rate fiom two to torn annas was based on the consider¬ 
ation that as the transactions requiring the execution of instruments of that 
class, and involving very mtnute amounts weie so numerous, a large increase 
of revenue would he obtained l>y the change without imposing an undue bur¬ 
den on the tax-payer The four-annas rate was not now pioposed for the fust 
time, it was the minimum rate under the Act of 1860, but reduced by tlie Act 
of 1862 He could not find that any substantial reason had been adduced 
for such reduction, it was stated during the discussion in Council of the details 
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of that Act, that tho higher rate was too great and likely to induce evasion, hut 
no grounds were assigned for this conclusion, and he could not see how a duty 
of four anna^ only could have any prolubitoiy influence on tiansactions of 
this class when a fee of double the amount was readily forthcoming m the 
case of every petty application to a Couit of justice As to the gieater risk 
of evasion he entirely disbelieved that within certain modciatc limits the rate 
of duty chargeable had anything to do with tho njattci Tlieie could not be 
a lower rate ot duty than the one anna chargeable on leceipts and yet no duty 
probably was so constantly evaded 

The pi oposed reduction ot the limit of exemption from the payment of 
duty m the case of receipts was dictated by similar considerations to those 
just stated in reg ud to bonds for small amounts It was designed to obtain 
a substantial meiease of levenue by tho imposition ot a veiy small rate of 
duty on a veiy large nurnbei of tiansactions 

The otliei pi oposed amendments weie hardly of sufficient importance to 
justify his turthei detention t>f the Council by any detailed explanation m 
legard to them He would only mention the suggested substitution of an 
ad valorem cliaige for the picsent low iate of fixed duty imposed on instru¬ 
ments contacting foi the lepnyment of loans made on the deposit of valuable 
securities toi short periods, and the new r tax on ceitaiu mombeis of the legal 
profession It seemed clearly equitable and consistent with the gcneial principle 
governing the imposition of stamp duties that fliese tiansactions should bo taxed 
m refoicneo to the amount ot the accommodation obtained 

Advocates and attorneys w r eio lequned in England to pay duty on tho 
documents entitling them to piactisc thou piofession m tho Com is of law, so 
also m this country Vakils and JVlukhtais had lot a long time been subject to 
the payment of stamp duty on then licenses m coitificatos which had to he 
renewed annually There could bo no leason consequently toi continuing the 
exemption now enjoyed l?y advocates and attorneys of the High Comts, and 
it was pioposed to tax them ac coidmgly The iates fixed by the Bill weie not 
higher than those paid under analogous tncumstances in England 

In regaid to Couit tees no changes were pioposed except in the case of 
processes, to which he had already referred, and fees leviable on the institution 
of suits in Com ts ot Small Causes, and on piohates aqfl letteis ot admmustia- 
tion It was pioposed to assupdate tho Presidency Towns' rates in these Inst 
cases to those levied m the Com ts of this class situated outside ot the towns, 
by a depression of the foimei, and a coiresponding elevation of the Jatter rates 
The town-iate of institution-tec had hitherto bben two annas per rupee, or 12^ 
per centum, whilst the mufassal mte w r as the same as that levied in other Civil 
Courts, name ly, 7i pel eentuis on the amount sued tor 

It was proposed to substitute an even 10 pei centum as a mean rate for all 
Small Cause Couits As he had spoken of the general provisions of the Bill 
as m accordance with the views of the local authorities, he should mention 
that then concurrence did not extend to the alteration ot the rates ot ices levi¬ 
able m Small Cause Courts, or to the particular amount ot fees to he charged 
for the sei vice ot pioeesses, as provided by tho Bill These amendments of 
the existing law weie mseitcd m the Bill at a late stage of its picpniation and 
without consultation ot local officers, they would mod especial coieideiation , 
if the reduction ot iates m the Presidency Town Couits was adopted m iesp<< t 
of institution-tees, those relating to the sei vice ot pioeesses issuing from the 
same Courts would also need revision, and corresponding amendments of 
Act IX of 1850 would have to be made 

The duty leuable on piohates and letters of administration had been 
introduced by the Act of 1870, and the rate then fixed,/two pci centum on the 
assets of the estate, wasapmely tentative limit It w r as thought that an 
additional half pei centum might fairly be imposed, as compared with the rate 
at which these duties were leviedm England, where legacy and succession 
duties were also in force, the estates of deceased persons m this country would 
still be most favoured The annual income fiom these tees had now mac bed 
about five lakhs and nuglit under the more developed operation of the Hindu 
Wills be expected to show a steady progressive increase 

It only remained to state Ins anticipations m regard to the- increased 
revenue from stamps and Couit-feesin the event of the adoption of the changes 
of the law provided for by the Bill In regard to the results of the more 
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stringent provisions of the Bill for the prevention of evasions, his estimate 
could only be in great measure conjectural, the piesent annual income from 
general stamps was under ninety lakhs, ho thought therefore that he might 
take credit for eight lahks or ten per centum on this head , the liQiroved returns 
from the abolition of the piesent minimum rate on bonds would be about eight 
lakhs, the increased lates on bills of exchange might be expected to yield an 
additional income ol about loin lakhs, and that on bonds and conveyances 
involving amounts m extdfes of ltupees 1,000 about two lakhs 

The increase to be expected from the reduced limit ot exemption in the 
case of receipt stamps, and fiom the additional duty to be imposed on probates, 
letters of administiation and certificates, together with the alteration of the 
institution-fees m Courts ot Small Causes, amounted to about five lakhs 

He tiusted that these pioposals would be regaided as moderate, and that 
they would be accepted by the public as piovidmg ioi a substantial progressive 
increase ot the stamp levenue, without imposing an undue burden upon the 
tax-payer , 

He did not piopose to refer the Bill at present to a Select Committee It 
was one of those measures which would not ordinarily be brought forward at 
Simla, and his only object in introducing it now was to secure its eaily publica¬ 
tion and give as much publicity as possible to the pioposcd amendments of 
the law cio the Bill came under the consideration ot a Select Committee m 
Calcutta 

The Motion was put and agreed to 

The Hon'ble Mr Cockerell also moved that the Bill be published m the 
Gazette of India m English, and in the local Gazettes m English and in such 
other languages as the Local Governments should direct 

The Motion was put and agreed to 

MADRAS DISTRICT JUDGES BILL 

The Hon’ble Mr Sjorls introduced the Bill to enable the District Judges 
of the Presidency of Eoit St George to suspend and remove certain ministerial 
officers, and for othei purpose*, and moved that it be r< feried to a Select 
Committee He said iat this Bill, like the rest of the business down in his 
name on to-day's list, was a small matter, and inasmuch as (to quote Herrick) 
u a little stream best suits a little boat," he would tiouble the Council with 
a veiy short sptccli about it The first section of the Bill was, as he had 
alieady explained, intended to give the District Judges m Madras the power 
which Dismct Judges possessed in other parts of India of suspending and 
removing the mmrtuial officeis ot Subordinate Judges and Munsifs The 
second and last section was copied horn the Bengal Civil Courts Act, 1871, 
section 37, and would enable District Judges to tiansfer ministerial officers 
from one Munsit’s Court to another m the same district As had been re¬ 
marked m a h tter which he had received from the latu Acting District Judge ot 
Tnclunopoly, “ It often happens that, while there is not sufficient reason for 
removal, it is very expedient to break up a set of subordinates who have begun 
to mtnguc ” 

The Motion was put and agieed to 

The Hon’ble Mr Stokes also moved that the Bill be published m the 
Gazette of India m English, and in the Fort St George Gazette m English 
and in such other languages as the Local Government should direct 

The Motion was put and agreed to 

PANJAB LAWS ACT AMENDMENT BILL. 

The llon’ble Mu Stokes also moved for leave to introduce a Bill to amend 
the Punjab Laws Act, lh72 He said that the North-Western Provinces L&nd- 
ltevenue Act, sections 1J3 and 19t, provided for the superintendence, by the 
Board ot Revenue as a Court ol Waids, of the persons and property of seven 
classes of persons Of these the first four classes were disqualified females, 
minors, idiots and lunatics 

Tbo Prfsidlnt asked what, technically, was the difference between an 
idiot and a lunatic 
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The Hon’ble Mr Stokes replied that aa idiot was one that has had no 
understanding from his birth, a lunatic was one that has had understanding, 
but has lost the use oi his leason The fifth, sixth and seventh classes 
were persdfcs incapable, from physical defects or infirmities, to manage 
their own estates persons convicted of a non-bailable offence and disquali¬ 
fied, by vice or bad character, from managing their estates, aud persons 
declared by the Local Government, on their own application, to be disqualified 
from managing then estates The prov lsions relating to the seventh class had 
# been found extremely useful in the North-Western Provinces, and had been 
largely brought into effect Now the Panj&b Laws Act provided locally for the 
first four of these classes but it said nothing about the fifth, sixth or seventh, 
and inconvenience had recently been felt owing to the inability ot the Local 
Government to comply with the request of a certain eminent but impecunious 
Sikh Guru, (the head of the Sodhi family, the custodian of what was legarded 
as the original copy of the Granth), who, feeling himself disqualified to manage 
his own estates, had applied that Government should assume the administration 
of his propei tv and anange for the liquidation of his debts The primary object 
of the Bill which Mr Stokes now asked leave to mtioduce was to supply this 
defect in the law of the Panjdb 

Another amendment, Suggested by section 173 of tlio Oudh Land-Revenue 
Act, 1876, was the addition of a clause piovidmg that peisons whose property 
was under the superintendence of the Court ot Wards should not be competent to 
create, without the sanction of the Court, any charge upon, oi mtciesl m, such 
property or any pait thereof It was obvious tint there was not much use m 
trying to settle the affairs/)! an insolvent 1 mdholdcr if, during the pint ess of 
liquidation, he w r as allowed to incur fresh debts and charge las piopeity there¬ 
with 

Lastly, the opportunity would be tikon to make the correction in the 
drafting ot section 5 of the Panjdb Laws Act, to which ho had refeired on a 
previous occasion 

The Motion was put and agreed to 

NOm-WESTERN PROVINCES LAND-REVENUE ACT AMENDMENT 

BILL 

The Hon’ble Mr Stokes also moved tor leave t<ftntroduee a Bill to nmeiul 
the North-Western Provinces Land-Revenue Act, 1873 He said that the 
chief object of this Bill was to make in the Ncnth-Wt stem Provimcs one of 
the amendments of the law which ho had just mentioned as necessary in the 
Panjab, that is to sav, to render disqualified piopnctois incapable of 
entering into certain contracts save with tin sanction ot the Court ol Wards 
The Bill had been framed at the request ol the Local Government, and the 
opportunity would betaken to make a verbal amendment m section 194 of 
the Act, and to clear up a doubt as to the effect of section 29 

The Motion was put and agreed to 

NEGOTIABLE INSTRUMENTS BILL 

The Ifon’ble Mr Stokes aKo present* d the pu hnunai v Report of the 
Select Committee on the Bill to d< line and amend the law relating to Promissory 
Notes, Bills of Exchai go and Cheques 

PANJIB COURTS BILL 

The Hon’ble Mr Stokfs also presented the E« port of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to consolidate and amend the law relating to Courts m the Panjdb 

The following Select Committee was mined — 

On the Bill to enable the District Judges of the Piesidency of Port St 
George to suspend and remove ceitain mmisteual oflieem, and foi other pur¬ 
poses,—the Hon’ble Sir Edwud Biyloy, the Hon’ble Mi Cockerell aud tho 
Mover

No. 45 —In 1871 the Government of India offered a prize of £5,000 to the inventor of the best 
machine or process for the preparation of the fibie of the Bohmena mvea (popularly known under the 
names of Rheea, Ramie, and China grass), and the terms on which machines would be admitted to 
competition were widely notified in India, in Euiope, and m America Many persons declared their 
intention to compete, but ultimately only one machine was actually biought to the place of trial r lhe 
machine having been carefully tested at Sah&ranpur in the autumn of 1&72, was found imperfect m 
some important respects, and the investor was adjudged not entitled to the full reward He was, 
however, presented with £1,500 in consideration of the partial measure of success he had attained 
after great perseverance 

2 This machine has not since been adapted by the inventor to practical use, and no improved 
process of prepanug the fibre of the rheea has been jet diqjpvered by other persons Meanwhile the 
demand for rheea continues and the conditions which induced the Government of India in 1871 to 
offer a prize remain substantially unchanged. 
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8 Hw Honour the President m Council therefore considers that it is desirable to renew the offer, 
and it is accordingly hereby notified that a reward of fifty thousnpd rupees will be paid to the inventor 
of the best machine or process which will separate the bark and fibre from the stem, and the fibre 
from the bark, of the BAomma ntvjta. 

% 

4 A smaller leward not exceeding ten thousand rupees will be given to the inventor of the next 
best machine or process, provided it is adjudged to possess merit gad to be capable without difficulty 
of adaptation to practical use. 

5 What is required is a machine or process capable of producing, by animal, water, or steam 
power; a ton of dressed fibie of a quality which shall average m value not less than £15 per ton m the 
English market, at a total cost including all processes of preparation and all needful allowance for wear 
and tear, of not more than £15 pei ton, laid down at any port of shipment in India and £30 m 
England, after pajment of all the charges usual m trade before goods reach the hands of the manufac¬ 
turer The processes of preparation are to ho understood to include all the operations required subse¬ 
quent to the cutting of the stems from the plants in the field, until the fibre is in a condition fit to be 
packed for conveyance to the maikct 

6 Tho machinery employed must be simple, strong, durable, and inexpensive, and should be 
suited for erection m the plantation^ whue the rheea is grown It must be adapted for treatment of 
the fre*h stem*, as cut from the plant The treatment of dried steins offers certain difficulties and the 
fibre prepared from them must moreover always be much more costly than the fibre produced from green 
stems Except during the hot dry weather preceding the rains in Upper India (where rheea grows 
best), it is veiy difficult so to dry the stems that no fermentation or mildew shall,occur But during 
this season the stems arc comparati\cly short and the crop poor and stunted, unless it is artificially 
irrigated, and such uugation greatly increases the cost of cultivation In the rainy season the plant 
is in fine condition, but at this season it is almost impossible to diy the stems in quantity without in¬ 
juring rne fibie units* recourse is had to nitificinl means of desiccation, which greatly increuse the cost 
of the material. It is theiefore obvious that the attention of inventors should be given to the discovery 
of a process for the treatment of the giccn stems.

ranpur is Hs 3-10 per mnund or Its 98-11 pei ton, and from Bonreny to Saharanpur Rs 4-1 per 
mound or Rs 110-9 per ton A free second class ticket to Saharanpui will also bo given to any pei son 
in charge of a machine

No 45 —In 1871 the Government of India offered a prize of £5,000 to the inventor of the best 
machine or process for the preparation of the fibre of the Bohmena nivea (populirly known under the 
names of Rheea, Ka me, and t hum gi iss), and the terms on winch machines would be admitted to 
competition were widely notified in India, in Europe, and in America Many persons declared their 
intention to compete, but ultimately only one machine was actually brought to the place of trial The 
machine having been carefully tested at Saharanpui in the autumn oi 1872, was found imperfect in 
some important respects, and the inventor was adjudged not entitled to the full reward He was, 
however, presented with £1,500 m consideration of the partial mtasiiie of success he had attained 
after grcit pciseveiancc 

l This machine has not since been adapted by the inventor to practical use, and no improved 
process of preparing the fibre ot the rheea has been yet discovered by other poisons Meanwhile the 
demand for rheea continues and the conditions which induced the Government of India in 1871 to 
offer a puze lemain substantially unchanged 

3 His Honour the President in Council therefore considers that it is desirable to renew the offer, 
and it is accordingly hereby notified that a reward of fifty thousand rupees will be paid to the inventor 
of the best machine oi process which will separate the bark and fibre from the stem, and the fibre

6 The ma«hinery employed must be simple, strong, durable, and inexpensive, and should be 
suited for erection in the plantations where the rheea is giown It must be adapted foi treitment of 
the fresh stems, as cut fiom the plant The treatment of dued stems offers certain difficulties and the 
fibie prepared from them mint moreover always he much more costly than the fibre produced from gicen 
stems Except during the liot dry weather preceding the rams in Upper India (where rheei glows 
best), it is ve»y difficult so to dry the stems thit no fermentation or mildewsh ill occur But during 
this season the stems ire < omparatively short and the crop poor and stunted, unless it is artificially 
nrigated, and sueh irrigation greatly mneases the cost of cultivation In the ramv season the plant 
is in fint condition, hut at this season it is almost impossible to diy the stems in quantity without in¬ 
juring rbe fibre unless recourse is hid to aitificial means of desiccation, which gieatly increase the cost 
of the material It i*> therelore obvious that the attention of inventors should be given to the discovery

The latter section is m haimony with Mr Wilson's financial statement of February 18th, 
1860, and the consequent section 2 of Act X of I860, as also with the notification of the 
Government of India, No 3180, d ittd 8»d September 1875 Both sections originated in the 
memoir ala and representations which the Government of India is m the habit of receiving 
whenever a change of tariff takes plate Wc have added another illustration to section 45, to 
exptess its scope more fully, hut we have left the general question of the retention of both 
sections open for discussion in Calcutta 

11 We have omitted flora section 50 (121 of the Bill as introduced) the last clause, 
which followed the existing law, as it has been justly pointed out by Mr Lane, the Collector 
of Customs at Calcutta, that it is umeasonahle to refuse drawback on ships' stores, and both

19 Section 76 —In accordance with the recommendations of the Calcutta Committee 
and the Bengal Board, the periods of unloading and loading have been combined, but the 
aggregate of 30 days has been ieduced to 20 The additional penods for loading and unload¬

of this nature ^ the best for meeting the difficulties now felt and reconciling the conflicting 
interests of ship-owners and owners or consignees of goods The latter are protected from 
double charges for agency The sections, however, are tentative, and may require amendment 
after they have been scrutinized by the Trade and the ^Customs Departments at Bombay and 
Calcutta. 

* 22 Adverting to section 100, we have altered the form of the bond, in accordance with 

a suggestion fiom Madras, so as to allow of enforcement m a District Court rnstead of in the

close juxtaposition with every injunction or obligation 

Wc have now recast the chapter (XIV) in tabular form, shewing in three columns the 
offence, the section to which it has reference, and the penalty, and trust that this will meet tht 
views of all parties To the adjudicating officer it will, we believe, not be inconvenient, to the 
public it will ho a relief not to have every section burdened with unnecessaiy matter, while 
Custom-house officials may, it they wish, have the chapter printed separately to hand to every 
master on arrival, or to frame and post up in conspicuous pla^s at the Custom-house and 
wharves 

29 We have made numemus changes m the phraseology of the Bill throughout, to 
secure both clearness and brevity Considerable alterations iiave also been made m the* 
arrangement of chapters aud sections, with the view both of condensation and of bringing 
analogous provisions together and secunug a practical sequence The chapters now stand as

Statement op Objects and Reasons 

The provisions of the law relating to stamp-duties and Court-fees are now contained 
m six different ActB, and numerous orders of the Governor General m Council notified 
from time to time in the Government Gazette during the last seven years It is desirable 
for the convenience of the public to bring these provisions within the compnss of a single 
enactment, and it is proposed to take this opportunity to introduce measures for the improved 
worktng of the law, which experience has shown to be much needed, and at the same time to 
provide for the acquisition of a moderate increase of revenue from stamp-duties 

2 Such increase is to toe obtained paitlv by the amendment of those provisions of the 
law which are specially designed'to protect the revenue from loss through evasion of the pay¬ 
ment of the proper stamp-duty, and partly by the enhancement of the present rates of duty in 
Certain cases 

3 There is reason to believe that the obligation of stamping documents at the time of their 
execution is at present largely evaded Prosecutions for such evasion are rarely resorted to, 
and t!he criminal penalties provided by the existing law may be said to be almost inoperative, 
so that frauds upon the revenue are systematically practised in the belief that the worst result 
to be apprehended from their detection is the levy of a fine of a certain fixed amount, m 
addition to the unpaid duty. The most important object to be kept in view consequently in 
the framing of a new stamp frill is to stop, as far as may be practicable, every hole 
of escape from the liability which the law imposes upon the executant of instruments subjeet 
to dtamp-duty 

4 The new preventive provisions are contained m sections <30, 31, 8&, 33 atifl 37, and 
their mam object is to seoure the proper scrutiny of instruments liable to stamp-duty when 
produced by their possessors, and the effective working the Criminal penalty-clauses As a 
deterrent to wilful evasions 

6 It has been shown that, in the present state Of the law, the obligation to see that 
all dooumdhts produoed in Courts and public offices are .properly stamped is geqertdly ignored 
unless and until the parties producing them desire to put the dooUments in evidence It is not 
an uncommon thing for persons to produce documents improperly stamped, and on being told 
that they will have to pay a specified amount by way of penally, to withdraw the documents 
and forego putting them in evidence; and m such oases they are aUowed tooCoSpe punishment 

6 * 
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for the offence which they have committed in not stamping or sufficiently stamping their 
instruments, and which is not the lees an offence against the law and punishable as such, 
whether they wish to use the instrument oi not. 

6 Further, where the presiding Judge or officer does take cognizance A the omission 

to use a proper stamp, some diflu ulty is found m securing the due punishment of the 
offender owing to the obscure and somewhat conflicting provisions of the existing law as 1 6 
the constitution of, an u offence ” Whilst, on the one baud, the criminal penalty is declared 
to he incurred upon the more fact of under-stamping, on the other the provisions relating 
to the procedure to be followed on the pioduction of unstamped documents deal prominently 
with the question of intention on the part of the producer, and the Courts generally ignore the 
presumption of fraudulent intention m the absence of pi oof of the existence of such intention 
As such proof is not forthcoming, the producer of the instrument almost mvariably escapes, 
mulcted only m the civil penalty which the Court is empowered to levy at its own discretion 
and without reference to other authority • 

7 To meet this state of things, it is provided in section SO of the Bill that every Court 
and head of an office shall take notice of and examine all instruments produced before them, 
that they shall determine whether the instrument is properly stamped, and, if not, shall impound 
it Section SI provides for dealing with an impounded instrument which is lequued to he put 
m evidence, so that there may be no obstruction to the administration of justice, whilst section 
33, amongst other things, provides that this detention of the document and levy of a 
validating fine in the form of additional duty shall in no rase protect the poison responsible for 
the under-stamping from the criminal penalties to which his offence rondeis him liable Section 
35 prescribes the course to be followed by the Collector when under-stamped documents or 
copies theuof come into lus hands, and section 36 dctcimines the effect of the realization of the 
deficient duty as regnrds the validity of the instrument, and provides lor the ultimate disposal 
of the latter—according as a criminal prosecution may or may not he undei taken 

8 Section *17 contains an entnely new provision and one that seems likely to stimulate 
the production of instrumi nts liable to stamp-duty and not properly stamped 

It frequently happens that the person interested in putting m evidence an insufficiently 
stamped document w is not bound by law to heir the expense of the stamp that should 
have been need at the time of its execution, yet he has to beat the penalty incurred through the 
laches of the actual del miter As a consequence of this 6tate of the law, the peison interested 
in producing the document is often deterred from so doing by the consideration of the penalty 
In such casts it cannot be doubted that production will he greitlv f uihtated by the provisions 
of this section which enable the producer to throw the cost of producing the unstamped or 
impiopcrh stamped document upon another pet son 

9 Impoitant changes nre pfoposed in regaid to some of the instiumcntd clmgeiblo with 
ad valorem duties specified in the first Schedule, namely. Bills of Extli mgt payable othei wise 
than on demand. Bonds, Conveyances, Policies of lusuiance and othei instillments such as 
Piomis«*ory Notes, Leases and mortgage deeds which are subject to the c ame duties as Bills of 
Exchange, Bonds and Conveyances respectively 

10 Unde i the present law all Bonds and Conveyances n which the amount secured, or consi¬ 
deration stated, langes between Rs 50 and Rs 10,0(JU, md othei instillmentsBinnlaily clmgi iblo, 
are subject to rates of stamp-duty equivalent to 1 and £ per cent, ic speetively, on the maximum 
amount of each step m the scale ot ascents by which the assessment is legulatcd So far, with 
one exception onl>, to be piesently stated, the sliding scale of lates of stimp-duly follow the 
plan of the English stamp law, hut the tax is as much heavier iu propoition in this country as 
i he rupee, half lupec, quarter rupee and one anna respectively exceed in \alne the shilling, its 
hdf and quarter, and one pt-unj The exception adveiled to is that, where i«» m the English 
•.calc of ascents there is no intermediate step between £100 and £20(T or £2t)l) and £300, and 
so on, in the Indian stamp law the ascents between Rs 1,000and Rs 10,000 arc by steps of 
Rs 500 

11 *When the amount involved in the instrument chargeable with stamp-duty exceeds 
Rs 10,000, the percentage of charge is, by the present stamp law m this countjy, diminished 
as the amount upon which the duty is assessed increases, whereas under the English law the 
same prepoition of charge is maintained throughout, whatever may be the amount of the 
sul ject-mattcr of the instrument liable to stamp-duty 

12 The rates of stamp-duty also charged on Bills of Exchange and Piomissory Notes other 
than those payable on demand are, relatively to the duties chargeable on Bonds and Con¬ 
veyances under the Indian stamp law, lower than the English rates Foi whilst the stamp 
law in England imposes on Conveyances, Bond* and Bills of Exchange the duty of 12^, 6<? 
and about l£d for ever) £10, here the rates on those three classes of instruments are 16 annas, 
b annas and about 1 anna for every Rs 100 respectively 

13 The principle of the changes now proposed may be said to be the equalisation of the 

existing ratis of percentage of duty upon the amount taxed and their adjustment to the English 
standard—the rupee and its halves and quarters being taken as the equivalent ot the shilling 
and its halves and quarters respectively, and the annp as cquil to the penny * 

14 Some increase also in regard to the duty leviable on documents of certain amounts above 
Bs 1,000 hut below Rs 10,000 is involved in the proposed conversion of the intermediate steps 
between those amounts from Rs 500 to Rs 1,000, for the purpose of bringing the Indian, into 
precise conformity with the English, scale of ascents 

15 The minimum rate of stamp-duty now payable m the case of Bonds is to be omitted 
It is thought that all instruments of this class—however low may be the aftm unt involved—can 
without any hardship bear a four annas tax, whilst so comparatively numcious are the Bonds 
or other ipstiuments of obligation m respect of amounts not exceeding twenty-five rupees 
that the additional rate of two annas to which it is proposed to subject them is likely to produce 
a material increase of revenue* 
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16 It is proposed to include Policies of Iu*ui ance on life in the general class of instruments 
of insurance liable to stamp-duty, and to double the existing i ates of charge on these instruments 
generally, this change is m fact nothiug more than a reversion to the rates chargeable on these 
documents previously to the passing of the Stamp Act of 18b9 Then there was no exception in 
favour of Life Policies, and instruments of insurance generally were charged at the rate of 
8 annas per Us 1,000 of the amount insured 

17 Instruments guaianteemg the repayment of loans made upon the deposit of valuable 
securities are by the present law subjected to a small fixed duty of two rupees only, without 
Reference to the amount of the loan or the extent of the accommodation obtained through 
the transaction It seems more equitable and consistent with the general principles 
which govern the determination of stamp duties that these instruments should be taxed ac¬ 
cording to the amount involved in the transaction, hence it is proposed to substitute an ad 
valorem for a fixed dutv, and, having regaid to the shoit period for which the loan is 
granted, to assess the new duty at one-half of the rate applicable to Bills of Exchange 

18 The Bill provides also for the revival of the rule, in regard to the duty leviable on 
certain promissory notes, which was m force previous to the passing of the Stamp Act of 1869, 
under which a promissory note made pa) able at some time exceeding one year from 
the date of the note was liable to the same rate of duty as a Bond As the 
obligatory instrument ordinarily executed in this countiy when loans are taken—the 
“ tamassuk"—is more of the nature of a piomissory note than a bond, it seems probable that 
some unnecessary sacrifice of levenue lias resulted from the relinquishment of the former 
mode of assessment to which it is now proposed to rovert m these cases, 

19. The limit of amount within which cheques and other orders for the payment of money 
and receipts are exempted fiom any#tamp-duty is to be reduced from twenty to ten rupees 
The payment of one anna stamp-duty can hardly be considered an oppressive tax in such 
cases, whilst so comparatively numerous are the tiansactions of this kind involving small 
amount", that the abolition of the exemption in respect oi sums ranging between twenty and 
ton rupees is likely to seouie a considerable incicase of levenue Further, the Bill aims 
at the enforcement of the delivery of a receipt for the payment of any amount in excess of 
ten rupees in satisfaction of a debt Under the present law a person receiving money m 
piymeut of a debt above a certain amount is obliged to grant a receipt to the payer if 
the latter demands it This enactment has been found by experience to attain its object but 
very lrnpeift ctly, as the pajeis are generally too indith ruit about the matter to exercise their 
b gal right, and touseqin ntlv th«j payee it is believed, m a Urge numbor, if not the mijmity, of 
ca«es, escapes his obligation As the obligation was imposed solely in the inti ie^t of the 
revenue, the principle on which it rests is not overstruned by the provision of the Bill whieh, 
upholding the obligation of the payee,dispenses with the antecedent condition for its enforce¬ 


ment 

20 The duty clnrgeible on instruments evident ingan appraisement or an award is raised 
by the Bill to about five times its presmt nmount Before lMfiq, these documents were 
not bubpefc to any stamp-duty the tax then imposed was puiely experiment il The increase 
now proposed still leaves instruments of this description more lightly taxed than they aie 
in England 

21 The Bill substitutes an ad valorem rate of duty for the fixed amount now chaigrnble 
on Partition-deeds That amount is Rs 16 and in some cases proves such a heavy tax 
that the matter has been made the subject of a refeicnte to Government, an equal chur^e 
on all partitions without refeicnce to the value of the proptrty divided must woik unsatis¬ 
factorily An ad valorem duty is a more equitable form of charge, and the rate has been 
assimilated to that of bonds, which is one-half of the rate to which ordinary deeds of con¬ 
veyance are subject 

22 An ad valorem charge is also proposed in lieu of a fixed duty for instruments of gift and 
exchange All fixed duties are more or less objectionable, as they must eithci be pitched so 
low as to briug in no appreciable amount of revenue, or tlu} must pi ess with undue seventy in 
cases in which the property concerned is of inconsiderable value The difficulty of imposing 
ad valorem duties in these eases arises out of the want of a safe ba*is for then assessment, 
there being no consideration expressed in the instruments to he chaiged It is pioposod to 
suimount this difficulty by imposing on the parties the obligation of stating trul)—under 
heavy penalties for fraudulent statements—the approximate value of the subject of the deed of 
gift or exchange 

2S The stamp-duties heretofore chargeable on pleaders’ and mukhtars* certificates under the 
Pleader's Act aie included in the Bill as part of the scheme of consohdition It seems only 
just and consistent that advocates and attorneys should be similarly taxed m respect of the 
practice of their profession in the Courts of this couni ly, and it is proposed to subject them to 
the payment of five hundred rupees, and two hundred and fifty rupees stamp-duty, respectively, 
on their enrolment as advocates and attorneys of a High Court The membcis of the faculty 
practising m the Courts of Englaud, Ireland and Scotland aie somewhat similarly taxed in 
respect of such practice 

24 The only changes in the l ates of Court-fees contemplated by the Bill are (1) in respeot 
of suits instituted in the Courts of Small Causes, (2) the giant of probates of wills and letters 


of administration, and (8) the fees leviable for the service of processes 

25 The new rates for Small Cause Court suits involve a dicuaso of 2J per ant in the 
case of suits of this class instituted m the Presidency Towns, and a proportionate mu ease o 
the rates heretofore obtaining in such Courts situated outside those towns 

The present rates in the Presidency Towns are 2 annas per rupee or per cent Jtlsewnere 

they are the same ae m other Court*, nafaely, 7 J per cent -on the averaOTamomit involved m the 
edit. The town rate u dearly too high and eotne relief w called for. Thw, it u thought, may be 
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unobjectionably given by the application of tbe equalisation principle, and tbe enhancement*)! 
tberate heretofore levied in theMufossal Small Cause Court is defensible on tbe ground that, as 
the judicial agency and general machinery of these ^Courts is more costly than those of tbe ordinary 
Civil Courts, whilst a complete determination of tbe matter in dispute is obtai^fdih the one class 
of Courts and not in the other, equitable considerations admit of a higher rate of charge 
upon tbe litigants m the former case $han in the latter 

26 Up to 1870 no stamp-duty was charged on Letters of Administration of 

deceased persons or Probates of Wills, The rate of duty then fixed was tentative'and expressly 
declared to be subject to revision on the ocoasioh of the next Amendment of tbe lavtr mi the 
eubjeot, it is now proposed to increase it from two, to two and a half per centum 

27 The fees row chargeable for the service of jAoeessos issuing froth the Civd, Revenue 
and Criminal Course are fixed by rules framed by the High Courts It is proposed to subs¬ 
titute for this procedure the fixed rates specified under Noq 20 and 21 of the fifth SOhedule 
ot the Bill, and to discontinue the provisions of the existing law for the Regulation of Vhe 
process-serving establishments 

The experience grimed through the working of the present system, ns to tbe aotual oost of 
serving processes, renders possible the determination of the amount of the fee requited in the 
'Case of eaoh kind of process to cover the cost of its service, and it seems desirable not Only 
that tbe Court-fees of til’s class should, like all other fees leviable under the Court-fees Act, 
be fixed by the Act itself, but that the regulation of the establishments to be maintained for 
•the service of processes should be under the exclusive control of‘the Executive authorities 

28 It is often asserted that the provisions of tbe stamp la'w are so complicated as -to be iM- 
understood by the public generally, and on this ground a disposition has been shown sometimes 
on the part of the administrators of the law to excuse, or take a very lenient view of, non- 
oompliance with its requirements, the Bill has beefli framed therefore with the special 
(endeavour to render the requirements of the law generally intelligible, by large additions 
to the interpretation-clauses, improved arrangement of its provisions and a simpler classifica¬ 
tion of the contents of the schedule*) 

29 The other alterations of the existing law contained m the Bill relate chiefly to matters 
‘of detail or procedure, are of minor impoitance, and do not appear to call for any special 
explanation

The following preliminary Report of a Select Committee, together with the Bill as settled by 

them, was presented to the Council of the Governor General of India for the purpose of 

making tfaws and Regulations on the 10th October 1877 — 

We, the undersigned members of the Select Committee to which the Bill to define and 
amend the law relating to Promissory Notes, Bills of Exchange and Cheques was referred, 
have considered the papers specified m the appendix, and have the honour to present this 
^preliminary report, 

2 This Bill, of which a draft,hereinafter called the draft Bill, was prepared by the late 
Indian Law Commission, is mtendePxo be one of the chapters of the Indian Civil Code, and 
was introduced and referred to a Select Committee in Deoember 1867 The then mercantile 
members of Council, while admitting the desirability of codification, objected to the draft 
Bill on account of its deviations from English law In order to obviate this objection several 
alterations have now been made m its substantial provisions The Bill has also been re¬ 
arranged , and some additions have been made m order to supply omissions These changes, 
which embody most of the suggestions contained in the papers mentioned m the appendix, will 
appear m detail from this report 

3 It may, however, be convenient, before proceeding further, to notice briefly the alter¬ 
ations wlnth have been made m order to render the Bill conformable to English law 

4 The draft Bill provided that an indorsee for value after maturity should have only the 

rights of his indorser This does not except the case of a bill of exchange drawn or accepted 
for the purpose of enabling some paity thereto to raise money thereon we have added an 
exception m section SO in older to meet this case ■> 

5 The draft Bill discarded days of grace we have recognised this usage m sections 87 and 

88 of the present Bill The change has involved (in section 22) a slight alteration of the defi¬ 
nition of “ maturity ” * 

6 The draft Bill also made all instruments which fell due upon a holiday payable on the 
next succeeding business day instead of, as m English law, on the next preceding 
business day, except m the case of a public holiday We have m section 26 adhered to the 
English law, and have provided that, besides the usual public holidays, such days shall be 
public holidays within the meaning of the Act as the Local Government may declire 

7 r lhe diaft Bill made no provision for the case in which interest at a specified rate is 
expressly made payable on a note or bill It merely provided that intei est at the cunent rate 
should be pa) able on a bill dihlionoured by non-acceptance, but only from the maturity of the 
instrument The same rule was adopted m the case of di>honoui by non payment of a note, 
bill or cheque We have substituted the English law on this subject by declaring (section 101) 
that, where interest is expressly provided for in the note or bill, it shall he calculated, as against 
all parties, at the specified rate fiom the diite of the instrument until tender or realization of 
the amount due Where no interest is specified we havo ^eclnied (section 101), that, 
except in cases within section 532 of the Civil Procedure Code, interest shall run at six 
per cent per aunum from the date at winch the amount ought to hnvc been paid by the 
party charged * We have also added an explanation that an indorser can only be charged 
with such interest from the date of the receipt by him of notice of dishonoui 

8 We have restored (section 117) the rule, which the drift Bill omitted, that a notice of 
dishonour must liifuim the party to whom it is given that he will be held liable 

9 The draft Bill piovided that when a note, bill or cheque had been lost, or would not be 
produced by the owner, he might nevertheless enforce his claim against the maker or aceeptfr if 
he gave security, to tho satisfaction of the Court, to indemnify the di Pendant against the claims 
of any other person upon the instrument No provision was made for an action against the in¬ 
dorser The English law, however, provides (17 & 18 Viet, c 125, section 87 = Act V of 1806, 
section 14) that, in any action upon a negotiate instrument, the lo-sot it shall not beset up as a 
defence if an indemnity is given, to the satisfaction of the Court, against the cl urns of any other 
person And the ownefr of such a document was always entitled in equity to dcmhnd payment 
on giving a sufficient andemmt) We ha\o, therefore, considered that we should correctly em¬ 
body the English luw by providing (section 103) that any person liable to pay md piying tho 
amount dne on a note, bill or cheque shall be entitled to be indemnified , and b> leaving (section 
8) the liability of all partus the same as if the instrument had been forthcoming 

10 The draft Bill extended to instruments payable to ordci the punciple upon which 
protection is ufibided b) English law to the party primarily liable upon an instrument payable 
to bearer The acceptor, maker or indorser ot a negotiable instrument pa)able to bearer, but 
not of on instrument paiable to order, is, by English law, discharged by payment to any 
person in possesion of the instiument, if the payer has no reason to believe the possessor 
is not the true holder. We hate m section 104, clause (c), restricted the protection to such 
instruments 

11 The Bill as now altered consists of fourteen chapters In the first chapter we have 
inserted the usual pieliminarv mattei We have (section 1) excluded hundis from the operation 
of the Bill We hate piovided (section 2) for the repeal of some enactments which are leplnced 
by the provisions of the Bill 

12 Section 3 contains a definition of the term w bankerdrawn-from 39 & 40 Viet, c 
80, s 3, and of “Notary Public” Notaries are seldom found m the Mufassal, and the Bill 
provides that their functions may be exercised by persons appointed for that purposo by 
the Governor General m Conned. 

6 l 
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18, Chapter II deals with notes, bills and cheques, bills in sets and crossed < heqnes We have 
here substituted definitions which appear to be more comprehensive and accurate than those m the 
draft Hill hur instance, according to the original definitions,a billot exchange differs from a 
cheque only m requiring that t he money oi deretl by the instrument to be paid should be held at the 
disposal ot the drawer—a distinction which appears to ns mat curate, os a bill of exchange is 
in law, equally with a cheque, assumed to be drawn against funds in the hands of the drawee* 
Again, the definition of a cheque would include such an instrument as a tradesman's hill on 
winch lhe debtor writes an ordci to pay for presentation to a cash-keeper—the ordinary mode 
of paying bills in meroautile houses, at least in Calcutta, and one adopted by many private per¬ 
sons According to the draft Bill such an instrument would apparently be negotiable—a very 
serious result indeed Again, the definition of a chtqwdoes not require that it sbonld be 
drawn upon a banker or a person acting as such, nor that it should be payable on demand. 
These ate only a few of what 6ecmed to us the more obvious omissions We have, therefore, 
flamed definitions which we think will include all the esseutials of these mstrumeuts 

14 Section 8 defines the holder of a piomisgory note, bill of exchange oi cheque as a person 
entitled m his own name to the pi s^es^ion of it and to rtceive or recover the amount due thereon 
from the patties thereto The holder of an instrument at the time of its loss or destruction 
also ci mes within the defimtn n The corhspending provision of the draft Bill seemed to us 
vague and unsatisfactory in its definition oi “ holder," and it was not consistently applied in the 
substantive provisions of the Bill 

15 In section 15 we have modified the definition of indorsement in the draft Bill by 
providing that it must be made foi the purpose of negotiation We have "ilso included in 
the definition a like signature upon a stumped paper intended to be completed as a negotiable 
instillment 

10 We have addeci a section (17) providing, in accordance with English law, that, when 
an instrument may be construed either as a promissory note oi bill oi exchange, it shall be taken 
to be that whi< h the holdei elects 

17 In section 19 we have supplied an omission in the draft Bill by providing that an 
instrument in which no time for payment is specified and nil cheques are piyahle on demand 

18 Section 20 provides for the falling up by the holder oi blanks in a stamped paper 
intended to be completed as a negotiable instrument, but not completed w ben issued The 
holder may complete the instrument for any amount covered by the 6tamp To this section 
ib added as an illustration section 9 of the draft Bill 

19 To the four presumptions as to negotiable instruments contained jn the draft Bill and 
stated m ecctiou 27 of the present Bill, we have added presumptions that an accepted bill was 
accepted within a reasonable time after date and before maturity, that every bill or note 
lecuptcd on the back was paid by the acceptoi or maker, that is, by the party primarily liable 
to P d y i and that a lost instrument was duly stumped 

20 In addition to the provisions oi the draft Bill as to bills in sets we have (section 29) 
provided for the light of thutdnddei of one of the parts who first acquires title to his part to 
jossession of the other parts We have alto defined an acceptor in section 7 so as to include 
an am ptor of a set of bills 

21 In sections 30 to ‘37 (both inclusive) we have substituted the provisions of the recent 
Englibh Act (39 & 40 \ict, c 81) for the sections* of the draft Bill relating to crossed 
cheques 

22 Chapter III deals with the partiep to negotiable instruments 

23 Section 3H, after providing that all persons capable of contracting may be parties to 
not^|, bills and cheques, adds that a minor may draw, indorse, deliver and negotiate such in- 
stiuments so as to bind ull parties except himself 

21 Sccti n 39 pi ovides for persons binding themselves through their quthonzed agents, 

and adds that a gem ml authotity is not sufficient for this purpose, aud that an authority to 

draw a bill doe* not oi itself authorize an indorsement, 

25 Sections 41 and 42 provide for the liability of partners on notes, bills and cheques, 
and section 43 applies the provisions of the Indian Contract Act, sections 42, 43 and 45 and 
chapter XI, to the rights and liabilities of partners cieatcd thereby, as well as to joint rights 
and liabilities 

25 Section 45 defines the liability of the drawee of a hill or cheque 

27 Section 4fi extends to the ca«e oi the ntakei of a note, a definition contained m 

section 60 oi the draft Bill of the liability of the acceptor (f a bill of exchange 

28 Settion 47 adds to the citegory of persons who (according to section 61 of the draft 
Bill) ran accept a bill, all or some ot several joint drawees 

29 Section 49 provides that e\ery prior party to a negotiable instrument is liable 
thereon to a holder m duo course, that is, to a bond fide holder for value 

30 Section 50 lays down that the maker ot a note or cheque, the drawer of a bill until 
acceptance, and the acceptr r are oidinarily the punupal parties to the bill and the other 
patties their sureties , and section 51 adds that each prior party is a principal as regards the 
holdu, and that the- intermediate pirtitB between such pnor party and the holder are suit ties 
for him By section 52 the provisions of the Indian Contiact Act, sections 132 to 147 
(both inclusive) arc remltnu applicable to these relations of suietyship 

31 We huve adcjtd a section (54) estopping the maker oi a note, the drawer of a hill or 
cheque and the acceptor of a bill for the honour of tho drawer from denying the original 
validity of the instiument 

32 Section 56 adopts, with modifications, the provisions of section 117 of the Evidence 
Act, 1872,and of sections 36 and 62 of the diaft Bill, which estop the acceptor from denying 
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the drawer’s signature The estoppel is, we think* properly confined by this section to suits by 
holders other than the drawer 

38 Section 50 estops the maker of a note and the acceptor of a bill payable to ordtr 
from denying tfce payee’s capacity to indorse 

34 Section 57 adds to the eBtoptfel agunst denying false signatures, contained in section 
35 of the draft Bill, an estoppel against denying the capacity to contruct of any prior party 
to a negotiable instrument in suit 

35 Section 58 al o carries ou the same subject by declaring the ncceptoi of a bill wi*h a 
fprged indorsement not to be thereby relieved from liability if he knew it to be lorged nt Ae 
time of acceptance, and section 59 declines that the acceptor of a bill drawn in a fictitious 
name is not thereby relieved from liability to pay upon air indorsement by the same hand as the 
drawer^ signature, and purporting to he made by the diawer 

36 These sections supply some omissions in the draft Bill, and, we think, adequately 
provide for the due currency of negotiable instiuments when once put into cuculation and 
for the protection of their holders 

37 The Bill then goes on to deal with the consideration for negoti »ble instruments and 
to protect the holder for value of instruments with respect to which there may have 
been originally no consideration, or a subsequent failure of consideration, wholly or in 
part 

38 These sections (60 to 63, both inclusive) are substantially taken from the diaft Bill 
We have added an illustration to section 62 

39 Chapter IV deals with negotiation 

40 To section 64, which is substantially the same as section 18 of the diaft Bill, we have 
added an explanation to the effect that an instrument delivered upon a condition which has not 
happv ned is not negotiable except by a holder for value and without notice of mk h con¬ 
dition 

41 Where the holder of a note or bill payable to or to the order of a specified person 
delivers it to another person without indorsing it, hut with intent to tnnsfer hi- title thereto, 
we think that (with reference to the Code of Civil Pioceduie, sections 36 and 37) the trans¬ 
feree should not be required to sue m the name of his tiaubferor We have framed scctiou 66 
accordingly 

42 In section 67 we have, m substantial accordance with section 40 of the draft Bill, dealt 
with the case of a bond /freeholder for value of a bill tranBfened without lndmseimtit In 
such a case we have declaied the holder entitled to a return of the consideration if the hill 
is, after the tiansfer, avoided on account of any matter prior to the transier, provided such 
retuin is claimed within a reasonable time 

43 Section 71 describes the parties who may indorse and negotiate negotiable instruments 
The diaft Bill does not appear to provide with sufficient clearness for this matter 

44 Section 76 embodies section 23 of the draft Bill but completes that section by 
enacting that an indorsement of a negotiable instrument for pait of the amount due 
thereon transfers a right to retain the instrument and to receive and rtcovet such part 
m the name of the indorser 

45 Section 77 provides that no agreement which* is not expressed on the mstiument or 
which is collateral thereto shall be binding upon "holders for value or those tiei lvmg title from such 
hollers This section embodies and supplements the corresponding provisions of tne draft Bill 
of which section 42 provided that the title of an indorsee should not be affected by tiansactions 
independent of the instrument, and section 99 that a holder in clue course should not be affet ted 
by any agreement between two signers as to the order of their liability unless such agreement 
appeared on the face of the instrument The section as now drawn extends the dialt sections 
to holders %r value and to holders deriving title fiom holdeis for value, and uUo extends section 
£9 to all agreements not expressed on the instrument 

46, Chapter V deals with presentment for acceptance and presentment for pav ment 

47 Section 82 states the essentials of presentment foi acceptance m the case of hill* pay¬ 
able at or after sight, to which the draft Bill; section 56, clause (1), lefers as bills pa} ible after 
demand We have added a piovision that presentment must bo made by a person entitled to 
demand acceptance, and we have provided for the case in which the drawee cannot after reason¬ 
able search be found, and also for the case of a bill directed to the drawee at a particular place 

48 Section 83 provides for presentment for sight of a piomissory note pijable at a 
certain period after sight—a matter unnoticed by the draft Bill 

49 Section 84 alters section 56, clause (3), of the draft Bill by restncting the time 
allowed to the drawee for deliberation to the departure of the next post, if that should happen 
within the twenty-four hours otherwise allowed This is the English rule upou the subject 

50 Sections 85 and 86 lay down the general rule tor presentment for payment, which is 
not distinctly laid down m the draft Bill 

51. Section 87, as to presentment for payment of inland instiuments payable after date 
or sight, embodies section 133 of the draft Bill, hut we have excluded cheques from this 
section , us we have provided (section 19), m accordance with English law, that such instruments 
are onl> payable on demand. * 

o2 Action 88 provides for presentment forpaj ment of an inland note payable by instal¬ 
ments—a matter omitted from the draft Bill 

53 Section 90 modifies sections 139 and 140 of the draft Bill by requiring, in accordant e 
with English law, that an instrument drawn or accepted pa} able at a specified place must, 
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in order to charge the maker or drawer, be presented for payment at that place The 
draft Bill allows presentment to be made m such cases at the place of business or residence of 
the maker or acceptor^ 

54 Section 91 embodies the general rule as to the place of presentment^ 

55 Section 92 extends the rule m section 141 of £he draft Bill as to personal presentment 
to the ca*e of presentment for acceptance 

56. Section 93 taken together with section 105 embodies section 101 of the draft 
Bill, with the modification that tbp presentment of a cheque must be made before the 
ration between ttfe drawer and bis banker haB been altered to the prejudice of the drawer, 
or the drawer will be discharged from liability The draft Bill discharges the drawer 
only to the extent of 1 iib actual loss , Jbut, according to the English cases, he is discharged alto¬ 
gether by such delay, the payee of the cheque being considered as haviug, by such delay, treated 
the cheque as paymeut, and as thereby electing to look to the drawee ajone (see Hopfon* v Ware, 
L B 4E\ 268) 

57 Section 96 is new It provides that presentment for acceptance or payment may bo 
made by or to a duly authorized agent, or the representative of a deceased party or the assignee 
of an insolvent party 

58 Section 98 states the cases in which presentment for payment is excused It embodies 
sections 89 and 91 of the draft Bill, and adds the case in which the drawer could not suffer 
damage by want of presentment, in which case presentment is by English law not necessary 
as against him 

59 Chapter VI treats of payment and interest Section 100 declares that payment should 
be made to the holder, for payment to any other party does not of itself discharge the maker or 
acceptor The next two sections, 101 and 102, provide for interest upon notes, bills and 
cheques, and section 103 for indemnity to the payer of an instrument lost or which cannot 
be produced 

60 Chapter VII deals with discharge from liability on notes, bills and cheques 

61 Section 104 provides for the discharge of a maker, acceptor or indorser, not only when 
the holder cancels the acceptor's or mdor«ei's name, and'when the maker, acceptor or indorser 
pays the amount due (sections 38, 85, 87, and 88 of the drnft Bill), but also where the holder 
releases or otherwise discharges the maker, acceptor or indorser 

62 Section 107 adopts the provisions of 16 & 17 Viet., c 59, section 19 by which the 
drawer of a cheque payable to order and purporting to be indorsed by or on behalf of the payee 
is discharged by payment m due course 

63 To section 110, which embodies sections 109 and 110 of the draft Bill, we have added 
an explanation showing what are material alterations m a negotiable instrument 

64 Section 111 is new, and provides that m special cises, such as (hat of a blank stamped 
instrument, an uncrossed cheque and an instrument endorsed in blank, a material alteration 
made by nn indorsee discharges his indorser from liability to him in respect of the consider¬ 
ation ns well as of the instrument 

65 Section 113 embodies section 115 of the draft Bill and section 11 of 39 & 40 Viet, 
e 81, relating to crossed cheques 

66 Chapter VIII treats of noticq of dishonour 

67 Section ^16 substantially agrees with sections 125, 127 and 131 of the draft Bill, but 
we have altered the description of the parties to whom notice of dishonour by non-acceptance or 
non-payment must be given tbe description now adopted is that those parties must include all 
whom the holder seeks to make severally liable on the instrument, and some one of any parties 
jointly liable, but notice to the maker, drawee or acceptor is unnecessary. 

68 Section 117 collects into one section a number of provisions as to the form of notice 
and the mode of giving it These provisions are scattered over sections 126, 127, 128 and 130 
of the draft Bill We have already pointed out that this section differs fivm the dfltft Bill in 
requiring notice to the party addressed that he will be held liable 

69 Section 119 adds to section 132 of the draft Bill the provision that a party receiving 
notice of dishonour through his agent for presentment is entitled to the same penod after 
such reoeipt for the purpose of giving notice as th h holder has for giving notice 

70 Section 121 dosciitics the cases in which no notice of dn*honoui is necessary These 
eases include, besides thn e of dispensation by the party entitled to notice and of inability to give 
the notice (which are piovided for m sections 66, 67, 68, 02 and 93 of the diaft Bill), the case 
of the drawor countermanding payment, the case where the party charged could not suffer 
from want of such notice, the case of an acceptor who is also a drawer, the case of a pro¬ 
missory note which is not negotiable, and the case in which the party knowing the facts 
unconditionally promises to pay the amount due on the instrument 

71 Chapter IX contains the rules for noting and protest 

72 Section 122 suustanti illy coriespnnds with section 119 of the draft Bill, but it allows 
the noting to Ik made either upon the^nst rumen t, or upon a paper attached thereto,or partly upon 
each And the rules as to Noting and protest are confined to bills and notes, wheieas the draft 
Bill extended them to cheques—.ui extension for which there is apparently no authority 

73 We have inserted m sections 123 and 124 provisions regarding protest for better 
security 

74 In section 126 we have reproduced the provisions of Act VI of 1840, section 4, and 
of 2 & 3 Wm 4, c, 98, us to protest for non-pa) meat after dishonour by non-acceptance. 
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75 Chapter X contains rules for calculating the reasonable time for presentment for 
acceptance or payment, for giving notice of dishonour and tor noting We have added in sec¬ 
tion 129 a provision that, in the case of notice of dishonour, when the parties carry on business 
or live m the Ame place, such notice is given within a reasonable time if it is despatched m 
time to reach its destination on the day next afttr the day of dishonour 

76 Chnpter XI deals with acceptance and payment for honour We provide (section 131) 
for the case of protest for better security In accordance with a recent case (In re Overend, 
Gurney and Company , L B 6 £q 344), we have declared (section 136) tint the pa\er for 
honour shall have all the rights, in respect of the bill, of the holder at the time of such 
payment 

77 Chapter XII, which treats of compensation, retains (section 137) the provisions of 
the draft Bill (section 65) substantially unaltered 

78 Chapter XIII treats of foreign bills and restricts to foreign bills the section (73) of 
the draft Bill, which deals with the dishonour of a bill naming a drawee m case of need 

79 The provisions of chapter XIY as to international law are substantially those of the 
draft Bill 

SO In conclusion, we desire to express our obligations to the following honourable and 
learned Judges, namely, Messrs Tinner, Kennedy, West and N&nAbh&i Hamids to the Madras 
Chamber of Commcice to Mr Stewart Gladstone, Mr R Stewart, Mr Dickson (late Secre- 
tarv and Treasurer to the Bank of Bengal), and Mr Scrymgeour, the Calcutta Agent of the 
Oriental Bank Corpoiation We recommend that the Bill as now altered be republished 
iq the Gazette of India and the local Gazettes, that the opinions of the Local Governments, 
the High Courts and the mercantile community be invited thereon, and that its further 
consideiation be stayed till the Council re-assemblcs m Calcutta

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3 We have improved the definitions of “ Forest-officer” and “ Forest-produce,” and 
have assimilated that of “ cattle” to the definition in the Cattle Trespass Act. 

4 In order to avoid the delay and expense of an elaborate preliminary demarcation, 
whioh was objedted to m many quarters, we have provided (section 4) that the notification of 
the proposal to constitute a Reset ved Forest may be in general terms, but have indicated more 
clearly (section 1«) that the final demarcation mast be precise 

5 We have made more clear (section 4) the intention that the Forest Settlement Officer 
should not, except under very exceptional circumstances, be a Forest-officer But, in deference to 
representations from British Burma and the North-West Provinces, we have provided un 
option of entrusting the forest settlement to two or three officers instead of one. 

6 In order to meet the case of the wild tribes and illiterate persons who will in many 
instances be the possessors of rights over forest lands, we have allowed (section 6) claims to be 
preferred orally to the Forest Settlement Officer and made it obligatory on him to take such 
statements down m writing 

7 With the same view we have required (section 7) the Forest Settlement Officer to 
inquire into the existence of rights, by searching the Government records and taking evidence, 
even though the people themselves, through ignorance or neglect, may not appear to claim 
them 

8 We have also provided (section 9) for the hearing of claims not preferred 
within the time prescribed by section 6, whenever claimants can 6hew sufficient cause 
for their delay 

9 In section 10 we have made more clear the alternative courses which may be pursued 
m the case ot claims to or over land, and have also provided for compensation being given 
wholly or partly m land where the parties prefer land to money. 

10 From section 12 the provisions contained m section 10 of the Bill as introduced for 
the rejection of rights which were not habitually exercised by the claimants at the time of 
the notihcation under section 4, or which were not required for the beneficial use of the land 
or premises or of the person claiming the same, have been omitted 

11 Sections 16 and 17 express more clearly than section 15 of the Bill as introduced the 
intention of the latter as to the authorities by whom and the manner in which appeals are 
to be heard 

12 We have made a new provision (section 21) for the revision by the Local Govern¬ 
ment, at any time not exceeding five years from the date of the Notification under section 19, 
of any settlement effected under section 14 which experience has shewn to be unworkable 

13 We have provided (section 24) that rights appendant to any land or house may be 

freely alienated therewith # 

14 Section 28 has been amended in phraseology, so as to admit of forests, the use of 
which is essential to villago communities, or m which such communities have rights jointly with 
Government, being assigned to such communities, under suitable precautions against waste or 
misappropriation 

15 In section 32 of the Bill as introduced it was provided that the provisions of chap¬ 
ter IV, regarding district or (as we prefer to term them) Protected forests, should be without 
prejudice to all existing rights of individuals or communities In order, however, that hold¬ 
ers of rights may not be put to the inconvenience and expense of proving them in order to is- 
tahlisb their immunity from the restrictions of the chapter, we have provided (section 29) 
that no land shall be constituted a Protected Forest unless the nature and extent oi the rights 
of Government and other persons in it have been enquired into and recorded at a survey or 
settlement or m some other sufficient manner At the same time it has been left open to any 
person to dispute the correctness of such record 

16 In section 30 we have inserted a provision to permit of the closing of portions of 
a Protected Forest for a limited period, provided the remainder of the forebt be sufficient and 
convenient for the exercise of rights tiius temporarily suspended in the portion closed This 
provision is in accordance with the rales in the North-West Provinces made under the existing 
law, and is generally considered necessarj for purposes of reuovation 

17 In section 32 we have given power to make rules to regulate the exercise of recorded 
rights, so as to prevent, m the interest of tho community, waste and injury to the foreBt 

18 In order to preclude hardship to the owners of private forests from the operation of 

ohapter V, we have enabled such owners (section 37) to require the Government to acquire the 
and for public purposes. • 

19 We have added a section (38) to enable Government, at the request of owners of 
land, either to administer such laud as a Reserved or Protected Forest, or to apply to it all or 
any^of the provisions of the Bill This improvement has been made at the suggestion of the 
Panjab Government, with special reference to sacred and other private forests m that province, 
but we have reason to believe that the option of obtaining for their forest property the same 
legal protection, and also (if desired) the name skilled administration, as the Government 
provides for its own, is hkely to be welcomed by tho owners of rent-free estates and other 
private property m many paits of India

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20 We have restricted (section 30) the power of levying a doty on timber produced m 
British India to timber in respect of which the Government has any rights The holders of 
lands under Ikkhiraj, m&mi or other tenures in which forest rights are included will thus not be 
interfered with We have likewise validated the levy of such doties now exiting, which are 
numerous in certain parts of India 

21 In section 45 we have empowered the Local Government to exempt any particular 
class of timber from the operation of the section, partly m order not to interfere with the 
collection of drift wood for fuel, which is common among the poorer classes in certain localities. 

22 We have recast the earlier sections of chapter IX, so as to bring them into closer 
conformity with similar provisions in other special laws 

23 In section 63 we have inserted a provision that no person shall be arrested for any act 
which is an offence under chapter IV, excepting for a violation of a prohibition under clause 
(c) of section 30. 

24 In section 67 we have restricted the power of Forest-officers, as regards compound* 
ing, to the receipt of compensation for damage committed 

25 We have enlarged section 73 by empowering the Local Government to make rules 
regarding the lewards to be paid to officers and informers out of the proceeds of fines and 
confiscations, and for the preservation, reproduction and disposal of trees and timber belong* 
ing to Government but grown on lauds belonging to, or m the occupation of, private 
persons 

26 We have inserted a now section (77) to enable the Government to enforce service 
in cases where persons arc entitled to a share m the produce of forests on the condition of 
duly performing service m connection with such forests 

27 We have carefully considered the objections made by the Government of Madras 
to the original draft of the Bill which was circulated previous to its introduction into the 
Council We are of opinion that the improvements which have now been made in both the 
language and matter of the Bill are so material as substantially to meet these objections, 
some of which were based on a misapprehension of what was intended It appears 
to U6 that the Bill, especially considering the latitude for meeting local peculiarities which the 
power of making rules affords, is now not unsuitable to the circumstances of the Madras 
Presidency, and is such as might he accepted by the Local Government At the same time, 
being permissive m its application, it contains nothing to prevent separate local legislation, if 
that course should he eventually preferred 

28 The publication ordered by the Council has taken place, but we consider repubhea- 

tion to he desirable t* * 

29 We recommend that the Bill as now amended be passed

Statement No 85, regarding famine relief operations in the Province of Mysore t for the week 

ending the 6th October 1877 

The rainfall was generally lighter The fair weather has been beneficial to the crops, 
especially to ragi, which was suffering m places from excess of moisture Harvesting continues, 
so wing operations are general, and luods are being prepared for the late crops The tanks 
have got a good supply, many have been breached, and the prospects of the late harvest are 
good A considerable area in some taluks is reported unsown, and to remedy this liberal granta 
of takavi for seed grain will be made under proper precautions The Famine Commissioner is 
now on tour, and m consultation with local officers is arranging suitable relief works m each 
taluk, organizing the relief camp&, and taking measures for a more thorough system of village 
inspection and for giving readier access to relief A Famine Code has been issued laying down 
detailed instructions for the management of professional and civil works and of relief camps, 
providing for medical assistance and special treatment of persons reduced by want and securing 
that none requiring aid and support are, owing either to ignorance or neglect, allowed to remain 
unrelieved m their villages Generally it maj be said that prospects are encouraging, but that 
the present condition of the people and the high prices of staple articles of food necessitate the 
utmost exertion and watchfulness on the part of the authorities On the other hand, there is 
an evident disposition on the part of the people to return to their ordinary occupations, and 
applicants for relief are fewer

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4 The number of laborers employed on civil works was 27,009, or 4,029 less than last 
week There was a decrease of 1,872 in the Bangalore District; of 1,264 in Tumkiir, 1,450 
in Mysore, and ot 1,793 in Chitaldroog and an increase of 1,227 in Kolar The decrease is 
partly accounted for by the general causes already indicated, partly by transfer to larger works 
under professional supervision and partlv by the exclusion from some of the returns of people 
employed on other than relief works, i e , works sanctioned trom relief funds. 

5 Under the Public Works Department 35,£97 laborers were employed, or an increase

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Statement of movement of food-grams over Rajputana State Railway, for week ending Saturday, ike 20U October 1877 
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The week's rainfall has been, generally speaking, light in the north, and, gradually 
increasing through the central districts, has been heavy in the south In a few talukas an 
Khindesh, Nasik and Ahmednagar the crops have suffered for want of moisture, while in 
Sholapur, Satara, Kdadgi and Belgaum some injury to the khanf has already been done by 
too much ram, and no break in the weather has yet occurred 

2 Prices are considerably eosief m the three districts to the north of Poona, probably 
the drier weather bringing the harvest nearer is the principal cause oi this advantage In 
the other district*, however, though the relief is not so considerable, there still is, on the 
whole, an improvement the only district in which there is none is Dharwar Prices are 
absolutely highest in Kaladgi and Dharwar, bat m both of these districts, though jowan 
is selling at only 12 or 13 pounds a rupee, there is maize or other small gram of the new 
year in the maiket selling at 19 or 20 pounds a rupee 

3 There has been again a substantial decrease in the number of the labourers on relief 
works The whole number is now under one lakh 


4 Cholera has unfortunately again broken out m Satara, where 24 deaths occurred 
during the week On the whole, there have been 93 deaths m the week against 85 last week 


5. Written reports have been received from the Collectors of Nasik, Poona and 
Sholapur for the week ending the 13th instant No weekly report has been received from 
Satara Fiona the other five Collectorates reports for the week ending 6th instant have 
been received The usual table showing the rainfall and the prices of staple food grains m 
the weeks to which the reports relate is appended There is little change to notice with 
regard to the season and the crops There are still complaints of want of rain m parts of 
Khandesh, Nasik and Ahmednagar, while m other parts of Ahmednagar and m some of the 
• districts to the south the ram has been too heavy The Collector of Kaladgi in particular 
reports that a break in the weather is urgently needed to ripen the khanf The later tele* 
graphic information summarized above gives a somewhat darker coloui to these complaints of 
excessive ruin. 

6 The following table gives the expenditure bv Government, during the week ending 
29th September, upon gratuitous relief, and in payments made to the young children of 
labourers employed upon relief works The number of childien has fallen during the week 
from 55,972 to 48,732 No accurate comparison can be made of the number of labourers 
on chantable relief, as the rAurns from Satara are incomplete The numbers may bo taken 
approximately at 90,862, or less by 5,221 than those given for the preceding week And 
ad by reason of the Kaladgi returns foi tint week being incomplete, the numbers shown in 
the last statement were less by 1,438 thin the red number of persons on charitable relief, the 
actual decrease for the week ending 29th September is about 6,$59 —

3 Batnfall —All distnota received ram, and the district averages for the week fell below 
an moh only m Nellore and Chmgleput and in the distressed taluks of Tinnevelly In the 
north of Nellore nearly two inches fell, and a nearly equal amount m the extreme south of 
Chmgleput, but the intervening tract received but slight showers In Cuddapah the ram was 
heavy and well distributed, especially m the eastern taluks and the suh.division. Good ram 
is reported from all taluks of Bellary except Hadgalh, more than three inches fill in Kudlighi.

Of the decrease in Cuddapah the greater portion is uader village 
relief, and occurs almost entirely in the sub-division, where numbers have fallen by 10,106 
owing chiefly to elimination of able-bodied persons from the lists Village relief has increased 
in Bellaty to the full extent*above shown Heavy rise in numbers occurs in the Bcllary, 
Kudhghi, Harpanhalli, and Gooty returns, and m most of these cases is due to imperfection of 
return last week About two-thirds of the decrease m Cluugleput is under camp relief The in¬ 
crease in North Arcot and the decrease in South Arcot are both to a great extent nominal and due 
to wrong roturns The rise m Madura is of the same kind The Tanjore comparative return is 
as usual utterly wrong and useless. Tbe decrease in Coimbatore occurs under camp reliefs, 
chiefly m the taluks of Pulladura and Udumulpettah, and is due to drafts to works and to 
improvement m the season In Salem the decrease is under village relief and is most marked 
in the Dharampun and Tnpatur taluks ¥ 

13. The general statement of gratuitous relief shows that there are now 1,026 inspection 
circles, and that relief is organized in 13,879 villages out of 30,731 in the distressed tract 
(Kistna excluded) 

14 The following statement shows, as usual, the mortality m camps and under village 
relief There is evidently a gross mistake m tbe Chingleput returns, 4,280 persons under village 
relief are reported to have died in Tnvcllore taluk on a strength of 28,929. The Collector is 
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inquiring- on the subject The mortality is very high m camps in Cuddapah and North Arcot 
and in the Tnchmonoly district —

Proceedings of the Government of Madras, Revenue Department (Famine Belief), dated 15tli 

October 1877, F K No 2331 

The Governor m Council has, by a telegraphic order of thtf* 18th instant, 
called the attention of Collectors to the importance of utilising to the utmost 
the present favourable change m the season The recent rainfall has matenally 
restored the condition of growing crops , many crops are being now harvested, 
land is nearly everywhere m a'fifc state for cultivation , and the rams of the 
north-east monsoon may be shortly expected Prices have been gradually 
declining In this state of the country it is of the utmost importance to its 
futuie prosperity that every exertion should be at^nce made to induce, encour¬ 
age, and facilitate the return of people to their ow n homes and ordinary occu¬ 
pations There may not unnaturally exist some feeling of hesitation amongst 
many, especially amongst those who have wandered from their own districts, to 
leave their present slultei, hut the interests of the country demand that every 
available hand shall be turned to agriculture, and every exertion used to increase 
and expedite the growth of the newly-sown ciops, on which the people must 
rely to restore the pnees of food-grains to a normal state * 

2 That this necessity is appreciated by the people is evinced by the fact 
that large numbers haic already of their own accord left works and camps for 
agricultural employ, and that in many districts the area cultivated is largei than 
usual at this pcnod Yet in these districts more, and m others much, can be 
done, and no divisional officer should feel satisfied while any available land in 
Ins division remains uncultivated 

3 The Governoi in douncil desires also to impress on Collectors the 
urgent necessity foi reducing, as rapidly as may be, the numbers who are re¬ 
ceiving State charity on relief-works, in relief-camps, &e , ami consequently of 
diminishing the heavy dram on current expenditure 

4 The general principles on which relief is to he administered are already 
laid down m G O of 24th September, No 2847 The Government have spared 
no pains to relieve and sustain, and also to provide employ for, the people , 
now, however, agricultural or other usual employment is obtainable, and dis¬ 
tricts officers must take care that the measures which were necessary for relief 
of the famine-stricken |ire not converted into a prolonged demoralising and 
pauperising charity 

5 A judicious but firm application of the tests and limitations laid down 
in the Government Order referred to will prevent the danger while meeting 
anv necessity , but laxity or indecision in any district may not improbably re¬ 
sult in the continued dependence of a large pauperised population on State aid 
through another year 

6 Where the numbers on relief-works are materially diminished, propor¬ 
tionate diminution should be made in the establishments, and labour should be 
consolidated so as to economise supervision When the numbers m camps are 
materially diminished, subordinate establishments should be. also diminished, 
or otherwise utilised, permanent ofiioers of the districts being allowed to resume 
their ordinary work. The general relief organisation of a district, however, is 
not to be reduced or broken up until further instructions from the Government, 
the nature of wduch will be regulated by the advent and extent of the mon¬ 
soon rains 

7 The Governor m Council has had before him applications for sanction 
for many new works of a petty and local character, the possible benefit to arise 
from which can only be of a purely temporary character. He considers such 
works undesirable, but does not, however, desire to fetter the discretion of Col¬ 
lectors, and therefore will not generally refuse to sanction works recommended 
by them , hut the sanction will only be accorded upon the distinct understand* 
mg that Collectors, before recommending any works for sanction, satisfy them¬ 
selves that such works are essential to the proper extent of relief, and are not 
urged from motives of purely local interest, or instigated by subordinates who 
hope for an opportunity to make an illicit gam from the relief expenditure.

arnved to supplement and complete the hopeful prospects for the future 

8 The orders of His Grace the Governor urging all district officers to 
take the fullest advantage of this satisfactory change m the piospects of the 
season by inducing people to return to their ordinary avocations, are most 
judicious and opportune, for, as he justly observes, “the interests of the 
country now demand that every available hand shall be turned to agriculture " 
* and no less necessary is the caution conveyed to district officers to “ take care 
that the measures which were necessary for relief of the famine districts are 
not oonverted into a prolonged demoralising and pauperising charity ” 

4. The retnrnB received during the past three weeks show that with the 
returning prospects of agricultural prosperity, the orders issued by the Madras 
Government on the 24th September have already borne good fruit, the num¬ 
bers of people receiving Government aid having diminished during the cur¬ 
rent month by 6| lakhs, or by more than one-lourth of the whole nnmber; 
and His Excellency in Council doubts not that with the continued improve¬ 
ment in agricultural prospects and with the steady fall in the price of food, 
whioh should be the natural oonsequence thereof, the admirable orders now 
issued by the Madras Government will have the effect of speedily restoring the 
province to its normal state, will foster the habitual self-reliance of its people, 
and will relieve the imperial finances from the severe strain which during the 
past season they have undergone

General Remarks —In Madras the North-East monsoon is said not yet to have burst, but pood 
general ram has fallen in all districts, being scanty only m Madras, parts of Chwgleput, and Kurnool 
Prospects are everywhere good, and prices are falling in most districts, rising m one or two, and 
stationary m six the harvest where gathered has yielded a fair outturn The number on works is 
484,365, and on charity 1,060,034, showing decreases of 45,939 and 223,932 respectively compared with 
last week In Mysore the weather continues showery, and the crops are flourishing, the number on 
works is 72,202 and on chanty 88,759 the former is more by 9,696 and the latter less by 14,991 than 
last week In Bombay there has been abundant rain m the Deccnn and the Southern Mahratta Country, 
and moderate falls in Khandesh and Nasik and parts of the Konkan elsewhere none is reported, in 
Smd there is no improvement, but elsewhere throughout the Presidency prospects are good, except m 
a few places in the Deccan, Konkan and Southern Mahratta Country where damnge has been done by 
excessive ram In the Central Provinces good rain has fallen m Ndgpur, Seoni and the Upper Goda¬ 
vari, and slight showers in Ch£nda, Bhanddra and Saugor , prospects are generally good, and sowings 
for the rah are progressing In Berar there has been some rain and prospects are good In Central 
India none has fallen,and the cold weather has set in, the emigrants are reported to be returning to 
Gwalior In Rajputana there lias been no rain during the week, more would be beneficial m Ajmeio 
and Sirohi In Bengal there has been a good fall of rain m Pooree, where it was needed elsewhere ram 
is reported only in small quantity from a few districts, more would do good, but prospects are general¬ 
ly favourable No rain is reported from Asstm, where the crops promise well In Burma good ram 
has fallen m Bassein, but elsewhere the fall has bien scanty and in many distncts none has fallen, which 
is unfavourable to the lately replanted nee No ram is reported from the North-Western Provinces 
or Oudh , the reoent falls have proved generally sufficient for the rabi sowings, which are going on 
everywhere In the Punjab there has been slight rain in Amritsar, Jutlundur and Peshawar, sowings 
for the rah are progressing, but ram is much wanted in Ilissar, Umballa aud L ihore

PANJAB COURTS BILL 

The Hon’ble Mr Stokes moved that the Report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to consolidate and amend the law relating to Courts in the Panjab be 
taken into consideration He said that the Bill as introduced had been subjected 
to careful examination by the learned Judges of the Panjib Chief Court 
Plus mdent oculi quam oculus was an old and tiueproveib, and here, as 
always happened when three additional pairs of intelligent eyes were 
brought to bear on a complicated draft, some errors and omissions had 
been detected Of these, however, only two were important enough to require 
mention The Committee had added, at Mr Justice Plowden’s suggestion, 
a section declaring the Chief Court to be a High Couit within the meaning 
of sections 633 and 637 of *the new Code of Civil Piocedure The result 
would be that the Judges of the Chief Court would take evidence and 
record judgments and ordois m such manner as* the Court might by rule 
direct, and that any non-judicial act which the Code required to be done by a 
Judge might be done by the Registrar, to the groat saving of valuable time 
The second amendment was in section 46, which declaied that Judges should 
not tiy suits in which they were personally interested This might obviously 
sometimes cause great and useless inconvenience, for example, when the Judge 
happened to hold a share or two in the Bank of Bengal and the Bank was 
suing a tradesman on a bill of exchange for Rs 100 We had accordingly 
provided that the parties might waive objection to the jurisdiction of a Judge 
having mteiest in the -subject-matter. The only other change which he would 
mention was that the Bill would come into force on receiving His Excellency’s 
signature, instead of on such day as the Local Government should appoint 

It was right to add that the Chief Court had asked that jurisdiction to 
hear summary suits on negotiable instruments might be confeired upon it 
But the Chief Court, like the High Court at Allahabad, had no ordinary 
original civil jurisdiction, on such Courts the framers of the new Code of Civil 
Procedure did not intend to confer juiisdiction to hear this class of suits, and 
the request of the Chief Court was therefoie refused. This would cause no 
* inconvenience to the public , for His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor could, 
and doubtless would, by notification undei the new Code, section 538, clause (e) 9 
apply sections 532—537 of the Code to the Courts of all or some of the 
Deputy Commissioners. The Chief Court could then, if it liked, withdraw 
and itself try all such summary suits instituted m these Courts and remit the 
decrees for execution to the Courts ftom which the suits had been so withdiawn 
His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor expressed his approval of the 
provisions of the Bill m its present form 

The Motion was put and agreed to 

The Hon’ble Mr. Stokes also moved that the Bill as amended be 
passed

NORTH-WESTERN PROVINCES LAND-REVENUE ACT 
AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr Stokes also introduced the Bill to amend the North- 
Western Provinces Dtnd-Revenue Act, 1873, and moved that it bo referred to 
a Select Committee He said that the primary object of this little Bill was to 
deprive persons whose estates were under the management of the local Court of 
Wards of power to chaigc or alienate those estates But it would also remove 
a doubt as to the effect ot section 29 of the Act, which provided' that— 

« A rate may be imposed by order of the Collector of the District on the annual value, 
or on the cultivated area, of all the maMls composing the circle of each patwiu, or partly 
in the one way, and partly in the other, lor defraying the salary of sncU patwirf, and any 
charges incurred on account of nhy additional establishment required for the proper 
eupervision, maintenance and correction of the patwfcis* records “ 

Doubts existed, which he confessed he himself shared', as to whether this 
section authorized the application of any part of the fund so rawed to defray 
the oost of the village-maps ou which the correctness of patwdrfs’ records 
mainly depended But, in the opinion of their hon’ble colleague Sir John 
Strachey, Mr Batten and other experienced North-West officials, i® was ex¬ 
pedient that the fund'should be applicable'for this object The Bill would- 
accordingly add an explanation to section 29 to the effect that charges 
incurred m the preparation of village-maps should be deemed charges within; 
the meaning of this section 

The Motion was put and agreed, to. 

The Hon’blte Mr Stokes also moved that the Bill be published m the 
Gazette of India m English, and in the North- Western Provinces and Ovdk 
Gazette in English and m such other languages as the Local Government 
should direct 

The Motion was put qpd agreed to. 

DISTRESSED SEAMEN’S EXPENSES RECOVERT BILL 

The Hon’ble Mr. Stokes also moved for leave to introduce a Bill to 
provide for the recovery in British India of wages due to, and expenses 
incurred in respect of, certain seamen and apprentices. He said that 
the Merchant Shipping Acts of 1854 and 1855 provided, m all 
necessitous cases occurring out of the United Kingdom, for subsisting 
and relieving distressed seamen who were British subjects, and for sending 
fViAm home, or burying any who died in such circumstances, at the public; 
expense, with a right of recovery over against any master or owner liable to pay 
such wages or such expenses This right of recovery was given only to the 
Board of Irade. But the distressed seamen in question were in many cases 
Natives of India, and belonged to ships which were either registered m or traded 
to India, and vfhieh weie seldom* if eves, found within the ports of the United 
Kingdom In such, cases the Board of Trade had considerable difficulty in 
recovering the sums expended. When the distressed seamen were Nalives of 
th>s country, these expenses were charged to the Indian revenue. It was there¬ 
fore desirable that the Government of India should be enabled to empower 
some person here to sue* in case the ships or persons chargeable were found in. 
tbi« countrv. The Bill would effect this object by providing that such suits 
might be brought w the name of the- Secretary of State in Council by such 
persons as tbe Governor General m Council might, by notification in the 
Gazette of India, generally or specially authorize in that behalf. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

INDIAN EOREST BILL** 

Tbe Hon’ble Mr Hope moved that His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Pan]kb be added to the Select Committee on the Bill to amend 
the law relating to the management and preservation of Government forests* 
to the transit of forest-produce and to the duty leviable on timber* He 
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8ftid that be ought perhaps to esptaiw that ttne motion wax necessary fbr 
technical' reasons The Ben*hie Hr Egerton bad, on February Mfcfa, urban 
an Additional Member of the Council, been appointed a member of the Seleqt 
Qammtttee on the Forest Bill and! had actually served in that capacity up to 
the present tut*. But* as he hod sent m bia resignation of the post qt Additional) 
Member when bo assumed the* office of Iaautenani-Governor, it was held that a* 
rfenpperatment to the? Setettfc QommuMm was. necessary m under to validate 
hm signature of the Bfefort whist was about! to he presented. 

The Motion was put and agreed ta 

The Hon'ble Mr. Hope also presented the Beport of the Select Committee 
on the BUI to amend the law relating to the management and preservation of 
Government forests* to the transit of torest-produce and to the duty leviable on 
timber. He said that in doing sa be must first explain why the direction of tbe 
Council given on the Slat of January la*»C that tbe Beport should be presented 
m two months,, had not been complied with. Those* two months corresponded 
with the time that the Council bad remained m Calcutta, and the late Law 
Member, Sir A, Hobhouse, together with the Secretary, had been so occupied 
with the Civil Procedure Code and other urgent legislation that they had been 
quite unable to give any tuna to the Forest BiUL Tbe two months bad not* 
however* been lost* as an informal committee, consisting of tbe Hon’bio. 
Mi* Egertoa, Mr Batten, the Secretary to the Government of India in the 
Department of Bevenue, Agriculture and Commerce, Dr Schhcli and Mr. 
Baden Powell, the Conservators of Bengal and? the Panj&b, together with 
Mr Mope himself, had, with the approval of Sir A Hobhouse, considered the, 
Bill and revised it thoroughly. On coming to Simla Mr. Hope bad, he said, 
been unable to find any leisure for the Bill uniil recently when be bad been 
relieved of lu& Famine duties 

As to the Bill itself, he was glad to say that the original draft of it had 
been most favourably received by all the Bocal Governments except that of 
Madras. The Chief Commissioner of British Burma, a province which 
was perhaps more interested w the matter than any other, had expressed his 
opinion, that the Bill would meet aU the necessities of the case, and that it 
would render superfluous the prosecution of the separate Bill for Butisli 
Burma which had been introduced into the Council The Chief Commit 
sioner of the Central Provinces had written thus Of the scope of the 
Bill and its general arrangement the Chief Commissioner is glad to be able 
to expiess his hearty approval, and it appears to him to provide for all matters 
connected with Forest conservancy that can be fainy attempted in India 
for some time to come * p The Commissioner of Coorg said that the provisions 
of the Bill seemed to him “ suitable for adoption” The Chief Commissioner 
of Assam had only one suggestion for improvement to make. The Commit 
sioner in Sindh reported that he 41 considers its provisions applicable to Smdh, 
and that he has no alterations or additions to suggest ” The Conservator of 
the Northern Division, Bombay, said 44 the Bill seems to me to be complete 
and fully to meet the circumstances and wants of the Northern Division,” and 
the Bombay Government consider that the Bill “ will serve its purpose ” As 
to Bengal, the report was that " the present draft appears to the Lieutenant* 
Governor sufficiently to meet the requirements of Bengal ” The Conservator 
of the North-West Provinces said. 44 I think the Bill providls for every 
thing that is required*” while the Panj&b, as represented on the Select 
Committee by Hia Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, was understood to 
bei satisfied,. Mr., Hope did not mean to imply that the whole of the 
expressions of approval he had quoted were unqualified. In some cases 
they were, but in others they were accompanied by objections or suggestions 
regarding particular points. All these had been carefully considered, and 
many had led to material improvements 

Mr Hope thought that he might safely say that the Bill now presented 
waft very superior in scope, precision, adaptability and care of all popular 
rights to the draft as introduced Wherever rights could not be allowed to 
continue (and he believec^uch cases would prove comparatively few), provision 
had been made for compensation or commutation * wherever mere regulation 
was sufficient, care had been taken to leave the people all which m practice 
they could reasonably require The objections of Madras had not been for¬ 
gotten. The Bill bad been so materially altered to meet them that he bad now 
every hope that tbe Madras Government, considering also the scope which the 
power of making rules gave for meeting local peculiarities, would find them- 
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selves able to accept it. If, however, the event should be otherwise, then this 
Bill offered no obstacle, as iSir A Hobhouse had explained to the Council, to 
separate local legislation 

As to the character of the Bill generally, Mr Hope trusted that any per- ' 
sons who were still disposed to think any pait of it arbitrary, itould remem¬ 
ber that, without effective regulation and conservation of forests, not merely 
the public revenue, but the public themselves, would suffer, and even risks of 
famine might be infinitely increased On this subject he thought the Council 
would be luteicsted to hear the views regarding the condition of Southern 
India recently expressed by a distinguished administrator, which were as 
follows — 

“ The southern peninsula of India has been or is being denuded, not only of its forests but 
also of its jungles, its brushwood, its gioves, its trees The denudation has been, as I under¬ 
stand, going on tuai the sources and the upper courses of the many nveis which water the 
country Thu, pci haps, is being in some degree checked But with the progress of coffee 
planting, and with the asseitiOn of communal rights on behalf of the people, the utmost 
vigilance will he needed to keep it within bounds If it were to proceed unchecked, there 
would he imminent danger of the i*\cis running dry by leason of the catchment basins and 
the drainage areas near tin ir souues being rainli &s And as these rivers supply the great canal 
systems, tins danger his only to be mentn ned m order to be felt The same argument applies 
m i loM?ei degiee to the tanks oi lakes which are second only to the canals m usefulness for 
irugition It has alieady been seen how precariously the position of these restivons, even with 
one jcaiV diought The progress of the country causes the price of timber and of firewood to 
rise The lntrodiu tion of It ulwajs has, in the ab^enco of any local coal-mines, gieatly aug¬ 
mented the demand for fuel ^tiong temptations are thus inevitably ottered to the people at 
large to fell, cut and lop r< ckles^lv, to bung eveiy log, stump and stick to market, to dig out 
the very loots of the jungle, so stopping any clianct of rtproduction, without thought for the 
future There are stoma to he heard ivtnwhcie of groves and hedgerows and scattered trees 
being cut lor sale In the midst of cultnatid tracts theie are to be seen bare, sterile hillsides, 
said to have been foiest-dad within living memory In such localities the climate is supposed 
to have changed foi the w oi so Beyond the Glifit mountains, in Btllaiy and Kurnool, the 
treeles®, sin nhless aspec t of the country is us wonderful as it is melancholy These are the 
very di-tricts whore famine has hem occasion illy epidemic, and where scarcity is almost 
endemic Am thoughtful Mioct lt ° l must peiceivo that, a« cording to all-meteorological experi¬ 
ence, and to thi ilmost ccitain te tellings bf proved fact, these fine districts were not destined 
by natuie to be the prey and sport of famine or scaiciiy, but have been rendered subject to 
these calimitits by the thoughtless action of man Even the numerous groves planted in the 
last gent i ition by the gre it Collector Mi Robeitson, whoso name is still a household word, 
were made oiei many ycais to the village!s, and have been mostly cut down Trees, 

jungle and fortsts must, indeed, be tlunmd and cut for the use of man, but they need never he 
exhausted, and something might alwajs be left for reproduction 99 

Nothing could be more tiuo and worthy of attention than these graphic 
and practical remarks Regarding the necessity for regulation of the use of 
forests in the inteicsts of the public, Mr Hote would conclude by quoting 
the opinion of the Secretary of State, not very long ago communicated to the 
Government of India — 

" Her M ijestj's Government are, as )ou are aware, fully impressed with the importance 
of the adoptlou of efficient measures for preserving the loiests of India, whilst they admit 
also the necissitj of those measures being so hamed as to interfere as little as possible with 
private rights, which may have grown up on behalf of villages or individuals On the other 
hand, it must he remembered that as civilisation advances these light'* become less and less 
necessary to the ci ltivators, and are found frequently incompatible with the superior rights of 
the wholu community, among whom the cultivators themselves obtain adv ullage in other ways 
from the restriction oi their ancient puviloges The change to this state of things must be 
gradual, and so timed as to make the tiansition as little onemus as miy be to those who have 
held such pnvileges In the instance bofoie us, it must be remembered that the absolute 
concession of these privileges would, ns a rule, render the effective preservation of the forests 
impossible, and, moreover, that this is not an object of private import, but is undertaken by 
Government for the benefit of the whole community 

u It may be added that all the mcisuies already adopted for several yeais past must have 
tended to ptepare the minds of the mhibitants of the villages for a ohange of the nature 
indicated >%

From the Government of Bengal, to the Government of India in the Home Department, 
No 7311 1 , dated 21st June, asking permission to appoint an UnLovenanted Medical 
Officer to be Civil Sui genu oi Burdwan, one of the civil stations leserved lor the 
Covenanted Medic il Service 

From the Government of India in the Home "Department, to the Government of Bengal, 
No 151, dated 14th August 1877, refusing to sanction this appointment 


Resolution —By Resolutions No 2185, dated 14th August 1876, and 
No 3816, dated 31st October 1876, the puncaplo wasaflnmed that, except 
for special reasons, and with the previous sanction of the Government of India, 
no oim but a Commissioned Medical Officer should be appointed to any office 
reserved for the Covenanted Medical Services. 

2 In applying for permission to make the appointment which has now been 
disallowed, the Government of Bengal pointed out that these oiders of 1876 
appear to conflict with certain earlier orders favoring as economical, the ex¬ 
tended employment of Uncovenanted Medical Officers 

3 The Governor General m Council considers that there is no real con¬ 
flict between the orders thus contrasted, but, to prevent futmc misunderstand¬ 
ing about a principle of much importance, His Excellency in Council deems 
it necessaiy to leute and declare ntiesli the policy of the Government as 
regards the public service m the Medical Department 

4 The Commissioned Medical Offieois m the Military Department are 
all Members of organised* Covenanted Services The Government of India 
has authorised the appointment of Membeis of these Seivices to certain spe¬ 
cified Civil Medical Chaigos and Appointments These specified appointments 
are added to the List of Military Appointments for winch provision is au- 
tboused, and the strength of the Commissioned Medical Services is regulated 
and maintained accoulinglv Every addition to the List of Civil Medical 
Charges for which Covenanted Officers aie authoused, involves an addition to 
the strength of one of the Commissioned Medical Services, and every reduc¬ 
tion of that List involves a reduction of the strength of one of. these Services. 

5 The pay and pension of a Commissioned or Covenanted Medical 
Officer m Civil employ hung higher than the pay and pension of an Uncove- 
nanted Mtdicil Oiheei, eveiy addition to the List of Civil Medical Charges for 
which Commissioned Medic il Officers aio authorised, causes additional expense, 
and eveiy reduction of this List produces a saving Hence the orders to 
which the Govci nmont of Bengal has rcfeired, favoring the extended employment 
of Uneovcnanted, in place of Covenanted Medical Officers The principle of 
these orders is si ill emphatically recognised every curtailment of the List 
of Civil Medical Charges for which Commissioned Officers must be provided will 
be welcomed as conducive to economy, and no addition to tlus List will be 
allowed without the strongest evidence of necessity 

6 But, when once a Civil Medical Charge is enrolled m the List and 
provision is tuado foi it by the necessaiy addition to the strength of one of the 
Commissioned Medical Services, it is impossible, except for very special reasous, 
to allow the appointment thereto of any one but a Commissioned Medical 
Offieei The appointment of an Uncovenanted Officer to an office for which 
provision is made m the reeiuitment of one of the Commissioned Medical 
Services would be obviously unjust to the officers of this Service, and tend 
to produce oigamo inconveniences such as the Government is now finding 
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it so difficult, and so costly, to remedy m the Covenanted Civil Service It is 
an indispensable condition of the formation of every body of officeis organised 
under covenmit or commission, to fill certain offices, that the monopoly of 
these offices^be jealously and rigidly preserved to them Any departure from 
this course involves (1) injustice to the officeis, and, as a consequence, well* 
founded, and, therefore, mischievous discontent among them, (2) needless 
expense for the pay of officer^ provided foi offices otherwise filled. 

7 Hence the Resolutions of 1876 that, except under circumstances of spe¬ 
cial necessity and with the particular sanction of the Government of India, no 
one but a Covenanted Medical Officei may be appointed to any office in the List 
of Medical Chaiges for which Commissioned Officers are provided The prin¬ 
ciple of these Resolutions makes it neccssan to add that they must continue 
to operate m respect to an office lemoved from that List, so long as any 
officei who was admitted to the sen ice befoie the ofiice was so removed, lcmarns 
practically eligible for the appointment 

8 It seems nccessaiy even to go a step fuither It being necessary, 
for the general purposes of the Admimstiation, to maintain organised bodies 
of Commissioned Medical Officeis, economy pinnly lequires that the utmost 
possible use be made of them, and that, so long as any of them is un¬ 
employed, no other Medical Officer be appointed to the public seivice. An 
Uncovenanted Medical Officer is less costly than a Commissioned Officei, only 
if his emplojment enables the Government to dispense with the emplojment of 
a Commissioned Officer It is not, however, possible to regulate the reeiuitmenfc 
of bodies like the Commissioned Medical Services so exactly that ilieir 
number shall never be excessive Moreovet, the reserve oi Commissioned 
Medical Officers maintained foi militaiy puiposis is larger than is needed 
lor actual military duties m times of peace 

9 An Uncovenanted Officer, therefore, should never he appointed to 
any Medical Charge, whether it be contained m the List of Charges lor which 
Commissioned Officeis arc allowed or not, until it has been asceitamed that no 
Commissioned Officer can be spared for the post Although the pay of a 
Commissioned Officer be higher, it will he cheaper and better to employ such 
an officer if one can he spared, rather than to leave Jam to draw Ins military 
pay for doing duties tor which Ins scivius aio not absolutely requited, and to 
pay an additional Uncovenanted Officer though on a lower scale The Depait- 
mentalMedical Authouties will decide, in each case, whether a Commissioned 
Officer can or cannot bo spaud The Government ot India docs not wish 
to press for the employment of Commissioned Officers m any Civil Chaiges 
not included in the List of Charges foi which Commissioned Officeis aie sanc¬ 
tioned and piovided, but the Heads of the Medical Department should be 
guided in their piocei dings by the punciples heiem recited 

10 Bneflv the policy of the Government of India is as follows <— 

(1)—The Governor General m Council has no desire to increase the num¬ 
ber of the Commissioned Medical Officers on the contrary, so far as the exi¬ 
gencies of the public service will pci mit, His Excellency in Council would 
be glad, for economical reasons, to lcduce the number of such officeis 

(2 )—But Ills Excellency in Council must insist upon the Commissioned 
Medical Officers in the seveial Services at any timo, being utilised to the utmost, 
and he expects the Heads of the Medic il Department and the Local Governments 
to take nil precautions not only that thoie be no avoidable encroachment by 
Uncovenanted Officers upon the appointments for which Commissioned Officers 
are sanctioned and provided, hut that not a single Uncovenanted Medical Officei 
be appointed to any Civil Medical Charge, unless no Commissioned Medical 
Officer is available for the duty 

11 As to the office of Superintendent of a Central Jail to which the Gov¬ 
ernment of Bengal relers, the Commissioned Medical Services are not now 
recruited with a view to the provision of Members of these Services foi this 
office, There is, therefore, no conflict between the Resolution in the Home 
Department No 819, dated 16th June 1869, and the principles affirmed m this 
Resolution, and no objection to the continued operation of that Resolution 

12 It appears that, when ascertaining the sanctioned strength of the 
Commissioned Medical Service, m order to determine the number of reoruits 
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to be added to the service from time to time, the Military authorities reckon, 
among the sanctioned appointments, all those actually filled by Medical Officers 
at the time, whether specifically sanctioned or not This practijjp should now 
cease, no office should be admitted to the list of offices for wmch Commis¬ 
sioned Medical Officers are to be provided, unless the appointment of a Com¬ 
missioned Medical Officer thereto is compulsory within the meaning of this 
Resolution Any Commissioned Medical Officer who can be spared, may be

bear it, arid the Administration is discredited. 

2 His Excellency in Council is, accordingly, now pleased to direct the free 
exchange of silver for legal-tender copper coin m parcels of the nominal value 
of not less than Two Rupees, at every Treasury, Sub-treasury, and Currency 
Office throughout British India and in Mysore and Bcrar, and also, m anticipation 
of the consent of the Directors, at the Presidency Banks and then Branches 
Legal-tender copper com received by the Banks under this Resolution will be 
sub|ect to tho operation of the Ninth Clause of the Agreements with the 
Banks, and the Comptroller General or Accountant General, as the case may 
be, null, under the Fifth Clause of those Agreements, pass hills for the cost of 
remitting elsewhere any surplus legal tender copper com which may accumulate 
in any Bank or Bianca Bank 

3 Wherever large bodies of men are assembled on public works under 
const! uction for purposes of Famine Relief, or otherwise, the local authorities 
should make special arrangements to supply silver on the spot m exchange for 
tho legal-tender copper coin wlucb may be collected by the purveyors or foremen 
at such assemblages 
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4 Tho object of these orders is to prevent legal-tender copper coin from 
circulating at a discount, it is believed that, if they are carefully obeyed, 
such a state qf things can never occur 

6 If, nevertheless, legal-tender copper com does, at any time, or anywhere, 
circulate at a discount, the circumstance should be lrnmc diately reported to tbe 
Local Government, and by the Local Government to the Government of India, 
,\vith full explanation oi the supposed causes of the phenomenon and of the 
measures taken to remedy the evil 

6 Care must be taken not to receive, whether under these orders or 
otherwise, at any Treasury, Sub-treasury or Curiency Office, any copper coin 
that is not a legal-tender under the Indian Coinage Act 1870

Reserved or Protected Forest, or to apply to it all or 
any of the provisions of the Bill This improvement han been made at the suggestion of the 
Panj£b Government, with special reference to sacred and other private forests in that piovmce, 
but we have reason to believe that the option of obtaining for their forest property the same 
legal proteotion, and aUo (if desired) the same skilled administration, as the Government 
provides for its own, is likely to be welcomed by the owners of rent-free estates and other 
private property in many parts of India 

20 We have restricted (section 39) the power of Jewing a dutv on timber pioduced m 
British India to tndber in respect of which the Government has any rights The holders of 
lands under l&kturaj, in4mi or other tenures in which forest rights are included will thus not he

26 We have inserted a new section (77) to enable the Government to enforce service 

m cases where persons are entitled to a share in the produce of forests on the condition of 
duly performing servico in connect iou with such forests 1 

27 We have carefully considered the objections made by the Government of Madras 
to the original diaft of the Bill which was circulated previous to its introduction into the 
Council We are of opinion that the improvements which have now been made m both the 
language and matter of the Bill are so material as substantially to meet these objections, 
some of which were based on a misapprehension of what was intended It appears 
to us that the Bill, especially considering the latitude for meeting local peculiarities which the 
power of making rules affords, is now not unsuitable to the circumstances of the Madras 
Presidency, and is such as might be accepted by the Local Government At the same time, 
being permis&ive in its application, it contains nothing to prevent separate local legislation, if 
that course should be eventually preferred 

28 The publication ordered by the Council has taken place, but we consider republica- 
tion to bo desirable .

The rainfall has*been good m the northern and eastern districts, but lighter m Mysore, • 
Hassan and Kadur Agricultural piospects are on the whole satisfactory Ragi is suffering 
in some taluks from blight, and both that jawan have to a certain extent been injured by ex* 
cessive ram , but taken altogether the dry crops are thriving well, and the tanks have received 
sufficient water to assure wet crops wherever sown Information regarding the area cultivated 
is not yet supplied, but the Deputy Commissioner's weekly leports state that sowing progresses 
rapidly, and the funds now plated at the disposal of the district officers to assist the ryots in 
procuring seed will give a further stimulus Hai vesting continues, and the early crops are 
everywhere rapidly coming to maturity The relief thus off»rded is very appreciable Not only 
are prices falling but the demaud for held labor is good The pressure upon State aid is thus 
proportionately less, but the. condition of those who have suffered bv the prolonged drought 
will for some time tax the utmost energy of the district officers The Famiue Commissioner 
during the past week hns inspected the northern part of the Bangalore District and nearly the 
whole of the Tumkur District He reports the crops there are generullv in good condition, but 
some of the early rngi and most of the jawan have had too much rain He found u greut deal of 
land unsown, aud anticipates th it the recent orders about tukavi will be of much benefit The 
cattle were in excellent condition, pastuie being abundant, and the people are improving 
in health and spirits At the same time, his inspections of villages have brought to light a 
great amount of suffering, as much as £0 per cent in each village being estimated to stand* m 
need of relief, but n quinng pressure and encouiagetnent to induce the people to avail them¬ 
selves of it The faming reliet measures cannot therefore be con^ideied complete till the 
system of village inspection is thoroughly carried out, and that will le done when the addition¬ 
al officers whose set vices have been applied for and who are now &i riVing are at their posts 
The Chief Kngineer has just leturned from a tour m C oorg and the Mysore Du-tuct The 
labor market of Coorg is supplied by Mysore immigiants, and he states the coffee planters are 
glad to employ all comers fit for work Those reduced by hickness and want havo hitherto been 
sent back to Mys»uy», but hospitals have now been started m Coorg on a small scale, and it is 
thought this measure will afford all the reliof required at present In the Mysore District dis¬ 
tress has never been so severe, but there too the Chief Engineer found that in spite of pro¬ 
mising crops and plenty of field labor, the villages contaiu manf fitting nhji cts for relief who 
however evince extreme apathy in seeking it, aud whom it would be very dceirable, especially for 
the sake of the children, to uttract to works

Statement of movement of food-grains over Rajputana State Railway for week ending Saturday, the 27 fh October 1S77 
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The chief feature of the week's telegraphic news is the excessive rain that has fallen, 
almost throughout Satura, Kaladgi and Belgaum, and to a lesser extent m parts of Sholapur 
and Dharwar, and in some few places in Ahmednagar and Poona This heavy rain, besides 
the absolute damage it does to the crops, has the effect both of delating the khanf harvest 
and impeding thembi sowiugs. 

0 

2 This unfavourable weather, making general prospects worse, is probably the chief 
cause of the retardation, discernible this week, of the rate at which prices have been falling 
since the middle of September 

3 However, the number of labourers upon relief works continues to decrease very 
rapidly This week gives a fall of 28,156 The reduction is greatest in Belgaum and 
Dharwar, but there is reduction more or less in every distuct, except Ahmednagar, and the 
increase shown in the case of that district seems rather to imply that the appioximate 
estimates of the number of relief labourers upon the j-nlway works in the last two weeks were 
made too low thau that any real increase in the uumbe s has since taken place. 

4 ( holcra continues in Nisik, Ahmednagar and Satara, but the number of fatal cates 
is not large—only 87 during the week 

5 Written reports have been received from the Collectors of Nasik, Poona, Sholapur 
and Satara for the week ending the 20th instant, and from the othei Collectors for the week

by telegraph shows that the rain continued long attei these reports were written The injury 
done to tlie warka* crops m the hill villages of the Satara Celh derate seems to be very general, 
and m Kilidgi not ouly Ins the ripening khanf, but also such winter ciops as had already 
been sown, suffered from the heavy ram

PANJAB LAWS ACT AMENDMENT BILL 
The Hon’blc Mr Stokes introduced the Bill to amend the Pan jab 
Laws Art, 1872, and moved that it be referred ttf a Select Committee He 
said that he had already described the contents of tins Bill, with the exception 
of section 2 The provisions as to pre-emption contained m the Panjab Laws 
Act, sections 9—18, were, he was informed, transcribed iiom the Panjab Civil 
Oode—a useful body of principles, but one which was never intended to receive 
the force of law, or to he exposed to the disintegrating action of a stream of judi¬ 
cial decisions Section 2 of the Bill would replace these piovisions by more 
accurately drawn clauses, and would at the same time give tho Local Government 
a right ot pre-emption m respect of sales of land on wine li trees belonging to 
Government were standing The clause relating to this right had been inserted 
at Hie suggestion of His Honour the Lieutenant-Govcmoi, w ho would explain 
to the Council more satisfactorily than he (Mu Siokes) could the benefits 
which would losult from this addition to the law * 

Section 3 ot the Bill would add to the Pjyijab law a provision that the 
Court oi Wards might take chaige of and administer the pioperty of persons 
declared by the Local Govehuncnt, on their own application, to he disqualified 
from managing tlieir estates To whUt he had said on this subject when 
moving for leave to introduce the Bill he would now only add the reasons 
given by the Panjab Government when applying for the present legislation 

“ In the case of estates paying a large amount of revenue to Government, it is important 
that the State, for its own interests, should have power to assume the management and prevent 
their rum by thriftless or improvident proprietors, and it is not less important—indeed it is 
perhaps more important—that the Government should possess similar powers in the ease of 
political jagus, for nothing can be more detrimental to the best interests of the British Go¬ 
vernment than the existence of members of influential families holding perhaps large assign¬ 
ments from the public revenue, but reduced by extravagance or hid management to tnibery and 
indebtedness which timely interference by the Government would have effectually prevented 

“It would be possible, indeed, to some extent to provide for the administration of the estates 
of insolvent jagirdars and land-owners by having report to the insolvency sections of the 
Panj6b Laws Act, but this remedy has been found m practice to be insufficient, because the 
insolvent is not deprived of the powers to contiact fresh debts, and it has happi ned that, while the 
estate of the insolvent is being wound up in the Insolvent Couit, helms been incurring fresh 
debts on the seemity of his reversionary interest in tlie income ot his < st ite 11 

Mr Stokes had alieady described and (he hoped) justified tho amendment 
which the fourth section of the Bill was intended to make Ho would onIv 
add that Act IV of 1872 had boon alieady amended by Aot XV of 1875, and 
that the Select Committee to which he hoped the present Bill would berefeired, 
would doubtless consider tlie piopnety of consolidating those Acts with the 
additions now proposed 

His Honour tiie Lieutenant-Governor said that tlie new provision m 
section 2, which gave a right of pre-emption in respect of land on wine li 
trees belonging to Government weie standing, was intiodueed on Ins recom¬ 
mendation In various parts of the Panjab it was desirable to icscrve such 
rights for Government, hut it often happened that land offeied for sale was, 
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for want of a provision like that now proposed to he introduced, acquired by 
other persons, and rights which the Government would have been glad to 
acquire went to others, and the land became disforested Section 3 of the 
Bill would enable Courts of Waids to take charge of estates of disqualified 
proprietor on their own application He considered that this addition to 
the reasons for disqualifying propnotois “would be of much use, find would 
pre\ ent the rum of noble, influential and ancient families by the extrava¬ 
gance ol the incumbent of the estates

The Hon’blc Mr Stoki s also moved that the Bill be published in the 
Gazette of India m English and m the Vanjdb Government Gazette in English 
and in such other languages as the Local Government should direct

DISTRESSED SEAMEN’S EXPENSES RECOVERY BILL 
' The Ilon’blc Mu Stolls also introduced the Bill to provide for the 
recovery m Butish India of wages due to, and expenses inclined m icspcct of, 
certain seamen and appi entices, and moied that it be refen ed to a Select 
Committee

CONSOLIDATED CUSTOMS BILL 

The Hon’blc Mr Hope presented the preliminary Report of the Select 
Committee on the Bill to consolidate and amend the laws relating to the 
admimstiation of the Department of Sea Customs m India, and m doing so 
observed that, with His Loidslup’s permission, he would explain in a tew woids 
his leason for presenting to the Council, while sitting at Simla, a document 
relating to matters so important to the mercantile community 

The same occupation with other matters which, as he lately explained, had 
prevented the progress of the Foiest Bill m Select Committee duung the past 
season m Calcutta, had alsoCnterfcred with tins Bill His late colleague, the 
Hon’ble Mi Bullen Smith, had, however, been so good as to go over wuth him 
all the moie important points Aised in the correspondence relating to tlio Bill 
and the repoits made by the semi-mereantile committees appointed at the 
three Presidency tow r ns, and had ottered opinions and made suggestions which 
Mr UorL had carefully noted down Tlieie was, moieover, m a Bill of tlus 
sort an immense amount of detailed revision and le-anangement from a 
draughtsman’s point of view necessary, which would he far better done at 
leisure at Simla than m the huny oi Calcutta, where so much had to be got 
through in a short tune 

The members ot the Committee at Simla consequently thought that it 
would be bettei, and more conducive to a good Bill eventually, if they put 
forth here a puliminary Repoil embodvmg the geneial revision refened to, and 
the views checked bv those of Mr Bullen Smith where piactieahle, and pub¬ 
lished a lensed Bill with it, than it they put the whole aside to he dealt 
with at Calcutta Before adopting this course, however, Mr Hope had con¬ 
sulted then colleague in Calcutta, the Hon’ble Mr Cowie, and was glad to 
say that he had wntten that he “ eoidially concurred ” in it

. RESOLUTION 

On the 13th September last the Bengal Government forwarded a letter 
from the Commissioner of Police at Calcutta, reporting that advertisements 
of lotteries and race-sweeps printed beyond the limits of Lower .Bengal are 
sent m large numbers to hotels and other places of public resort in Bengal, 
in contravention of section 294A of the Indian penal code, and that the 
proprietors of newspapers and other periodicals in Bengal complain bitterly 
that their columns are closed to notices and advoitisements which are 
freely permitted elsewhere His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
considers that the present treatment of lotteries by the different local 
Gpvemments is &ceedipgly unsatisfactory, in Bengal the law is stnctly 
enforced, while in the Punjab and elsowhero, it is habitually broken with 
impunity, and newspapers are allowed to advertisw and circulate pioposals 
directly opposed to the provisions of the section of tho code cited His Honour 
is of opimon that if these lotteries and race-swfccps are mischievous, they 
should be put down by law, instead of being allowed to "develop themselves 
year by year, but that if they are considered to be a harmless amusement, 
the prohibitory clauso in the penal code should be repealed, and lotteries Bhould 
not be discouraged. His Honour himself considers them exceedingly mis¬ 
chievous a 

2 The Government of India concur with His Honour’s opinion as 
to the mischievous character of the lotteries and race-sweeps advertised, and 
believe that the mischief is year by year assuming greater dimensions. 
As the intention of the law on ihe subject is clear and as its provisions 
were, intended to operate in one piovince as much as in another, the 
Government of India consider that the law should be uniformly enforced 
l yUl Gover nmen ts and Adminis trations are therefore requested to enforce 
the law after giving due notice thereof by publication of this Resolution in 
their several official Gazettes

England, after payment of all the charges usual in ti ide before goods reach the hutids of the manufac¬ 
turer The processes of preparation arc to he understood to include all the operations required subse¬ 
quent to the cutting of the stems from the plants in the field, until the fibie is in a condition fit to be 
packed for conveyance to the market 

6 The machinery employed must be simply strong, durable, and inexpensive, and should ho 
•suited for erection m the plantations where jo them is grown It must be adapted for treatment of 

the fre*h stems as cut from the plant The t Jit men t of dru cl stems ofFers certain difficulties and the 
fibre prepared fiom them must moreover alwnjflh* much more costly than the fibie produced from gieen 
stems Except during the hot diy weather pr|»hng the inns in Uppei India (where rheea grows 
best), it is \crj difficult so to dry the stems jBt no ferment ition or mildew shall occur But during 
this season the steins »re compuativelv shoit aHffithe crop poor and stunted, unless it is artificially 
irrigated, and such irrigation gieatly increases ie cost of cultivation In the r unv season the plant 
is in fine condition, hut at this season it is almost impossible to elty the‘•terns m quantity without in¬ 
juring ihe fibie units* recourse is hid to aitificial means of desiccation, which gicatl) increase the cost 
of the material It is therefore obvious that the attention of inventors should be given to the discovery 
of a process for tho treatment ot the green stems

long offence and penalty clauses, the teirors of whioli it cannot be indispensable to place in 
dose juxtipositiou with every injunction or obligation 

Wi have now ueast tlu chiptcr (XIV) in tibuhr form, shewing in three columns the 
offence, the section to which it has rcfoicnu, and the penalty, and trust that this will meet the 
views of all paities To the adjudicating officer it will, wc believe, not be inconvenient, to tbe

some important lespccts, and the inventor was adjudged not entitled to the full reward He was, 
however, presented with £1,500 in consideiation of the partial measure of success he had attained 
after great peisevciance 

3 This machine has not since been adapted by the inventor to practical use, and no improved 
process of preparing the fibre of the rheea ha* been yet discovered by other pci sons Meanwhile the 
dtmand for rheea continues and the conditions which induced the Government of India m 1871 to 
ofler a prize lemam substantially unchanged 


3 His Honour the President in Council therefore considers that it is desirable to renew the offer, 
and it is accordingly hereby notified that a reward of fifty thousand rupees will be paid to the inventor 
of the best machine oi process which will separate the baik and fibre from the stem, and the fibre 
from the bark, of the Bhumena mvea 

4 A smaller leward not exceeding ten thousand rupees will be given to tho inventor of the next 
best machine or process, provided it is adjudged to possess merit and to be capable without difficulty 
of adaptation to practical use 

5 What is required is a machine or process capable of producing, hy animal, water, or steam 
power, a ton of diehbcd hbie of a quality which shall average m value not less than £45 per ton m the 
English market, at a total cost including all processes of preparation and all needful allowance for wear 
and tear, of not more than £15 pei ton, laid down at any port of shipment in India and £30 in 
England, after paj ment of all the charges usual in trade before goods reach the handB of the manufac¬ 
turer The processes of preparation are to he understood to include all the operations require^ subse¬ 
quent to the cutting of the stems from the plants m the field, until the fibre is m a condition fit to be 
packed for conveyance to the market 

6 The machiueiy emplojed must be simple, strong, durable, and inexpensive, and should be 
suited for erection m the plantations where the rheea is grown It must be adapted for treatment of 
the fie*h stem*, as cut from the plant The treatment of dried stems offers certum difficulties and the 
fibre piepnred fiom them mu*t moreover always be much more costly than the fibie produced from green 
stems Except duiing the hot dry weather preceding the rams in Upper India (where rheea grows 
best), it is veiy difficult so to dry the stems that no fermentation or mildew shall occur But during 
this season the stems are comparatively short and the crop poor and stunted, unless it is artificially 
irrigated, and such irrigation greatly increases the cost of cultivation In the rainy season the plant 
is in fine condition, but at this season it is almost impossible to diy tkfe stems m quantity without in¬ 
juring the fibie unless recourse is had to aitificial means of disiccaffon, which gieutly increase the cost 
of the material. It is ihetefoie obvious that the attention of inventors should be given to the discovery 
of a process for the treatment of the green stems. 

7 The trials will be held at Sah&ranpur in the North-Western Provinces, in the months of 
August and September 1879 Machines entered for competition should be placed in situ and be ready 
for woik not lattr than the 15th August, the competition commencing on the next day The judges 
will be appointed by the Go\ernment, and they will watch tho whole of tho tuals But the machines 
shall he woiked and adjusted by tho competitors themselves, and no person shall touch a machiut 
without the consent of the inventor 


8 The Government of India will piovido proper shelter and accommodation at Saharanpur for 
all the competing machines as well as the motive power required It will also piy for the ti«n*port 
from the sea-^oast to Suhar inpur of all machines up to the limit of one ton each, the freight on any 
excess weight to be defrajed by the owners The present rate of freight by rail from Calcutta to bahd- 
ranpur is Re 3-10 per maund or Rs 98-11 per ton, and fium Bombiy to Saharanpur Rs 4-1 per 
mnund or Ks 110-9 per ton A free second class ticket to Saharanpur will also be given to any person 
in charge of a machine 

9 Tho owner or owners of the successful machine or machines shall not be entitled to receive the 
reward offered ex< ept on tho following conditions, viz — 

(1)—That a complete technical description of the machine, illustrated by plans drawn to scale, 
shall be prepared and published (Government paj mg tho cost) for the information

GlMtaL and heavy rain has fallen throughout the week causing anxiety for the tanka 
tfnd some injury to the crops. The faTl has been specially heavy m Chitaldrug where 7 inches 
80 cents were recorded, the total fall of the year being nearly as great as in 1874-75 Not¬ 
withstanding groat risk of damage to the jowan crops which are reported to he rotting in the 
year, prospects have very markedly improved in that district, and an early termination of the 
distiess is anticipated The Famine Commissioner visited the Sbimoga district, where he found 
only one lehef camp with very few inmates, chiefly sick and infirm Both here and over a con¬ 
siderable part of Chitaldrug, he states, the people are most desirous cf remaining near their or >ps 
and cannot be persuaded to leave them for relief works, nor is it desirable they should, as even the 
poorest And some employment m weeding and cutting the heads of such gi am as has ripened and 
is # s pollings and eke out a livelihood with roots and greens *With a’little fine weather it appeared 
to be the general opinion that the harvest would be unusually good The area cultivated is 
larger than ordinary, and ae yet no serious damage has occurred. But should the incessant and 
heavy rain continue, the consequences to the jowani crop may be -serious This description 
^applies with more or less force to the other districts, the ram injuring the standing crops, 
delaying the hinvest and interfering with sowing operations The crops in Coorg are also 
suffering

No 3t> (Famine), duUd Governor General s Camp, Poona, the 22nd September 1877 

brum—H ib Excellency the Viceroy and Govcrnoi General, 

To—Hoi Majesty s Secretary of State for India 

In paragraph 3 of Youi Lordship’s despatch No 62, dated 9tli August, 
is expressed appioval of the orders issued by us, enjoining publicity m the lare 
cases where distuct ofliceis find it necessary to puicliasc giam foi the supply 
of any landlocked, foodless tiact And the same paragraph counsels vigilance 
in watching the operation of our orders restricting the purchase of grain 

The words of this paragraph were telegraphed to me by Your Lordship 

on the 10th August, and we 
submitted by telegraph the re¬ 
ply given m the margin Since 
the despatch of that telegram, 
my Mmute, dated the 12th 
August, has given (paragraph 
18) a general statement of the

second famine, private trade has earned into the districts of Madias and 
Mysore a daily average of 4,000 to 5,000 tons of food This great result must 
be largely due to the assurances, published by the Governments of Lidia and 
Madras m June last, to the effect that Government would not mterfcie m the 
gram trade These were the assurances to which we referred m our telegram 
quoted m the first paragraph of the piesent letter 

8 The gram bought by the Madras Government is being kept in reserve, 

and so its presence dot's not operate to prices low, and thereby to check 

importations I am aware I hat the MemlnWpkhe Madras Government, though 
they do not now advocate Government purchases, are strongly of opinion that 
their purchase of 30,000 tons, and their placing the greater part of that supply 
m depdts up the country, paved the way for private trade, and encouraged its 
steady flow It is true that private trade increased after the Government 
purchases had been made, but trade did not acquire its full stream till August

The telegrams show that run did continue at least till the 2nd instant In Dharwar the ram, 
while mjuufig other crops, has served to restoie the rice.

No. 45#-—In 1871 the Government ot India offered a prize of £5,000 to the inventor of the best 
machine or process for the pieparation of the fibre of the Bohmeria nivea (popularlynowu undu the 
names of rheea, ramie, and China grass), and the terms on which machines would be admitted to 
competition were widely notified in India, m Euiope, and in America Many persons declared their 
intention to compete, but ultimately only one m ichine was actually biought to the place of tml The 
machine, having been carefully tested at Sahdi mpur in the autumn of 1872, was found nnpeifeifc in 
some important respects, and the mventoi w is adjudged not entitled to the full rewaid He was, 
however, picsented with £1,500 m consideration of the partial measure of success he had attained after 
gteat perseverance 

2 This machine has not since been adapted by the mventoi to practical use, and ho improved

Resolution —In the Resolution of March last Local Governments and 
Administrations were requested to review briefly the year’s operations and to 
express their opinion on the result, but some Provinces have simply forwarded 
the returns submitted by district officers. • 
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2 The Annexed statement summarizes the year’s operations except in 
Mysore and Coorg, from which Provinces no return has been received The 
provincial returns, however, still show a want of care in their co%pdation, and 

some have had to be returned for revision * * * *

3 The noticeable features m the returns are the following "Last year 
it was found that 21,000 persons and 48,000 head of cattle were destroyed 
during the year by wild annuals and venomous fenakes, that 22,357 wild 
animals and 270,185 venomous snakes had been killed, and that Its 1,20,015 
had been expended m rewaids This year it appears that 19,273 persons and 
54,830 head of cattle June so perished, th.it 212,371 snakes and 23,459 wild 
ammals have been killed, and that Its 1,24,574 have been expended in rewards 
In Madras, Bengal and in the North-Western Provmces and Oudh, the numbers 
of persons killed by wild animals and by snakes are considerably less in 1876 
than in 1875, m the other Provinces the figures do not exhibit any great 
variations, except in the Cential Provinces, where deaths rose from 617 m 1875 
to 1,098 in 1876 The Chiel Commissioner states that no new or special 
measures have been adopted m view to the extermination of wild ammals and 
snakes, but theie is no explanation of the greater moi tality shewn m his returns 
As regards the loss of cattle, the figures ol the year seem unsatisfactory 
While Madras and Bombay shew fewer cattle killed, Bengal, the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh, the Punjab, the Central Provmces and British 
Burma shew materially larger numbers It is also probable that even the 
figures now reported are only approximate to the truth, as the agency for 
reporting the mortality caused to men and cattle is still imperfect, though 
more perfect than it used to be The unfavourable figures testify possibly to 
better reporting and not to really greater mortality As regards rewards paid 
for the destruction of wild ammals (including snakes), more was paid in Madras, 
Bombay, Bengal, the North-Western Piovinces and Oudh, the Central Prov¬ 
inces and Bntish Burma, and less in the Punjab and in Assam

THE FVMINE OR SCARCITi OF IS76-1M7 

Minute by If is Ircdhncg the Governor o* Bombay, dated 10th Ocfolei , 1S77 

The collection of the land revenue m those distnets of the Bombay Pre¬ 
sidency which have been affected by iaminc has received tlie most paiticular 
attention from the Tiotal Government As I had occasion to*notiee this matter 
with mueli stiess while acting m the capacity of Famine Delegate be foie 
joining this Government, 1 beg fuitlxr tp lecord the considerations whic h 
suggest themselves fiom my present stand-point m the Government ol Bombay 
The land levenue, endangered in the Bombay Presidt ncy by the famine of 
1876 and 1877, amounted to 262 lakhs of rupees or £2,620,000 

From the veiy fust, that is, m Januuy 1877 when Famine Delegate, I 
represented to the Government ot Bombay the expediency of only suspending 
the collection of the land i even no in these distnets, and ot icliammg from 
making anv pi onuses to the people ot remission It was understood that the 
Government was at that time disposed to allow remissions generally, although 
the exact amount ot sue li rt missions had not been settled Jt was appiehcnded, 
liowever, by many at the time that, tiom 40 to 50 lakhs of levenue, c£400,000 
to £500,000 might have to be i emitted Afterwaids the Government agreed 
to suspend only, and uot to remit, noi promise to remit, save in a tew excep¬ 
tional eases On joining the Government on the 1st ol May, I found that very 
few lemissions had boon granted A laige sum (about 50 lakhs of inpegj or 
£500,000) had, however, been justly held suspended for collection, pending the 
lesult ol the seasons Entnoly concuning m that policy, I lully cained it out 
with tlie com inlence and suppoit of my Hon’ble Colleagues Wo got in all 
we fanly could, it during the 50 lakhs suspended to 30, and then to 27 lakhs 
We knew of com so (Juno 1877) that the people could not then pay the 
£270,000 or £ 300,000 of land levenue held m suspension and regarded as 
the outstandings of 1S76-77 But we hoped that they might be able to do so 
hereafter, it tlie summer rains ot 1877 should prove piopitious There were 
indeed some lew eases wheie collection of the suspended levenue w r as hopeless, 
and m these revision was gianted But, the total thus remitted did not exceed 
£ 21,600 or Rs 2,16,000 

But the summci rams began to come and then eeasecl coming And up 
jfco end of August oui hopes ol collecting the outstanding £ 270,000 tor 1876-77 
became fainter and hunter Indeed, leais aros" that some of the revenue for 
the current year 1877-78 might have to he suspended m addition However, 
tlie season took a turn for the bettei from the 31st of August and 1st Scptem- 
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her, and wc perceived that the revenue foi the current year 1877-78 would be 
sale We then immediately mstiueted our Collectors to collect fully lor 
1877-78, to tlieir eye on the £270,000 outstanding for 1870-77, and to 
collect that aswn as might be practicable after realisation of the land levenue 
of the current 1877-78 These outstandings might be collected during 
tlus last-named y^kor at all events during next ycai 1878-79, ll the summer 
rams of 1878 shall boknopitious 

Recently, the Ocro«r rams have been so abundant (I say abundant rather 
than piopitious, loi in sonWnarts they have been excessive) that we learn that 
the Collectors will aftei all liable to get m much ol the outstandings (£270,000) 
during the current year 1877^5^, This we have accordingly ordeicd, adding 
that whatever may remain is to oStfot m as soon as possible attei the lams ot 
1878 It no moie had or unseasofttMe weather supervenes, and it nothing 
iuither goes wiong with tyic weather, nN^Lnot over-sanguine to say that, by 
next spring 1878, nothing out ot the outstanlbngs will lemam to be collected, 
save a residue which will come in duimg the ensuing suramei In that case, 
the loss ot land revenue during the famine of l8%0 and 1877 m the Bombay 
Presidency will not exceed 3 lakhs ot lupees oi £30,000,—a loss which is com¬ 
paratively insignificant, as it will be remembered that the revenue cudingercd 
by the failure of harvests amounted to 262 lakhs of lupees oi £2,G2l),000 
The loss tlieieioie will, as we now hope, be the meiest iiact ion ot one pel cent 

It is remarkable too that, owing to icvision of settlements, the land 10 - 
venue demand during these very yeais of scan ity has gone on slightly increas¬ 
ing On the whole our present trust is that the land revenue of the Hominy 
Presidency will vntually not have sutleied at all fiom the famine 

Till tins happy result shall have been fully attained, the final veidictmaybo 
withheld, it will, luxwevei, be attained if under Providence we are spared any 
fuithci calamity of season In that case, it will reflect eiedit on the lyotwaioe 
system and the Revenue Survey and Settlement ol Bombay, and on the reso¬ 
lute, manly and mdustiious diameter of the Natives ol the Beuan 

We aie much indebted to the discrimination and steadiness evinced by our 
Collectors and Revenue Commissioners We are alq§ specially indebted to our 
Chief Secretaiy, the Hon’ble E W llavenscrott, C S L, to whom the general 
supervision ovei the revenue pertains

was in much chngci Paddv, on the other hand, lemaikihly improved, and the tanks being 
cveiywhere full, an excellent Vnisik crop may he expected, while the cessation of the rain 
lias come m tune to prevent the thieatened damage* becoming serious The Famine Com¬ 
missioner visited the aflected part of the Kadur District, and leports that had it not been 
for theinjmy done by the run to the standing crops, the famine there would have almost ended

The rainfall of the week was very trifling, and this opportune break m the weather 
proved most beneficial The standing crops are reported to be looking remaikably well, har¬ 
vesting has been general, and sowings for the Vaisak crop recommenced The aspect of things 
is accordingly much brighter, and the change lias caused such^n improvement m the general 
apptarance and condition of the country, that the Famine Commissioner anticipates that, except 
m Tumkur and parts of the Bangalore and Chitaldrug Districts, the services of the Special 
Relief Officers may be dispensed with after the end of December Before leaving, the Special 
Officers will make a list of necessitous persons m tbeir taluks, and will carefully ascertain the 
present population of a selected portion ot their charge where an average amount of distress 
has prevailed

Statement No 41, regarding Famine Relief Operations m the Fiovmce of Mg sore, for the 
Week ending the 17th November 1877 

The Province dui mg the past week has escaped a great danger Had the same abnor¬ 
mally heavy rainfall that Madias experienced been extended to Mysore, it would have done 
irreparable damage to the crops and tanks But the stoim seems to hive expended itself on 
the eastern coast, and though the sky for some days was overcast with clouds, the showers 
that fell were only slight and partial, and there is every uppearance now of fine settled weithet 
The standing crops are very good, and only m the western di«trn ts where distress is lightest, 
has the heavy rain, at the close of October, caused any considerable damage Reaping, especi¬ 
ally- of early or “Kartika” paddy and ragi, actively continues, and there begins to be a 
domand for held labor for this puipose There is still a month left, in which the late or 
u Baibakh" paddy and Bengal gram can be sown, and m many quarters the land is being 
prepared foi these crops, the cultivation being beneficially stimulated bjnthe grant ot tnkavi 
from Government But in the paits which have suffeied most m TumkcfK^ind the east of 
Chitaldiug, the amount of land under cultivation is not equal to the average r l he public 
health is lair, but fevei prevails as usual at this season The improvement in thn condition 
ot the people is alieady great, and their spints are raised by the sight of a good crS^ coming 
to maturity, even those who have no connection with the land aie leaving the Relief Citmps 
and Woiks m the hope ot getting a livelihood by reaping and gleaning—a hope which will 
not always b° fulfilled Fears are expressed that the relief uffoided by the haivest will be 
only temporary, and that in the woist aftected distncts, unless prices materially fall, distiess 
will not immediately cease At piesent the people me averse from leaving their homes to |eek 
relief in the Government Camps or on Woiks at a distance fiom their villiges, and the Famine 
Commissioner, having regard to the circumstances of the season, has discouraged the use of 
pressure to induce them to do so The fall of prices has necessitated the introduction ot a mini¬ 
mum instead of a sliding scale of wages on Relief Works, it being an objeet to retain the people 
emploj'ed till they have sufficiently reeoveied strength to be safely lelegated to their usual oc¬ 
cupations Speiking generally, the prospects are good, the^famine is in hand, the piesent 
arrangements tor dealing with it are sufficient and complete and the efforts of all officers are 
rather directed to the woikiug up of those arrangements to the highest degree of efficiency, 
than to extending or opening them in any new direction

No. 45.— In 187fthe Government ot India offered a prize of £5,000 to the inventor of the beat 
machine oi process for the preparation of the fibre of the Bokmeria moea (popularly known under the 
names of rheoa, ramie, and China grass), and the terms on which machiues would be admitted to 
competition weie widely notified in India* in Europe, and in Amenca Many persons declared their 
intention to compote, but ultimitely only one machine was actually biought to the place of tual The 
machine, having been carefully tested at Saharanpui in the autumn of 1872, was found imperfect m 
some important respects, and the inventor was adjudged not entitled to the full reward He was, 
however, picsented with £1,500 in consideration of the partial measure of success he had attained after 
gieat perseverance 

2 This rauchmo has not since been adapted by the inventor to practical use, and no improved 
process of pieparmg the fibre oi the rheea has been yet discoveied by other persons Meanwhile, the 
demand for rheei continues, and the conditions which induced the Government of India m 1871 to offer 
a prize remain substantially unchanged 

3 His Honom the President in Council, therefore, considers that it is desuable to renow the offer,

Statement No dJ, regarding Famine Relief Operations in the Frovmce of Mysore for the 
Week ending the 24th November 1877 

Excepting a few insignificant showers, there has been no rain in the past week The 
settled weather is rapidly upening the crops and in another fortnight oi thiee weeks the whole 
of the caily harvest will h.ivo been got m The libeial grant of takavi for sowing paddy 
and gram has been even more useful and more eagerly sought after than was anticipated, and a 
considerable extent of lind is likely to be thus biought under cultivation The prospects of 
the later or Vaisak harvest aic consequently extremely good Prices still maintain a high level, 
but the more free use of local stores and the incoming new gram enable the people to live and 
to employ field labour, and the signs of severe distiqss are quickly passing away The leports 
from the districts describe the existing population as generally able to maintain themselves, 
and to be in no need of further relief, but a careful house-to-house inspection m villages has 
brought to light individual c i«es which a little timely help will save The Special Relief 
Officers are also busy distubuting the funds placed at their disposal by the General Relief 
Committee, and aie thus enabled to lcscuo laige numbers of small proprietors and artizans 
from sinking to the class of d ly-labourers

WHAT FEES ARE PAYABLE, AND BY WHOM 

Rule I —A fee of S annas for eveiy square foot of ground occupied shall be charged for the 
construction of any masonry grave m a bui lal-ground 

Notes —(1) This fee is independent of the actud charge for making a grave 

(2 ) The fie leviable ou a masonry grave refill ally built up to the level of the ground is also leviable on a 
masonry grave which is not built up to the level of the ground, but which is only over and round

Rule IV —Fees for masonry graves and monuments should be levied over the whole cemetery 
including those portions which are used by Roman Catholics and Non-conformists

Rule V —British soldiers and non-commissioned officers are exempted, with retrospective effect, 
from the payment of any fee for the construction of masonry graves, sr for the erection of monumenta 
m burial-grounds to^he memory of their comrades, wives or children. No monument, however, 
either regimental or private, shall exceed the dimensions prescribed m paragraph 
• Appendix A Home Department Resolution* No 6—870-82, dated 9th November 18V6 

Notes —(1) This rule ia applicable to the British soldiers and non commissioned officers whether in military or civil 
employ 

(2^ Monuments erected under this rule subscribed for partly by non commissioned officers and men, and partly by 
officers, are likewise exempted from the prescribed fee 

(3 ) Warrant officers are not exempted from payment of ecclesiastical fees 

Rule VI —The Cliunar pensioners being more or less under military control come under the 
category of soldiers, and aie therefore entitled to the same exemptions as soldiers But this ruling 
does not apply to other pensioners who aro not similarly under military control 

Rulf VII —The Chaplain may at his discretion reduce, or altogether remit m cases of extreme

FEES BY WHOM TO BE COLLECTED 

Rule VIII —In those stations in which a mason has been appointed, who alone is allowed to 
work within the cemetery, he is required, m exchange for the monopoly, to collect the fees on monu¬ 
ments and masonry graves, and pay them to tho Chaplain and any person ordering the construction 
of a masonry grave or monument bv a mason or undertaker other than the person appointed by the 
Chaplain must pay the fees m advance 

Note —Fees on masonry giavts and monuments constructed by the appointed mason or undertaker need not be 
paid m advance, but in cast of failure of payment, their recovery must bo entrusted by the Chaplain to the Magistrate or 
Deputy Commissioner as tho case may be 

FEEb TO WHOM TO BE PAID 

Rule IX —The fees prescribed in Rules 1, 2 and 3 should be paid to the Chaplain or, in the 
absence of the Chaplain, to Die officer in charge of the bunal-ground and remitted at once to the Civil 
treasury, except fees foi monuments in churches which should be paid over by the Chaplain, to the 
charitable objects to which the Bishop assigns them when his faculty is issued

MISCELLANEOUS t 

Rule XI —(I) A person may not purchase a poition of a Oov#nment cemetery os a burial-place 
for himself and his family, so as to have a right to fence it with a rail or fence, and thus make it the 
private property of 'himself and family But when such rights already exist, they are not without 
reason to be interfered with, and special cases as they arise may require exceptional treatment And in 
such cases the Archdeacon may exercise bis discretion with the sanction of the local Government 

(2 )—All private rights must, however, cease if for sanitary or other public reasons the cemetery 
is closed against burials, or even that portion of it in which the private ground is situated, but m special 
cases the Archdeacon may exercise his discretion of giving permission to open a vault or masonry grave 
(3 )—No kutcha grave can be opened in any cemetery for tho purpose of converting it into a 
masonry grave without application to the Archdeacon which must be accompanied by a certificate from 
the Principal Medical Officer that this muy be done without risk to public health 

Rule XII —(1) When a piece ot ground is granted by Government as a cemetery to a Railway 
Company for the mtermeut of its own servants, which afterwards keeps it m repair and provides the 
neccssaiy establishment, so that beyond the original grant of ground Government is at no expense, the 
collection ard application of fees accruing is left to the decision of the Railway Company which main¬ 
tains the cemetery in good order and repair 

(2) —The Commissioner or District or Judicial Officer, and m military stations the officer com¬ 
manding should inspect such cemeteries and report to Government if they find them negligently kept

Other Ecclesiastical Fees . 

Rule I —No fees are charged for the performance of the rite of b iptism or bunal, or for the re¬ 
gistration of the performance of these offices 

Rule II —In addition to the fee foi the Surrogate’s license, a fee of Rs 10 shall he charged on 
all marriages by license, except the marriages of officers and others m the Military or Naval Service of 
Her Majesty

RESOLUTION 

On a reconsideration of the subject, the Government of India think it necessary to modify the 
rules contained in the Resolution of 8th Septerabei 1875, so far as legards the buna! of deceased 
Roman Catholics The Government of India have now decided 

1st, that at stations where there is a Roman Catholic Priest drawing an allowance from Govern¬ 
ment, be shall be held bound to read the burial service over the bod} ol every deceased Roman Catholic 
brought (or bunal, unless he be excused from doing so by the rubius and canons of the Roman Catholic 
Church and that when the Roman Catholic Pi lest refuses to read the burial service over the body of a 
‘deceased Roman Catholic soldiei, the military authorities sLall make proper anangcificnts for the decent 
interment oi the corpse , 
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2 ndly, that where there is no Roman Catholic Pnest paid by the State, the Protestant Chaplau 
shall, if requested by the friends of the deceased, or by the officer commanding, be bound to bury the 
deceased according to the ntes and ritual of the Church of England, except in either of the three cases 
m which Piotestant Chaplains in India are excused from burying a deceased Protestant, tnz, 
dying unbaptized even by lay baptism, excommunicated by the major excommunication, or de- 
claied to be felo de ae , and that when a Protestant Chaplain ictuses to officiate at the bunal of a 
deceased Roman Catholic soldier on either of the thiee tfbove-mentioned grounds, the military authori¬ 
ties shall, as in the case of refusal by a Roman Catholic Pnest, make proper arrangements for the decent 
inteiment of the corpse, 

3 rdlvy that whenever, with or without furnishing any explanation of his reasons, a Roman Catholic 
Priest paid by the State oi a Protestant Chaplain refuses to perform the funeral ntes of his Church over 
the body of a deceased Roman Catholic soldier, the circumstances of the case should he fully reported 
by the military authorities for the consideration and orders of the (lovernment of India 

2 The Governoi General in Couucd is accordingly pleased to direct the modification m the above 
sense of the provisions of paragraphs 15 to 19 inclusive of the Resolution, 8th September 1875

NOTIFICATIONS— Fibres and Silk 
Simla , ike 3%t August 187? 

No. 45,—In 1871 the Government of India offered a prize of £5,000 to the inventor of the best 
machine or process for the preparation of the fibre of the Bolvitn* mwa (popularly known under the 
names of rheea, ramie, and China grass), and the terms on which machines would be admitted to 
competition were widely notified m India, in Europe, and m America Many persons declared their 
intention to compete, but ultimately only one machine w&s actually brought to the place of trial The 
maohme, having been carefully tested at Sahdranpur in the autumn of 1872, was found imperfect m 
some important respects, and the inventor was adjudged not entitled to the fall reward He was, 
however, presented with £1,500 m consideration of the partial measure of success he had attained after 
great perseverance 

ft This maohme has not sinoe been adapted by the inventor to practical use, and no improved 

S rocess of preparing the fibre of the rheea ha9 been yet discovered by other persons Meanwhile, the 
emand for rheea continues, and the conditions which induced the Government of India in 1871 to offer 
a prize remain substantially unchanged 

8 His Honour the President m Council, therefore, considers that it is desirable to renew the offer, 
and it is accordingly hereby notified that a reward of fifty thousand rupees will be paid to the inventor 
of the best machine or process which will separate the bark and fibre from the stem, and the fibre from 
' the bark, of the Bohmeria mvea 

4 A smaller reward, not exceeding ten thousand rupees, will be given to the inventor of the 
next best machine or process, provided it is adjudged to possess merit and to be capable without diffi¬ 
culty of adaptation,to practical use 

5 What vs required is a machine or process capable of 'producing, by animal, water, or stsatft 
poorer, a ton of dressed fibre of a quality which shall average in value not less than £4*5 per ton in th# 
English market, at a total cost, including all processes of preparation and all needful allowance for wear 
apd tear, of not more than £15 per ton, laid down at any port of shipment in India, and £30 m 
England, after payment of all the charges usual in trade before goods roach the hands of the manufac¬ 
turer The processes of preparation are to be understood to include all the operations required subse¬ 
quent to the cutting of the stems from the plants in the field, until the fibre is m a condition fit to be 
packed for conveyance to the market ' 

6. The machinery employed must be simplo, strong, durable, and inexpensive, and should be suited 
for erection m the plantations where the rheea is grown It must be adopted for treatment of this fresh 
stems, as cut from the plant The treatment of dried stems offers certain difficulties, and the fibre 
prepared from them must, moreover, always be much more costly than the fibre produced from green items 
Except during the hot dry weather preceding the rams in Upper India (where rheea grow* best), ft si 
very difficult so to dry the stems that no fermentation or mildew shall occur But during this wksca 
the Btems are comparatively short and the crop poor and stunted, unless it is artificially imgafted, nmd 
such irrigation greatly increases the cost of cultivation In the rainy season the plant is in fine con¬ 
dition, bat at this season it is almost impossible to dry the stems m quantity Without injuring the fibre, 
unless recourse is had to artificial means of desiccation, which greatly increase the cost of the material 
It is therefore obvious that the attention of inventors should be given to the discovery of a process for 
the treatment of the green stems 

7 The trials will be held at SahfiranptiT in the NoTth-Western Provinces in the months of August 
and September 1879 Machines entered for competition should be placed m situ and he ready for 
work not later than the 15th August, the competition commencing on the next day The judges will 
be appointed by the Government, and they will watch the whole of the trials But the machines shall 
he worked and adjusted by the competitors themselves, and no person shall touch a machine without the 
consent of the inventor

the sea-coast to Sahdraupur of all machines up to the limit of one ton each, the freight on any excess 
weight to be defrayed by the owners The present rate of freight by rail from Calcutta to Sablmupur 
vs fig. 8-10 per mauud, or Es 98-11 per ton, and from Bombay to Sahiranpur Rs. 4-1 per aumwd, or 
Rs. llQ-9 per ton A free second class ticket to Sahfiranpur will also be given to any person in charge 
of a machine

extend only to the 24th November, the number of persons to be dischai^ed on the 30th was 
piesumably something less than 11,000 The only districts in which the numbei is at all 
consumable are Sholfipur, Poona, N6sik and Ratnagin Of the 5,000 at ShoMpur more 
than half aie engaged upon the Ashti tank, where work will still be available for them as 
ordinary labourers Almost all of the Poona labourers, too, are on Iirigation works, which 
will be continued as ordinary works The 1,750 at N&sik are all employed on the lailway, 
and they, too, will piobably be able to remain on the woik as ordinary labourers Indeed 
there is no certainty that many of the laige number shown as relief labouiers on the railway 
m the Nasik Di«stnct for the last few weeks should not rathei have been deemed ordinary 
labouiers There remain for consideiation about 2,000 poisons employed on roads in Sho¬ 
lapur, and 1,300 persons employed m Ratnagin Explanation of the sudden increase in these 
two items has not yet been received On the other hand, no objection to closing all relief

The law relating to arms, ammunition and 
military stores has long beon felt to be m an 
unsatisfaitoiy state In some paiticulirs it his 
bien found dt fectivi, and on many points it pri - 
bunts difficulties ot construction which might it 
any time prove embarrassing to the Govern¬ 
ment or entail hardblnp on innocent persons 

2 So far back as the year 1870 a Bill was in¬ 
troduced to remedy this state of things, hut, owing 
m part to press of woik and in jfc.it to other causes, 
it was allowed to 6tand over 

8 The present Bill is in the main a consoh- 
d ition of tho existing 1 iw, and a re-cnactment of 
it in a simplor form with such improvements in 
points of detail as the experience of the working 
of the Arms Act of I860 has shown to he desir¬ 
able On two points only does it propose to 
introduce changes ot any importance 

4 The first of these points is dealt with m 
section 7, which, taken with the second sched¬ 
ule, imposes duties on the importation by sea of 
arms and parte of arms, &o Those duties, it will 
be observed, are fixed without retcrenco to tho 
value ot the articles on whu b they are imposed, 
and they are so fixed and arc pitched, at what may 
seem at first sight to be high rates, expressly with 
a view to check the importation of a cheap class 
of arms, tlje importation of which has of late 
}oars largely increased 

5 Such arms cannot, from their inferior make, 
be intended tor sporting purposes, and there is 
reason to suspect that a considerable pi ©portion of 
them finds its way into the hands of the criminal 
classes m the interior ot the country or of the 
hostile tribes on our frontiers It has been found 
voty difficult to prevent the transit of such arms

6 The other point on which the Bill goes to 
introduce a material change m the existing law 
is that of the possession Vf arms At present the 
mere possession of arms is prohibited only m 
certain provinces, which, to use the language of 
Ait XXXI of 1860, have been “disarmed" 
Throughout the rest of the countiy, though no 
jierson can go aimed or cany arms except under 
a special exemption or by vntue of a. license, 
the mere possession of aims other than cannon is 
not restru ted 

7 Now there is good reason to believe that this 
complete absence ot restriction m the districts 
whu h have not been disarmed has led to the law 
piokibitmg the tiansport of arms and the export 
of arms across the frontiers being extensively 
evaded As Jong os all persons indiscriminately 
may have arms in their possession to any amount 
tliey please in the districts which have not been 
disarmed, it is practically impossible to prevent 
such arms being passed on to the disarmed dis¬

Observations —It is reported that, owing to the defective arrangements of 
the Persian Postal Department, great difficulty is experienced m submitting the 
report by the date fixed (1st August), the Governor General m Council is there¬ 
fore pleased to rule that the date of submission be changed from 1st of August 
to 1st October 

Capital and Revenue 

2 The figures given m the report are only approximate ones, the 
accounts not having yet been finally booked 

3 The Capital Account has been increased by the addition of £657-11-4, 

and stood at the end of the year at £1,154,493-7-6 , 

4 The Revenue Account exhibits a loss of £6,140-9-2, by which sum the 
expenditure exceeded the receipts In the previous year there was a profit of 
£10,466, so that the results of the year under review may he said to be worse by 
£16,606-9-2 thanin 1875-76, the profit ol that year was, however, due to excep¬ 
tional causes, and a falling oft in 1876-77 was anticipated, tins point will be 
more fully alluded to under the head of “ Traffic ” 


* Lines . 

5 The length of lines remain very much the same as m the last report, 
there bemg only a slight increase m total length of 3 miles due to alterations 
effected m the course of repairs on the Mekran Coast section 
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Maintenance and Repairs 

6 In the Persian soeiion—Teheran to Bnshire—778 new iron poles have 
been substituted for the old wooden standards, and the wires now borne 
entirely upon iron supports 

7 The line is reported to bo at present in excellent condition, and the 
pole shooting by which so many standards have been damaged m previous 
years has, the Govcmoi General m Council is pleased to observe, decreased in a 
most satisfactory manner, paitly owing to improved conservancy arrangements, 
and paitly fiom the disappearance of some of the worst offenders 

8 tn the Peisian Gulf section several faults have been out out of the 
cables of the sub-marme line at different times during the year, and breakage's 
lepaned 

On the land lino of this section, 6,000 old and defective insulators have 
been replaced by a coi responding numbei of now ones, and a considerable quan¬ 
tity ol eonoded Avne has been replaced by new material 

9 The mam cables of tho sub-marine line are reported to be m good con¬ 
dition, except the shore ends, which have slightly deteriorated, though not suf¬ 
ficient to cause any impediment to signalling operations 


Interruptions 


10 Appendix G shows the vaiious interruptions on the land line of the 
Persian Gull section, and the rnannci in which they were caused, and Appendix 
5 exhibits the intei rupt ions on the sub-marine line of the same section The 
toimei were mtenupted in the aggregate for 14 days 9 houis and 13 minutes, 
and the lattci toi 30 days 1 lioui , but none of these interruptions occasioned 
icssation ol liaflic, one or otliei of the lines being always available foi use

The aggregate cessation of tiaffie was therefore something less than 1 day, and 
was caused by violent storms 

12 Paragiaph 21 of the report shows that some of the interruptions on 
tho Meh ran Coast land line were occasioned by wdtul cutting of the wires The 
matter is being onquired mto by the local political authorities 

13 Though the interruptions to traffic aggregated only 20 hours on the 
Government lines as above noted, yet they amounted to as much as 20 days on 
the Indo-European Company’s lines, and wore caused by violent storms and 
snow-falls 

14 An alternative wire has lately been erected by the Company between 
Ekatcnnodar, Stavropol, and Tiflis, which will, it is behoved, do much to dimi¬ 
nish the number of such interruptions on the Company’s lines m future 

15 The returns of interruptions show considerable improvement over 
those for last year, and Appendices 5 and 6 give all the requisite information for 
the Mekran Coast and sub-marine lines, but Appendix 7 for the Persian line is 
not so complete, and docs not show the causes of interruptions The Governor 
General m Council requests that this information may be supplied in next 
ycai’s repoit 

16 Appendix 8 comparing the interruptions for tho last three years show's 
tho progressive improvement that has taken place on the Government lines 
Tlic Company’s system has not been so fortunate, and suffered about four times 
as much as in 1874-75, though less than in 1875-76 The interruptions occurred 
chiefly in the neighbourhood of the Caucasus, and were occasioned by heavy 
falls of snow and storms 

17 The Turkish route is reported to have been interrupted in the aggre¬ 
gate for 30 days and 7 hours

18 Statement .T slnwa that tin perc3ntago of messes transmitted 
tlirough the Persian Gulf section without error is much huger than it was m 
the previous y<#tr, this is very satisfactory Similar mtoimation should have 
been given for the Persian section, and it is requested that this omission be sup¬ 
plied m future reports 

- 19 The average speed of transmission ot messages through the Persian 

Gulf section, Statement II, contiasts veiy favorably with the picviousycar 
Similar information should be given m future regauhng the Persian section 

20 Statement G shows that the average speed of transmission of messages 
between the United Kingdom and Calcutta has impioved by 49 minutes vid the 
Indo-European route and by 8 minutes md the Red Sea route as compared with 
last year, which is satisfactory 

21 The tariff to Europe remained the same throughout 1876-77 as m the 
previous yeai, vis , Rs 2-8 per word 

22 The income of 1875-76 was abnormally high owing to the prolonged 
break of the Red Sea cable during that yfear, so that the revenue for 
3876-77 has been compared by the I)irector-m-Cluef with the more normal 
year ot 1874-75 

23 The revenue for the year 1874 75 amounted to EGG,192, while that 
foi 1S70-77 is shown to have been £65,035 This decrease is attributed partly 
to the mciease in interruptions on the Indo-Euiopean Company’s lines, partly 
to the withdrawal from Persia of a Packing Agency at Busline, which, however, 
has recently been re-opened at Teheian, and partly to the Eastern Extension 
Company’s cable which woiked well all through 1871-75, having been disabled 
for no less than seven months duimg 1876-77, which accident considerably 
reduced the Ear-East traffic On the othei hand, however, the “Special Times 
messages” and the diversion of some of the Eai-East tiaffie to the Indo- 
Euiopean route have brought increased levcnue, and on the whole the operations 
ot the yeai may be considered fair 

24 The introduction of the word “TanfT,” whicli came into foice on the 
1st Januaiv 1876, appears to have been much appreciated by the public, as 


shewn by the following comparison —

The above figures show that, while the number of messages has increased 
considerably, the numbci of words has been much reduced The revenue on

25 As mentioned m paragraph 2, the accounts foi 3876-77 had not been 
finally closed at the date of submitting the repoit under review, the figures 
given therein are necessarily approximate only Eor the same reason the 
figures now quoted for 1875-76 do not always agree with those published in* 
the report for that year, and where diffeiences occur, it is m consequence of the 
adoption of corrected figures 

26 In reviewing tlve report for 1875-76, the Government of India drew 
the attention of the Dircctor-in-Chief to several points, of which the following 
arc the most important (1) that the traffic tables did not distinguish between 
official and private messages, (2) the notable absence of any tables and details

On the Oth July I had the honor to forward you a telegraphic message to preparo you 
fon considerable delay in the submission of this my Annual Administration Report of the 
Indo-European Telegraph Department When affairs are m their normal condition, it is 
barely possible for the statement to reach you by the 1st August The couuers between the 
south of Persia and Teheran travel bat onee a month to and fro, and no oftener between 
Teheran and London The dates of the despatch of these couriers are by no means regular, 
so that the Director at Teheran may be kept waiting for several weeks after the close of the 
official year before he can commence the preparation of his report, and again before he can 
send it to me At the present time the wai between Turkey and Russia has rendered the 
postal arrangements between Persia and London more than ovor precarious, the ordinary route 
by Erzeroum has been temporarily abandoned, and the report of the Persian Section, dated 
Teheran, 2nd June, reached my Office only on tho 30th July 

2 In former years I have found it a matter of extreme difficulty to even approximate 
to the date on which the report is requited by you, and I feature to observe that, under such 
circumstances, it is scaicely possible to avoid small inacouiaues of detail and occasional 
omissions If the Government ot India would consent to the time for the pieparation of 
my annual repoit being extended, so that the 1st October instead of tho 1st August were tho 
date by which it should be due, I should be considerably relieved, 

8 In the following paper it will bo seen that my remarks are not grouped precisely 
as in former yeais, but I may indicate the subjects tieated of under the following headings —

8 The object of the Indo-European system is, from the nature of the undertaking, 
limited, and it may be said to be achieved, bo that, unlike the case of the telegraphs of a 
State which are subject to annual extensions or changes according to the requirements of com¬ 
merce or national policy, the observations to be entered under tins head are necessarily 
unimportant, aud must differ but little from what appeared in last yeai's repoit Wherever 
the lengths of the sections noted below ate not precisely as before, the difference is owing to 
repairs and alterations effected duuug tho year, and they will be separately referred to under

10 Daring the year under leport tho substitution of iron for wooden supports was 
brought to a completion, the old wooden posts which still existed in the neighbourhood of 
Kohrood, Ispahan and ISivand having been ontirely removed In the first division 576 and 
in the second 202 new iron standards were erected, and it may confidently be elated ttyat this 
line is now in excellent condition Cases of wilful damage*which in former years caused us 
excessive trouble aud anxiety were in 1876-77 comparatively trifling ^nd few Major Smith 
refers to this satisfactory improvement as follows -A 

“Wilful damage to the line has, I am happy to say, considerably deoreased. In fact 
throughout the greater portion oi the line it maybe said to* have altogether ceased This 
improvement I attribute chiefly to the greater number of control stations, to the system of 
placing each Inspector* in the* middle of his section, and to the better discipline of the 
maintenance branch generally Fortunately also some of the greatest culprits in the way 
of pole shooting in the Kazeeroon-Bushire section have been got nd of. The Kedkboda of 
Kemarej was killed about two years ago by his own followers, ana last autumn tho Governor 
of Borasjoon, another old offender, was disgraced and arrested for arrears of Revenue.” 
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11 Clear as seem to me our claims on the Persian Government for the re-irabursement 
of expenses incurred by us m repairing* injuries wilfully caused from tune to tune, these 
olauns are repudiated by the Shah's Ministers The correspondence on the subject during 
the past year has been very voluminous and has all been laid before the Government of 
India. 1 have More than once, when called upon, submitted my opinion on the matter, and 
need only say that 1 oan discover neither justice nor reason in the quasi arguments adduced 
by the Persians Our claims are, I believe, valid and unanswerable if there be any meaning 
at all in Article XII of our Tieaty which, to my mmd, appears thoroughly intelligible The 
^question is oue for diplomatic arrangement and need not be f ui ther enlarged on here. But 
1 should remark that by my instructions Major Smith has always taken special oare not to 
enter amongst our claims any case where the least doubt could reasonably be entertained as

12 In the Persian Gulf several breakages occurred m the mam eables and were promptly 
mended, several old faults weie cut out before they had sufficiently 1 developed J to affect the 
working, and the harbour cables between Manora and Kurraohee were extensively repaired. 
The breakages occurred m the gutta-percha cable only They were four in number. The 
pndcipal one took place on the Gwadur Jashk cable near the latter named station on the 
7 th January 1877, aud was mended on the 13th it was caused by corrosion and decay of the 
ontside iron wire guards The second in importance took place on the Gwadur-Manora cable 
near Manora on 5th July 1876 and was tempoianly repaired on the 8th idem The locality 
of the fault, which was caused by chafing on the rocks, being too near shore for the Ambtritotch 
to approach and effect permanent repairs during the monsoon The remaining breaks of 
the cable which lasted 20 hours and 3 hours, respectively, were apparently due to wilful 
damage The cable m the former instance having been hooked up and cut with an axe or 
some Bimilar instrument at a distance of about 400 yaids from Manora and in the latter 
case it seems that a thief bioke open the Manora cable house with the object of purloining 
the brass connections Every effort was made to discover the offender or offenders, but as yet 
without success A detailed list of the breakages will be iouud m Appendix 5 

13 After the break of the gutta-percha cable near Jashk, treated of in the previous 
paragraph, Lieutenant Stiffe cut out a fault flora the same section near Henjam on the 20th 
January, and another m the Jashk-Buslme cable which had been ‘developing’for several 
months Three other small faults of the same description were removed from this seotion 
m the previous April and May, one of which had been indicated since 1870 

14 The Kurrucliee Harjour cables having shown signs of failure, chiefly m consequence 
of the deterioration of the portions buued m dry ground, ware thoioughly overhauled, and 
aboat one-thud of the total length of each was lenewed 4n this woik the steam launch 
2 lose rendered vesy great assistance 

15 The mam cables are now, in the opinion of Lieutenant Stiffe, quite free from faults, 

but the shore ends near the Gulf stations have deteriorated, though not to the extent of 
interfering m any way with the signalling A complete list of the repairing operations 
undertaken will be found in paragraph 59 * 

16 On the Mekran Coast land line 6,000 new insulators were substituted for old 
defective ones. Many miles of corroded wire and se\ eral iron standards were replaced, and 
a diversion, which added 3 miles to the length of the line, was effected at the llubb River 
crossing in order to obtain the advantage oi a narrower span from hank to bank Farther 
reference to this diversion will bo made in the seotion of this report allotted to 
* interruptions 9

17 Although, as I observed above, the third or local Persian wire cannot fairly be 
held to constitute a part of the Indo-European system, it cannot be disregarded when the 
question oi interuptions has to be considered Under Aiticle VI ot the Persian Treaty now 
in force, the loan oi the third wue can, uuder certain restnctions, be claimed by ps for inter* 
national working m case our two wires should be disabled Moreover, we undertake m 
return for a stipulated annual payment to keep it in ordei for the Persians 

18 Appendix 7 gives the interruptions 04 the three wires, Teheran-Bushue line, foi 
1876-77. in order to snpply the exact mlormatiod required by the Government of India sc 
as to notify not only interruptions to traffic but interruptions to each separate conductor, ] 
must count cases ot contact between two wires, which practically left two distinot means ol 
communication available, as interruptions of one wire and contact between ell three wirei 
will be counted os interruptions to two wires It will then bo seen that during the yeai 
one wire of the three was interrupted for 479 hours Id minutes, two wires were interrupted 87 
hour* 30 mmutes, and all three (involving a total cessation of communication) for 20 houn 
during the year. The longest period during whiok communication Va# entirely suspended 
was for 5 hours 10 minutes on the 5th October 1876 Major Smith repeats that these 00 m- 
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plete teaki were caused by \io1ent gales On the whole, I think that the interruption 
report for the Persian lines for 1870-77 speaks well, considering the physical conditions 
which prevail* fbr the solidity oi the line and the efficiency of its maintenance.

£0 The principal bietkof 7 da^ s' duration on the Mekran Coast Line occuired at the 
large span, more than a third of a mile in length, of the Hubb River crossing This accident 
might have been put light at once, but as the restoiation of communication by the land 
line Was not urgently required, the opportunity was taken for carrying out a plan, previously 
approved, of diverting the line for a distance of 3 miles to a moie favourable spot for crossing 
where a span of 430 yaids m length was found sufficient By this diversion the risk of future 
breaks on the Hubb River will be much diminished 

£1 Other mteiruptions on the land line, lasting in the aggregate 31 days, were caused 
wilfully by the Rind Chut ‘ Dad Mihomed' cut Ling the who and damigmg the supports 
His followers also made a pusoner for a few liouis of the Native Artificei and seized his 
camel and ride The dishuhance arose from the fact of some domestic slaves of the tribe 
having been deelaied free by the Muscat inthonties <»n then being landed at Gwaclur The 
department was by no means conceitied with this matter which is being dealt with by the 
Political Agent who compensated the Native Aitificei for his losses 

£2 Owing to the existence of a double chain of communication m the Persian Gulf, 
none of the above-mentioned interi upturns ciuscd a stoppage of the traffic, scaicely even any 
appreciable delay, one line being nlwa\s m good order when the other was br6ken 

£3 But although the hues under my cliaige were fortunate from the fact of the total 
interruptions m Persia and the Peisian Guli not having ancsted traffic for more than £0 
hours dunng the entire year, the wnc& of the Indo European Telegraph Comp my, on which 

we mainly depend, were less successful the breakages* 
ppen x l on those lines having stopped oui business foi upwards of 

£0 days The aggregate intcriuphon ot liaftic between England and Kurrachee vid Teheran 
amounted theieloie to 21 days This although not quite so long as in 1875-70 (which was 
an exceptionally bad yeai m this respect) was yet veiy serious, and as will be seen under the 
head ot Traffic had a bad efleet upon our earnings for the year 

£4 The interruptions on the Company's line occurred on the Gitomir-Tiflis Section, and 
were paused foi the most part by violent falls of snow and storms The suspension of an 
alternate wire now m operation between Kkateimodnr Stavropol and Tiflis will doubtless m 
the future dimmish the frequency and duiation of these unfortunate interruptions, but as it 
will not form an alternative loop to the whole of the section most exposed to storms, I am

£5 The speed between England and India v?& Teheran was well maintained dunng 
the year The rate at which the traffic was tiansmitted averaging only 1 hour and 35 
minutes per message between the United Kingdom on one side and Caleutta on the other. 
This is the highest speed that has yet been reached, and, if I am nghtly informed, it exceeds 
by 8 minutes the pace attained on the Suez route, the average for vghich through 1£ months 
was 1-43 per message 

26 The tariffs and regulations of the St Petersburg Convention remained m fotee 
during 1876-77, and the chargo between, India and Europe by the Teheran and Suez routes 
was consequently Rs 2-8 per word, or the same as m 1875-76 

27 In the latter hauled year our earnings (it will be remembered) were abnormally 
high, owing to oUr having transmitted the whole of the traffic between Europe and India 
dunng the interruption ot the competitive line m the Red Sea The income of 1875-76 
^nnot, therefore, serve as a basis of companion with that of the post year which amounted

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28 The falling off is attributable partly to loss of traffic occasioned by interruptions 
and partly to the withdrawal from Persia of a somewhat irregular but busy packing agency, 
which formerly gave us a considerable number of messages As shown in the Appendix to 
the section hend^} Interruptions, the line vtd Teheran was broken down for 8 da) s only in 
1S74-75 as against 21 days m 1876-77 The loss in earnings during the extra 13 days of 
interruption last year may be estimated at not less than £2,500, in addit ion to this tlie 
Madros-Penang cable which worked well during the whole of 1874-75, was wholly disibled 
for seven months of 1876-77* The department had tlieicfore to sustain a serious loss of Far- 
EAst messages in addition to the diminution of its traffic with India owing solely to the inter¬ 
ruptions of its feeders for which we aie in no sense responsible 

29 The agency removed from Peisia in 1876-77 gave us m 1874 75 messages to the 
value of about £3,000 The agency belonged to a firm which mclud« d packing amongst 
the several blanches of its business, and it was established in Persia when it was possible 
to make a profit by addressing messages to Bushne, and re-transmitting them from that point 
to India or England An alteiution m the International rates effected at St Peteisburg 
lemoved this souice of profit, and the agency was in consequence withdiawn in the early 
part of 1876. 

30 As a partial set off, there were two items of levcnue last yoar which did not exist 
in 1874-75 One was the special Sunday messages of the Times and the other the traffic 
from India to the Far-East directed vtd the Peisian Gulf whilst the Penang cable was broken 

31 There can, 1 think, be no doubt that, bad tbe thtough linos been as fiec fiom 
intoiruptions m 1876-77 as they were in 1874 75, and had the re-tniismi6Sion of messages m 
the way just described continued, the earniugs of the Depaitment would have exceeded those 
of 1874-75 by several ’thousand pounds I inay add that the film referred to in para 29 has 
again found it advantageous to re-establish its telegraphic agency, but in this case at 
Teheran instead of Bushire The arrangement of the tariffs under the St Peteisburg Conven¬ 
tion still allowing some piofit to be made by the le-direction ot messages to und irom the East, 
this Oflice was ro-opeued m Much 1S77, and a glance at Appendix 3 will show that I by no 
means overestimated the effect of this business on oui earnings It will be observed that the

32 The messages transmitted bj Turkey gave us about the same m 1876-77 as in

about £4,500 The com pan tivcly mfenor speed and accuracy attained on this hue pievent 
the public fiom favouring it to any great extent 9 

33 The Indo European Company has been forced by recent events to pay veiy special 
attention to the part of its line, the failure of which has had so depressing an effect on our 
Inst yeai's leceipts While I write I am expecting to hear of the completion of a wire 
traversing a new and safer line between Kcrteli and Tifhs less exposed than the one so often 
interrupted to the disastrous action of gabs and snow storms, and of stionger construction 
than the Soukhoum Kaleh Tclegiapli which it is to supersede 

34 Taking into consideration the facts as above stated, and also tbe great and unusual 
depression of tiade* during 1876-77, I think that, although the financial results give some 
gtound for disappointment, especially after the high figuies of 1875-76, tlieie seems no reason 
whatevci for despondency as regards the futute, and the cucuiubtauccs show that blame for 
the falling off is not deserved by tins Department 

35 The Government Indo-European system must always, from causes which I have 
repeatedly enumerated, be an expensive telegraph to mamtum and work But 1 believe its 
existence has become not only valuable but indispensable to the State, and it must be the 
steady object ot the Department to maintain its efficiency at as low a cost as possible I 
have endeavoured to leduce expenditure effect economies wherever practicable, und I shall 
not in the future relax my efloits 

36 The word tauff was apparently of great service to the public, the percentage of 
messages under 10 words m length averaging as much as 35 per cent of the whole number 
These short messqges would, under the old system, have nearly all been sent through the 
medium of packers In 1874-75 when the lowest charge was for 10 words, the Persian 
Gulf cables transmitted 86,931 messages, containing a total of 968,800 words, producing a 
revenue of Rs 6,89,035 In the year just past the cables transmitted 45,205 messages, 
containing 883,913 woids, producing a revenue of Rs 5,83,185 Attached are tabulated 
statements prepaied by Mr Herbage, Traffic Manager at Kuirachec, which will enable further 
comparisons to be made between last^ea^s tiaffic and that of the preceding three years. 

87 In the Revenue Account will be found au item of £260 entered as profit arising 
from the mean rate Bystem via Turkey, m explanation of which I beg to state that the mean 
rates collected in Europe and m India for the despatch of messages by tbe Tuikish line were 
m excess of tbe exact rates due to the different Administrations by the above mimed sum 
The system vtd Turkey being conducted by the London Office of this Department, the item 
is one of profit.

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Inspections 

38 On the 1st April 1876 I was, m company with Major Smith, the Director of the 
Persian Section, at a distance of one day's march from Bushire, journeying slowly to 
Teheran on a tour of Inspection I had just visited India and completed a round of 
visits to the Gulf stations as noted m para 38, &o, of my last year's report A full and 
detailed account of my journey was prepared by me on my return to England, and sub¬ 
mitted to the Under Secretary of State in letter No 247 of the 14th July 1876 The 
following extract from my letter may not be out of place here as describing the state of 
Southern Persia during the early part of the past official year I must, however, remark 
that since that time Yah} a Khan nas been removed from the Governorship of Fars and 
replaced by H R H Ferhad Mirza, whose energetic measures (some of them marked by 
excessive seventy) have put a stop to much of the brigandage and disorder which were 
nfe at the time of which I wrote The Musheer U1 Mulk, a man of about 80, has since 
my visit been bastinadoed by order of the Shah, mulcted of au enormous sum of money, 
and has, I heat, left the country on a pilgrimage to Mecca —* 

“ Major Smith and I left Bnshire for Teheran on the 31st March Mr Walker, the 
Superintendent ot the Southern Division of the Persian Telegraph, accompanying us as far 
as Shiraz The land line m this Division is admirably laid out, and although the country 
it traverses is exceedingly mountainous and difficult, I believe that interruptions to the 
communication would henceforth be unknown were it not for the lawless state of the tribes 
and villagers m this part of Persia From Bushire up to the very walls of Shiraz the * 
country is absolutely unsafe for ordinary travellers, and the same may be said of the road 
onwards to within 40 or 50 miles of Ispahan When I first marched through this part 
of the world, 14 years ago, no day passed without my meeting gne or two caravans, and 
at that time signs of a generally prosperous condition of affairs were not wanting The 
change for the *01 se has been steady and most lamentable, and the famine of 1871 has 
fatally assisted tbe rum of these provinces Between Bushire and Ispahan, on this occasion, 
we met, I think, only one caravan, and that was pillaged on the hills near Moorghab 
Villages formeily thriving and surrounded by cultivation are now completely deserted, 
and I might safely say that no single day passed without our either hearing of or seeing 
evidence of the existence of organised bands of robbers in every direction Only between 
Bushire and Kazeroom does our line itself suffer direct injury Every man and boy 
carries a gun, and our iron-poles seem to offer irresistible temptation as marks The 
Governor of the large village of Borazjoon is about the worst offender, and a very determined 
attack, for v\ Inch I am convinced he was responsible, was made on the telegraph shortly 
after we passed by The higher Persian authorities are apparently afraid of this man, 
who, whenever out of favftu, betakes himself to the neighbouring mountains and heads a 
band of robbers On our third maroh out of Busline we breakfasted at a village which 
had been attacked on the previous day by some Kashgais under one Jaffa Kuli Bey, one 
of the villagers being killed, five wounded, and ell the sheep and cattle carried of Near 
Shiraz an attempt was made on our own caravan, but, as a general rule, the robbers prefer 
to let Europeans alone, partly because they carry few things which are of value to Persians, 
and partly because some steps are m such cases taken to recover the stolen property, and 
to punish the offenders, whereas, when Persian subjects are the victims, nothing seems 
to be done 

“ Although the general state of the south of Persia is so deplorable, it was evident 
that the people arc, by no means, ill-disposed to the telegraph staff On two occasions 
mules belonging to my party were taken by robbers, but released directly, it was understood 
that they belonged to Englishmen On a recent occasion a troop of Arabs attacked some 
men travelling with Mr Harrison, one of my Inspectors, and shot a Persian soldier dead, 
but they never offered to molest Mr ^Harrison himself I was received everywhere with 
the greatest possible civility and attention I was visited by the Governors of the places 
through which I passed, by the Sheikh U1 Islam of f£azeroom, an imposing Cavalry escort 
met me near Shiraz, and nothing oould have been more civil and cordial than my reception by 
the Governor of Fars The Musheer U1 Mulk, who is without exception the richest and 
most influential person in the south of Persia, paid me the compliment of oalling on me 
whioh %as only remarkable, because a few years ago he was muoh opposed to ns, and was 
believed to have no good feelings towards Europeans m general # 

* It is evident that so long as the roads remain m the hands of these lawless tribes 
who pass backwards and forwards along our line of telegraph twice a year, a wilfhl inter¬ 
ruption may occur at any moment. Major Smith has, therefore, been obliged to ask leave 
to oonstruot for the shelter of our inspectors and line-guards some 8 or 4 minor sta¬ 
tions which would be unnecessary m other countries All have been completed and are 
occupied, except one at Sivand, 60 miles north of Shiraz* Permission was received from the 
Shah's Government just before 1 landed m Persia for us to build a small offioe at this place, 
and the Governor of Shiraz deputed a man to assist us m selecting a site and arranging 
matters with the head of the village* Mqjor Smith and I settled this on our journey, and 
left one of the Non-Commissioned Officers of Royal Engineers at Sivand to superintend the 
work 
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" From Sivand to Debbeed tbe road ib occupied by Arab tribes, and is impassable except 
by strong 1 well-armed bodies of men These Arabs have an understanding with Mahomed 
Nebbee Khan, the Governor of Moorghab, whose tyranny and oppression are by all accounts 
fast depopulating what used to be a fair and prosperous part of the country One large village 
called Mudr-i-Suleimnn was being abandoned as we passed, and tbe inhabitants were making 
for the hills—men, women and children—with their flocks to escape from the tender mercies of 
Mahomed Nebbee Khan At this man's village we found a large oaravan of pilgrims who 
Weie afraid with good reason to pursue their journey, as the Governor refused to give an escort 
over the hills unless they subscribed a considerable sum of money They joined our party and 
got through for nothing, but a considerable number of armed Arabs came out to meet us and, 
after seeing that we were prepared, made no atlempt to molest us Some of our Stragglers 
were stripped however later m the day " 

39 On the 3rd May 1876, Major Smith and I reached Teheran, where I remained until the 
13th, arranging certain questions connected with International accounts and sundry minor 
rtmtteis of detail I then proceeded by the Caspian Sea and Russia to London, where I 
arrived on the 3rd June I stated in my account of this journey that r my inspection 
of the Persian line was eminently gratifying, and there is no doubt that the telegraph 
between Bushire and Teheran would stand comparison with any line in the woild 

* # * * 

The system of inspection m force has been well considered and is effective, and the state 
of the offices is satisfactory' 

40 During March 1877, Major Smith has again been over his line as far as Slnr&r, and 
he reports that he has reason to be well pleased with the order maintained at the several 
stations and with the condition of the wires He alludes also, with satisfaction, to the good 
feeling which exists between our officials and the Persian local authorities, as well as the inha¬ 
bitants of the country in general 


Persian Gulf 

41 In August 1876, Mr Ffincb, the Deputy Director, proceeded by mail steamer from 
Kurrachee to Fao to investigate the matter ot necessary repairs to the buildings at that 
station Thence he went to Bushire to arrange about the qfw office outside the town, and, on 
his return, he inspected the Jashk Station In October Mr Fflnch visited Gwadur m the 
telegraph Steamer Ambermtch , and between December 1876 and February 1877 he made a 
complete tour of the Gulf stations, 

48 Thanks to the cordial assistance of Colonel Pndeaux, the Bushire building ques¬ 
tion was satisfactorily settled during Mr Ffinch's stay at that station The Persian Govern¬ 
ment having at lost agreed to the establishment of a station outsido the walls, on condition 
that the accommodation should be limited to the office and house requirements of the telegraph 
staff, and that the buildings should be the property of Persian subjects, an agreement was, 
after some trouble, entered into with two Persian merchants, who undertook to erect the neces¬ 
sary houses at the present sanctioned rent of Rs 875 per mensem m return for a guarantee 
that they shall be leased by the Department for 10 years. The Bite selected is about 5 miles 
fiom the town close to the best water obtainable 

43 The state of the buildings at the different stations visited by Mr Fflnch was, at the 
close ot the year, as follows — 

At Fao, property of Turkish Government, good The buildings of wood having been 
thoroughly repaired at departmental expense 
At Bushire, Office and houses rented Unsatisfactory— Vide para 48 

At Henjam, wooden-house reported to be very hot in summer and cold in winter 
If this station be retained, a stone building will probably become necessary 
At Jashk, stone buildings, fair order, except the latrines which require re-buildmg 
At Cbarbar, stone buildmgB, fair order, except on the side facing the sea, where 
the material employed suffers somewhat from the weather n 

At Gwadur, stone buildings, repairs needed, which were being executed at the close 
of the year 

At Ormara, fair order 

At Kurrachee, stone building, good order throughout.

44 The cost of styes supplied from England amounted, with freight, to £8,918-14-2, 
they consisted chiefly of iron standards to complete the replacement of the old wooden-pOsts 
This work being now finished/ the cost of stores for Persia will, for some years hence, be very 
much reduced 
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Persian Gulf 

45 The cost of stores purchased m England amounted, with freight, to £3,909-5 6 
The cost of those obtained in India was £2,041-11-9 The chief items of the. English stores 
consisted of 1,000 iron standaids for the Mekran Coast land line to replace vn equal number 
erected near the sea which had become too corroded to be longer depended upon, and of 
6,000 insulators, with brackets, to improve the insulation of tne line No more standards will 
probably be required ior some time to come, but a further supply of insulators will be 
necessary 

46 The value of stores issued from the Persian Gulf stock amounted to £7,765-0-10 as 
passed by the Examiner 


Establishments. 

47 The sanctioned strength of the establishments was unaltered during the year on 
record 

4S Major Smith thus speaks of the conduct of the staff under his orders m Persia 

“I am much indebted to the Superintendents and Assistant Superintendents for the 
zealous and careful manner m which they have continued to perform their duties The general 
behaviour of the Inspectors and Signallers has also been very satisfactory There was a good 
deal of sickness during the greater part ot the year, but never to such an extent as to mteifeie 
with the current work of the Department ”

50 These minor offices, as explained m previous reports, aie merely intermediate 
testing stations They are very numerous, but owing to the insecure condition of the countrvs, 
I am satisfied that not one can be safely dispensed with The small building now occupied 
at Sivand was elected during the past year on a site granted by the Governor of Fare, and 
selected by myself 

51 During the year 1876-77, the changes in the Persian staff were as follows — 

Captain W H Pierson, who was on furlough, resigned his post as Superintendent, and 

re-joined the Public Works Department m India. The circumstances which led to our losing 
the services of this excellent and zealous officer have already been fully reported to Govern¬ 
ment 

One Inspector, Mr W Hanison, resigned. • 

One military signaller having seriously suffered in health was allowed to re-join his 
corps at Chatham, aud 3 civil signallers resigned their employment 
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I have asked that Mr Douglas Walker, who has for some tune officiated m the Persian 
Division, should be allowed to fill Captain Pierson's appointment The other vacancies were 
filled up from this country, excepting that of the Inspector for which au able and experienced 
ex-Sergeant of l^al Engineers was availablf on the spot

“ In my last year's report I mentioned that 14 clerks had left the service in 1871-75, but 
that only 1 clerk bad left during the year then under review I cxpiessed a. hope that this 

showed a healthier state of things, and that 
in consequence ot the tleiks gaming m experi¬ 
ence the enors made would be less numerous, 
and the speed greater, I have howcvei been 
disappointed, for during the last year no fewer 
than 10 c^rks resigned, 1 was dismissed, and 
““ 1 desalted, one other cleik was translcrrcd to 

chaige of a section of the land line on the lamented death of Mi Monemcnt" 

54 During the same period 17 new clerks were engaged, 0 to fill the now ap- 
Eogaged m England - 10 pomtments sanctioned by the Government of 

,, m India 7 India at the end of the last jear, and 11 to 

Total 17 re pl ace those clerks who resigned oi were dis- 
— missed 


55 Besides the above changes, this Division lost the services of Mr Inspector 
E F Monement, who was accidentally drowned at Kurrachee on the 20th July 1870 • The sad 
end of this excellent and energetic officer was universally deplored 

The gutta-percha jointer was dismissed for insubordination, and Mr Ron ley, our extra 
Cable Foreman, who had been only temporarily engaged, was allowed to return to England 

50 Mr Ffinch has expressed himself as not altogether satisfied with the signalling 
efficiency of the young clerks engaged m this country The system m force was established 
by my predecessors and appeared to be the best in many respects for the peculiar conditions 
of the Department. There*is, however, much force m what Mr Ffinch has urged, and I hn\t 
determined to somewhat modify the existing plan In case of vacancies 1 ha\e authorised 
Mr Ffinch to engage a few efficient well conducted men (if they can be spared) from the 
Indian Department Working on land lines m India however differs m many points fiom 

v 
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working cables m the Persian Gulf, and it may be advisable to engage in this country, when 
opportunity offers, a proportion of clerks who have had cmploj men under some ot the 
Cable Companies The whole question is still under consideiation and is the subject of 
discussion by Mr Flinch and mj self. * <3 

57 Before ending this report I should point out that whenever I have spoken of last 
year’s receipts, earn mgs, or expenditure, the figuies employed are necessarily only approxi¬ 
mate, the accounts for 1876-77 not having yet been finally adjusted and closed But where- 
ever the figures refer to the business of previous years, they have been extracted from the 
blue books and may be accepted os accurate Consequently theso last mentioned figures 
will not invariably agree precisely with the approximations of formei annual leports pre¬ 
pared like the present one before the closing of the ytarly accounts 

58 I will now add a few particulars on certain subjects which do not conveniently 
belong to pither of the mam headings already enlarged on. 

59 On the 7th January 1877 I addressed a letter to the Government of India, point¬ 
ing out the advisability of steps being taken before very loug to replace the cable Ste imer 
Amberwttch, the i casons urged by me were accepted as sufficient, and I need not repeat them 
litre During the past year this useful vessel, under th« command of Lieutenant. Stifle, 
was emploj ed on \ anous important duties, the natuie of which can be gathered fiom the 
following tabular statement —

62 Dunn# the year 10 5 knots of gutta-percha cable were expended, 6 4m repairs, 
while 4 1 wore stripped of the corroded wne guards, and remun in hand as core only Of 
India-rubber cable I 6 knots were used up in repairing the faults 

63 At the beginning of the year I was enabled to submit a highly satisfactory state¬ 
ment of the tiue condition and ‘ behaviour* of the Hooper's core, and the tests up to date 
corroborate what I then reported 

64 The gradual failure and decay of the seiving and guards of these sub-marine 
cables, while the valuable dilectnc and conductor lemaiu perfect, have led to the accumu¬ 
lation of a considerable quantity of coic which should bo utilised hereafter With this view 
I applied during tlie past ) ear for permission to purchase, foi the use of the Mauora Establish¬ 
ment, a cablo serving apparatus which should in a year or so be supplemented by the addi¬ 
tion of a wire covenug machine 

65 The sanitary condition of our Gwadur Station has for some years past been a source 
of gieat anxiety and doubt We had reason to hope that the steps taken would have im¬ 
proved matters, but the health of the place is still, I regret to say, far fiom satisfactory 
Were it not lor political objections to Gwadui being abandoned, I should piopose the total 
umoval of my staff, which has alieady been reduced to a very Mpw ligure Mr Flinch thus 
describes his visit to the pkice in the autumn of 1876— 

“ I inspected Gwadur in September, December and February I regret to say that my 
anticipations relating to this station becoming again healthy have not been ualized Fever 
ot the usual type made its appearance again m October 1870, and became so bad that at one 
time I feared it would be necessary to close the Office, many natives, including the Office 
Bheestie, died, and most of the Clerks sent there had to be removed 1 have now only the 
Clerk -in-charge and one Signaller there, and by working dncct on the cablo between Kurra- 
chee and Jashk with artificial leakage introduced at Gwadur, and also by working through 
Gwadur direct with Ormaia and Chaibar m translation on the land line, I am able to 
ieduce the wolk at Gwadui *to a minimum This ariangcment necessitates an extia Clcik at 
Ormara and Charbar stations, which arc obtained fiom the saving effected in the Gwadur 
Establishment 

“ The station at Gwadur is supplied with drinking water from a condenser which can 
distil 23 gallons m 8 hours It is not used daily Thu wood for burning m it costs Us 18 
per mensem, coal was tiled, but was found more expensive 

"The buildings at Gwadur were much in need of repaus which w$re being carried out 
at the end of the year by the Public Works Department As the ordmaiy lime cement 
flooring breaks up at once, Poitland cement is being used This will keep the floors drier and 
will pei haps cause the buildings to be healthier ” 

06 The state of the Libraries and Recreation Fund, organized with ^Government 
approval and aid, is flourishing A separate report on this subject has very lecently been laid 
before the Government 

67 In conclusion, I have ttso honor once again to express my hearty recognition of the 
good service rendered by the officers aud staff of the Department generally, and I would 
specially record my appreciation of the work done by Major Smith in Persia, by Mr B T 
Ffinch, and Lieutenant Stiffe in the Persian Gulf, aud by Mr Brasher m the Head-quarters

1 am directed to submit herewith, for the information of His Excellency the Viceroy and 
Governor General m Council, a copy of Circular No 31, dated 28th ultimo, containing the 
Famine Commissioner's orders (1) on the Ordinary Government Ration of one lb per diem, (2) 
on Special Treatment and Special Diet, and (3) on Hospital Diet 

2 The Famine Commissioner has satisfied himself, by personal inspection of nearly every 
Rebel Camp m the Province, and by caretul weighing and testing o( the fond served out— 

(1) that the 1 lb ration is sufficient to maintain m good condition those who are not 
much reduced by famine, and that in many cases they improve upon it, 

(2) that wherever the inmates of a Camp who have been m residence for some time 
are found to he specially emaciated, it has been proved that they have not been receiving the 
full ration, hut have bceu defrauded of it through some peculation or stupidity, 

(3) that in the eftse of paupers who have been very much reduced by innutrition, an 
increased scale of diet called “ special treatment ” is necessary, and that with this assistance 
they often improve with surprising rapidity

ON THE ORDINARY GOVERNMENT RATION OF ONE POUND PER DIEM 

I have now before me the notes of the results of several hundred expeumeuts made in 
boiling rice und ragi, both by mj self and by the Relief and District officers to whom Cucular 
No ftlO, dated 17th October, was sent There is a good deal of discrepancy in some of the 
returns, but the conclusion pointed to by the experiments as a whole is protty clear 

Weight of rice hejore boiling 

One seei* of nee weighs from 88 to 90 rupees Cleaned nee weighs heavier than un¬ 
cleaned “ Hasbi" or Mysore rice weighs slightly more than kushal or kutbal, t e , “ boiled 11 
Madras rice 

* N B —The word “ seer * is used throughout, unless otherwise stated, as a measure of capacity 

Weight of rice after boiling 

The result vanes a little according to the kind of nee, hut more according to the quantity 
of water r lhe best proportion seems to be when the water is double the quantity of the rice 
thus 10 seers, or say 22 lbs of rice, should he boiled in 20 seers of water Trailed in this way 
the differences are still great but m the vast proportion of cases, 1 lb of rice bus been found 
to weigh from 120 to x80 rupees when boiled The majority of my own experiments point to 
Rs. 130 as the proper result % 

Capacity of rice when boiled 

I have not pursued this experiment, because the pookmg power of boiled rice is almost un¬ 
limited With a little pressure any measure that can he constructed might be made to hold 
double, or half, of what it was intended to hold 

Weight of ragi when raw and unground 

One seer of ragi weighs about Rs 80 

Weight of ragi flour when ground 

When the seer measure is filled slowly and carefully, as is the practice with traden, one 
seer of flour weighs Rs. 65 or Rs 66. 

Weight of ragi when cooked 

The discrepancies here are not so great as m the case of rice Almost all the experiments 
■hew that one lb. of ragi flour when cooked shoald weigh lrom 100 to 115 rupees, the weight 
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varying a little with the wetness and dryness of the pudding It loses about 2 per tent in 
weight as it cools My own experiments point with verj little vanution to a weight of about 
Rs 106 as the proper weight of 1 lb 

The result of these experiments leads me to issue the followingnnstrucfions 
All food, both rice and ragi, should be given out m balls, the system of giving the rice 
loose in pannikins, which cxiBts m some Relief Camps, should be abandoned, as such measures 
are untrustwoithy 

I believe tfiat, as a rule, the rice b ill, which forms one of two daily meals for an adult, 
should weigh about Rs 65 and the ragi ball about Rs 53 and I am satisiud that, if in any 
case they weigh less than Rs h0 or Rs 50 respectively, the paupers aie not yetting their full 
ration But the kind of rice, the shape of the pots, the time of boiling, and ibove all the quan¬ 
tity of water, influence the icsult, and though 1 would not lay down any unifoim figuie for 
the weight of the halls throughout the Province, I believe that the Special Rthef Officer and 
Superintendent of each Rtliif C amp might establish the exact figure for that Camp by experi¬ 
ment, and adhere to it with close accuracy, by always cooking the same kind of lice in the same 
proportion to water 

The stmdard weight of each hall thus fixed should be written on a placard and hung up 
m the kitchen, and the Supeuntemlcnt should weigh some of the balls tveij day, ind all in¬ 
specting officers should weigh some b ills on each visit, and see ll thej come up to the standard 
I append a ieeip£ for condiment* which may be used with such vauatious us thenliffireut 
prices prevailing at different pi ices require The condiments for 100 adults, at 3 pies pei bead, 
should cost Re 1-9-0, and this lecipd is calculated to cost so much at puces now prevailing 
m Batigaloie The dal should b* giound to flout before boiling, the people prtfei it whole, 
but it is wholesome when giound, and when whole it falls to the bottom aud the cooks steal it 
Care should he taken that the pot m which the condiments are cooked should, if of coppei, 
be tinned q \ery 15 da\ s

The accompanying diet scales have been diawn up for feeding the sick m Famine Hos¬ 
pitals 

It is not qiflte possible to lay down exact rules for dieting these sick people, or, if laid 
down, to follow them implicitly under all ciicuinstances, but it is suggested that the following 
clarification might be made — 

1 Those too ill to eat solid food and who must he fed on liquids for them the diet 
marked “Milk" should be used, with such “Extias" or “Comforts" as may be 
requited 

2. Those who ire suffering from severe bowel complaint o r long standing, with 01 with¬ 
out diopsy, for them the diet marked “Spoon" should bo used, the meat being 
made into soup and not eaten solid—with Extras or Comforts if lequired 

8 Those who arc recovering from bowel complaints and those who are suffeiing from 
debility, fevei, lheumatibin, abscess, ulcer, &c , for them the diet marked “ Ordi¬ 
nary " should be used 

4 Those who are convalescent, and those suffering fiom any complaint unconnected with 
bowel complaint, or disease of digestive oi^ans for them the diet maiked “Full" 
(oi Ordinary) should be used 

6 The general lule should he to give the highest scale which can bo safely and benefici¬ 
ally eateu

OPIUM ACT, 1876, AMENDMENT BILL 

The non’ble Mr Hope moved for leave to introduce a Bill to 
amend the Opium Act, 1876 He said that this Bill owed its origin mainly 
to two circumstances Tho first of these he would explain m some 
detail In the Opium Act of 1876, it was provided that the Act should 
come into force on the Bame date throughout all India, and conse¬ 
quently it was necessary to have all the rules, which were to he subse¬ 
quently promulgated by the Local Governments, ready beforehand, so that, 
on the Act coming into force, they migfht be issued at once In that Act 
it was also provided that it should come into force on the 1st day of April 1877 
But when the 1st of April 1877 arrived, even the drafts of the rules had not, 
in the large majority ot cases, been received from tho several Local Governments 
for the approval of the Governor General m Council Consequently, there was 
no alternative except to postpone the date of the Act coming into force, and Sir 
John Strachcy m March last accordingly introduced and obtained the sanction of 
the Council to a Bill providing that the Act should come into force on such day 
as the Governor General in Council might hereafter declare It was at that 
time hoped that there would he no difficulty m gettmg all these draft rules 
together m a few months, and tho further difficulty that some of the Local 
Governments might have their rules quite ready, and others might not, was not 
foreseen Now, after the lapse of about nine months, tho position was this, that 
certain Local Governments, and those very large and important Governments, 
had sent m draft rules which had been approved and were ready to be issued 
But in other cases, the rules which had been received had been returned for 
revision, and certain Local Governments again had not even up to the present 
time sent m any draft at all, unless, therefore, the Government was prepared 
to wait indefinitely for the advantages which tho Act would ensure, fresh legis¬ 
lation was unavoidable The first portion of the Bill which he asked leave to 
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introduce would therefore alter the Opium Act, 1870, by providing that it should 
extend to such local aieas, and on such day, m the case otoaeli, as the Governor 
General m Council might, by notification m the GazeC^ of Kklia , from time 
to time direct 

The second circumstance which had given rise to the motion this day was 
that a clerical error had unfortunately crept into tlie Act of 1870, extending 
only to one word, but that word so important that it would pre\ent the opera¬ 
tion of the Act throughout Lower Bengal and other provinces m which the 
system of Government monopoly of the cultivation of opium was m force The 
error to which he lelened consisted m the use m section 22 of the word “ Act,” 
instead of the word “ section ” The section provided that “ nothing m this 
Act” should apply to distnets where Act XIII of 1857 was in force The effect 
of that was that, as section 2 of that Act, which prohibited the cultivation 
and manufacture of opium except for Government, was repealed in the schedule, 
no legislative authonty remained at all on the subject in question By 
substitution, however, as was oiigmally intended, of the word “ section” for the 
word “ Act,” aJl such difficulty would be removed, and merely the particular 
section, which relited to procedure m case of illegal cultivation of opium, 
would not be applicable where Act XIII of 1857 was in force 

As an amending Act was about to be intioduced for the two purposes 
winch he had explained, it was thought desirable to take advantage ot the 
opportunity to make collections in one or two other minor cases, and to insert 
one or two small piovisions, although legislation would not have been con¬ 
sidered neccssaiy on these points it it had not otherwise been desirable 
One of these would he found m the tluid and fourth sections of the Bill, and 
consisted m inseiting the woids “ face or,” alter the woid “ India,” in the fourth 
and fifth sections ot the Act Those sections piovided that the Governor General 
in Council might authon/e the import oi expoit ot opium into oi I tom any 
specified pait of Butish India, on payment of such duty oi on such other 
. teims as he 1 might think fit But some one laised the doubt whether the use 
ot the wouls “oi on such othei teims” left it open to the Governoi General m 
Council to authorize thfaimpoit oi export ot opium under no conditions at all, 
without duty oi any othei iestiu lion On the wdiole, Mr Ilorc was inclined to 
think that the wouls did covei such an anangement as that But it w r as 
thought bettei to take this oppoitumtv of inseiting the words “ free or” after 
the word “India,” which would entnely cover the difficulty 

Again, sections 5 and 7 of the Bill contained provisions which were neces¬ 
sary to the complete opciation ot the system of farming the duty leviable on 
the sale of opium which was contemplated by the Act 

Finally, m oider to leduce the Statute-book as much as possible, the Bill 
piovided ioi the total lepeal of Act VI of 1877 

These remaiks would, he thought, enable the Council fully to appreciate 
the scope of the Bill which he solicited leave to mtroduce 
The Motion w r as put and agreed to 

INDIAN ARMS BILL 

The Hon’ble Slit E Baylly moved for leave to mtroduce a Bill to conso¬ 
lidate and amend the law relating to Arms, Ammunition and Military Stores 
lie hoped the Council w r ould forgive linn if he trespassed a little on their 
patience in intioducing this Bill, for it related to a subject which was in 
itself of very great importance , it was one also of very wide general interest 
and of very considerable complexity He therefore proposed to enter on the 
piesent occasion somewhat into detail regarding the circumstances which 
had rendered fresh legislation nocessary at the present moment, the course which 
the Gm eminent of India had hitherto adopted m regard to those circumstances, 
and the particular provisions winch it now proposed, to meet the necessities of the 
case It would perhaps be remembered that when the present Arms Act was 
under consideration m this Council—he meant Act XXXI of 1860—there was 
much aud prolonged discussion The Bill was very fully considered in all its 
details m several meetings of the Council It was very considerably modified 
duimg the piogiess of these discussions The general result of these 
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modifications and of the passing of certain executive subsidiary orders, which 
were issued while the Bill was under discussion and had boon maintained to 
the present was to make the Act work smoothly in its most important 
aspects But very snortly after the Act was passed, it was found (as was often 
the case when a Bill was much altered during its progress m Council) that there 
were several minor defects both of form and substance m the Act—in the defini¬ 
tion, for instance, of “ military stores/* as to the mode of licensing the transport 
of arms, and m the definition of “transportation/* “exportation,” and “import¬ 
ation”—which made it rather difficult to cany out the piovisions of the law in a 
wholly satisfactory mannei The Government of India weie however very un¬ 
willing to amend, almost immediately after it took eilect, an enactment which 
had been settled after so much discussion, and they prefer] ed to deal as far as 
was practicable with all these matters by executive action only Accordingly 
from time to time a great number of varying orders weio passed, with the his¬ 
tory of which he need not tioublc the Council These weie a good many re¬ 
strictions, for instance, with regard to saltpetre, for it was found that the pro¬ 
visions of the Act threatened to destroy the trade m that commodity It was 
found possible m this instance to issue various executive dnections by which 
the mischief was prevented, but in many points the doubts and diffic ulties raised 
by the defects of the present Act had remained up to the present time ceitamly 
not fully remedied, the inconvenience indeed in this inspect was so great, 
that m 1870 a draft Bill was placed befoic the Council and introduced by 
Mr (now Sir William) Robinson with the sole object ol consolidating the law 
and amending these defects When it was attempted to proceed with that 
measure, it was found that after all it iaisecl questions of policy ol some impor¬ 
tance, and on more mature consideration it was thought expedient to make 
further inquiries, and to aw ait the result of longer experience ol the working 
of the existing law before pioposmg any final measure It was paitly on this 
account and paifly from pressure of more important matteis, that legislation 
on this subject had been hitherto from time to time delened But the subject 
had now become m some respects of such urgency that it was consider ed wise 
to bring it without delay before the Council, with a view to a moie general and 
complete amendment of the law ^ 

The two leading points which raised questions of policy were, first, the im¬ 
portation of arms, especially cheap hre-arnis, and of ammunition, and, secondly, 
the necessity for restnetmg and regulating the tiansler and transport 
of aims so as to pi event then reaching the wild tubes without our frontier, 
and the dangerous classes within our frontier, w T ho ought not to he allowed to 
possess them Thcic w^as good reason to believe that, undei the existing law, the 
import-trade m cheap arms and ammunition had grown up to an unwholesome 
extent, and that far larger quantities weie exported than were lequucd merely 
tor legitimate purposes It was known to tlic Government ol India that c Ik ap 
arms were in lact bought aud sold to an extent quite incompatible with the 
maintenance of peace and good government With the pci mission of the 
Council, he would read some papers which would illustrate this subject One 
was from the Government of Bengal, dated so iai back as J uly 1870 in that 
letter it was written that— 

“ His Excellency the Governor General in Council is aware that the subjt ct of the im¬ 
portation of fire-arms and ammunition has lately engaged the sciious attention ol the Govern 
ment of India and of this Government, and by the Foieign Depaitmcnt's notification No 74 Z, 
dated 28th May 1869, a set of rules was sanctioned for Lower Bengal, which it was hoped 
would have brought the importation and transportation of arms under a mou effectual check 
than had up to that time been exercibcd In practice, however, it is found that the only 
importers of arms from beyond sea are the regular dealers in Calcutta, to whom, as the law and 
orders of Government now stand, it is impossible to refuse passes for their consignments, how¬ 
ever numerous, so long as no military rifles are among them This being so, the attention of 
the Police ought naturally to be mainly directed to checking the transport of arms from Cal¬ 
cutta into the mtenor The Commissioner of Police, however, reports that the Police hav e 
lieen unable to exercise any efficient oi useful supervision over the transport and sale of arms 
The outlets from Calcutta by land and water are so numerous that detection of illicit transport 
on the way ib impossible with oxisting establishments, and without a most vexatious amount of 
interference with general trade Inspection of the dealers 1 books has never been regularly 
earned out, and it is represented that not only would it necessitate the appointment of a social 
officer to control the operations of the 85 licensed dealers in arms, &c, m Calc utta, but the 
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inspection would be of no real value whenever it became the dealer's interest to conceal his 
transot tions The number of passes for arms which the Commissioner of Police has granted 
since the passing of the rules m May ] 869 is shown m table A If this be compared with the 
extent of the impoitation as shown below, an idea will be formed of Ob amoral of illicit trans¬ 
port of arms into the interior It is impossible to believe that the greater part of the arms 
imported is n tamed m Calcutta 

u 2 Coupled with the fact that the existing rules provide no adequate check upon the trade, 
there is tin further significant circ umstance that the number engaged m the trade, and the 
amount ol then transactions, are largely increasing In 1868 there were in Calcutta only twenty- 

eight persons licensed to deal in arms, and five 
dealers m sulphur, m 1869 there were sixty-nine 
dealers m arms and eighteen m sulphur From a 
report by tbe Collector of Customs, it appears that 
the import of lire-arins is yearly increasing The 
numbers of arms cannot be given, but the value of tho consignments on private accounts is 
shewn on tho margin

time to time of tho common uso of fire-arms by tubes to which they weie not long since un¬ 
known A pail, moieover, fiom the smuggling of aims m bulk, theie can be no doubt that 
many guns aie convened from Calcutta singly by residents in frontier-districts on the occasion 
of any \ lsit to the capital anel sold at a considerable profit to the hillmcn On this pennt I am 
to draw attention to flic accompanying copy oi a letter, No 336, dated 18th Februaiy last, 
from the Commissioner of Chittagong " 

To this letter were appended several papers giving the opinion of local 
officers, of which he would read the following extract from a letter of the Com¬ 
missioner of Chittagong — 

“ The Lieutenant-Go\ eruor is, I think, aware from tbe replies made to the enquiries of Gov¬ 
ernment and from other leports and applications, tint consideiable efforts are being made in this 
Division to cairy out the wishes of the Governor General m Council as to preventing arms and 
ammunition flora l caching the Eastern f ion tier-tribes * 

“These cffoits have been sufficiently successful * * * to be very creditable to tbe Police, 
but tbe u suits have for some time betn convincing me that the precisions of tbe law in force 
in this Division aie insufficient to enable us to put a stop to small and frequent sales * 

********* 

“ A few months ago the then Magistrate 4 of Chittagong, Mr Irwin, made tho following 
observation m repoitmg on a particulai case — 

“ As regaids arms, the law, as it now Btands, seems to me all but useless Guns can be 
bought aftei application to the Magistrate, who can scarcely refuse a license, and then passed 
from hand It hand till they reach the frontier " 

“ Without agreeing with Mr Irwin as to the difficulty of ref using licenses, I agree with 
him that the law does not go nearly far enough, and that as it stands, guns can be passed from 
hand to hand without much difficulty Section 2b of the Arms Act only provides for the dis¬ 
arming of persons who are found with arms, &c, in their possession without a license, and 
there is no other penalty ******** 
Considering the value of arms to the Ltfsh&s and Shmdits, it will be readily conceived that 
the slight risk of being now and then disarmed is compensated for many times over by 
successful sales at high prices " 

And another Commissioner of Chittagong, writing at the time of the 
Ltishdi expedition, quotes one of his subordinates as saymg — 

“ Nearly all the guns with which tlie Lush&i-Kukis are armed have been obtained m the 
first instance from Calcutta " 


one firm Since March their agents here have 
impoited the arms and ammunition shewn in the

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Again, m 1872, a Resolution of the Bombay Government notes the large 
trade m cheap arms which had suddenly sprung up In 1871 the importation 
was double tMtt of *1^69, nearly 5,000 fne-arms liaving been sent up-country 
openly from Bombay m 1871, the enormous bulk %f which consisted of mili¬ 
tary weapons, and a Tair proportion of these were breech-loadmg arms of 
precision 

' Many of these arms went to Karachi, and as eaily as 1865 it was reported 
as follows by an officer writing from R&]kot — 

“ While our Native troops are armed with the smooth bore muskets only, a largo trade in 
Enfield pattern long range rifles has ot late spuing up m the sadr bazai, and I believe m 
the province generally During the months I was in charge of the sadr ba/ar two such 
qousignments aruved * * * of which the following is a description 

“ A rather rough trade-made long Enfield with brass-mountings, * *

A similar complaint was about the same 4 tune made by Colonel Kcatinge, 
then in Katina wad, who forwarded a letter tiom one of tlio duels under his 
Political Agency, explaining that it was neeessaiy that lus troops should be 
armed with aims of pieeision to enable them to cope with lawless lobber bands 
already similarly aimed , 

In 1872, also, flic Agent to the Governor General m Rajput/ma complained 
of the way m which arms and ammunition were sold by tiavelling merchants 
from Bombay — 

“ The arms .ire good wf apons and are sold at low rates, a double-barrelled fowhng-pieee 
being proem able for fiom Its 25 to Rs 30,” 

and he goes on to speak of a sale of nine double-l^rrcllcd guns to a gang 
of refugee Meenas (a notoriously robbei-tnbc), and adds 

“ This is only one instance of the way m which these weapons are being purchased by 
Meenas, Bowiccas, Mogbeas, and otbei pi edatory tubes,” ***** 

and 


“ unless some measures to restrict their silo are speedily taken, their possession by the 
predatory band's will extend Wherevci they hive bun mtioduced in any numbeis, the pre¬ 
datory bands aie becoming too powerful foi any Poll a, ind unless checked, 1 appiehend a 
time will soon arrive when Government will bo obliged to bunt down and disarm these tubes 
by Bntish troops ” 

Later on, the Political Agent m Mai war repoitcd, in describing the pro¬ 
ceedings ot certain outlaws — 

“ The Bullana Meenas weie armed with percussion-guns, which, being now so easily pro¬ 
cured from Bomba), are in the hands, of all the bad characters of the country , 99 
and m another place he speaks 

1 of arms of precision being commonly found m the hands of brigands and of outlaws 9 99 


In 1872 the Bengal Government again complained that the evil was in¬ 
creasing, and that licenses for nearly 5,000 weapons had been granted set pnees 

• Son*® were «aid to oori only 8 ahiiiiugs the maximum of which was rupees 15 for 

double-barrelled, and rupees 9 lor single-bar¬ 
relled,* weapons, and the annual value of the imports of arms and ammunition 
was said to be about two l&khs of rupees 

The Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal attempted, and temporarily with 
beneficial results, to check this flood of cheap arms by refusing, as he was em¬ 
powered to do under the existing law, permission to import weapons under a 
certain minimum value, but it was obvious that, under the present system 
of a duty levied ad valorem , the Lieutenant-Governor’s measures could be 
evaded, either by raising the invoice-prices above the real value at the cost of a 
slightly enhanced duty, or by importing arms m parts—a process which had 
been attempted 
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But the trade in ammunition had under the present law in no way been 
checked, and was enormous It was known that m four years—from 1871 to 
1874—one hundred millions of percussion-caps had been c^portedfcito Calcutta, 
of which not more than fourteen millions were legally re-exported Again a very 
large quantity of gunpowder and a large quantity of carti ulges were similarly 
imported , and he tvas informed that an application was recently made by a single 
Firm to import 7 lakhs of caps and 14,000 pounds of gunpowder monthly, an 
amount which could not represent any legitimate demand Jn tact it was known 
that considerable numbers of arms and much ammunition had been, and continued 
to be, illegally exported, and seizuies had been made, m the Panjab for example 
and en route to the Eastern fionticr and to Upper Burma, winch left no doubt 
that a considerable illicit traffic was being carried on in such articles, with tribes 
more or less hostile beyond our territories 

Indeed we knew that the frontier-tubes on our Panjab border were supplied 
m considerable numbers with excellent arms of precision, some of which, not 
being of patterns e\ er used in the British Army, could only have been supplied 
by private importation 

He had given these instances, not as exhausting the subject, for* as a 
matter of fact, theie was a mass of Liuthcr correspondence all to the same general 
effect, but as perhaps sufficient to illustrate the necessity for further legislative 
action in this direction 

It was indeed the frequent and urgent representations made on tins head 
which had decided the Government of India, after consulting the various Local 
Governments and Administrations, to introduce two new provisions into the 
law 

The first of these was the levy of a duty—not of an ad valorem duty as at 
present, on arms imported, but a fixed duty—which would operate to check the 
importation of cheap arms, while it would mterfeic but little more than the 
existing duty did with arms of medium value, and still less with those of a 
more expensive character 

It was understood, for example, that a very good Martmi-Ilcnry rifle could 
be imported into this county at a maximum cost of rupees 35, and other arms at 
a still lower price In some cases, as had been seen, a gun could be imported on 
an mvou e-pnee of eight shillings 

The existing duty was an ad valorem duty of ten per cent (Act XVI, 1875, 
Schedule A, Ait 2—Arms, Ammunition and Military Stores ) It was proposed 
to substitute for this a fixed duty of rupees 50 for each gun, and of rupees 
20 for each pistol, a proportionate duty being fixed on all paits of such weapons 
in ordei to prevent attempts such as had actually been made to mtroduce the 
different paits of fire-arms piecemeal 

He only stopped to notice an ai gument to which some reference would be 
found m the papers to be placed before the Council, namely, th^it, by checking 
the lmpoi tation of cheap arms, the manufacture of such arms m India would be 
stimulated to an undue and dangerous extent 

The truth was however that unless by machinery, the importation and use 
of which would not be permitted, it would bo impossible to manufacture such 
arms, at least m any numbers, at a cheap rate The skill which would enable 
an artizan, by hand-labour, to imitate even the guns imported for a few 
shillings, would usually command m other work a remuneration so high as to 
detach him from the manufacture of cheap fire-arms , moreover, the manu¬ 
facture of aims within India could be controlled far more easily than their 
importation 

As regards ammunition, &e, the existing law would be preserved intact 
Local Governments would be instructed to refuse licenses for the importation of 
excessive' quantities, and its sale and storage would be placed under more strin¬ 
gent restrictions, which would render difficult its disposal for improper purposes 
after importation 

The law would also be altered so as to permit a stricter regulation of the 
transport of weapons and ammunition m India, and would impose heavy penalties 
on illicit transport, especially when any attempt at concealment was made 

There would be also found m the Bill another measure for remedying the 
evils above described, the necessity for which had been admitted by the Govern- 
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ment of India not without much hesitation and only after the almost unani¬ 
mous expression of opinion by Local Governments and Administrations and of 
their executive officers as to its necessity The existing law, it would be 
perhaps remembered, f&actically divided the country into disarmed and undis- 
armed districts or provinces, and while certain somewhat stnngent regulations 
applied to the former, no restrictions at all, except as to the importation of anus 
and manutacture of arms, applied to the latter 

It had been shown however that it was practically impossible to prevent 
or control the transmission of arms to the disarmed districts, or to the frontiers 
of India, unless some regulation was adopted as to the possession and transfer of 
arms in the non-disarmed districts If an agent could buy and collect arms 
and ammunition without any notice to the Police, or other let or hindrance, 
m a non-disarmed distuct, there was no other difficulty to bo overcome m 
transmitting them to places beyond but the regulations against illegal trans¬ 
port, the risk of evading which was comparatively small, indeed, as a matter 
of fact, seveial concealed consignments had been seized, and yet it had, he 
believed, not been found possible in any single case practically to reach either 
the real sender or consignee Even, therefore, though it was intended to make the 
rules as to transport more stnet and the penalties tor their evasion somewhat 
heavier, it would still be impossible to maintain any effective control over the 
traffic m arms with disarmed or fiontier-distncts, unless the possession of arms 
elsewhere was moie or less under control 

He might say that this opinion had been expressed, not merely by the Gov¬ 
ernments of disai med provinces, hut also by two at least of the Governments of 
two great non-disaimed provinces—Madras and Lower Bengal 

It aceoidmgly was intended to extend to all districts, without exception, the 
provision foi making the possession ot arms without a license illegal, and to 
make the sale of arms to persons not holding such a license a criminal offence 
It would also be piovided that licensed dealers m arms should keep regular 
books, and that private persons selling arms should register the transfer at the 
nearest police-office 

These provisions would, however, be tempered by the maintenance of all the 
executive exemptions alicady m force under the existpig law, and by making 
prosecutions foi possessing arms legal only under the order ol the Magistrate 
of the distuct, mm covet, searches toi arms would not be made except m the 
presence oi specially selected ofheers, and only on occasions when there was 
good reason to believe that an oflenee was bemg committed 

With these restrictions, and with judicious rules for the grant of licenses, 
which the Bill would give the Government of India power to make, it was to be 
hoped that the provisions of the Bill would not he found more stnngent than 
necessary, oi m practice in any degree harsh or oppressive 

It would not in all cases, foi example, probably be necessary to make the 
licenses renewable annually, or the levy ol a fee for a license usually more than 
sufficient to recoup the; cosl and trouble of preparing the license 

Having thus explained the policy of the Bill, he would only add that the 
proposals now put foi waul, howovei stringent they appeared, had not been made 
without a full conviction on the part of the Government of India that they were 
necessary to the presei vation of peace and good order And it was to he remem¬ 
bered that such legislation, indeed more stnngent legislation, was not without 
precedent even in Europe Without going further than the Bntish Statute-book, 
the Irish Acts of 185(> and 1870, &o , provided that persons knowingly having 
arms m possession nine liable to imprisonment with or without hard labour for 
two years, that poisons found carrying aims could be arrested by any private 
individual, lliat licenses could be revoked by proclamation, and the owners com¬ 
pelled to deposit their arms and ammumtion in such places as might be men¬ 
tioned in it, that dealeis could not sell to persons not duly licensed Indeed so 
stnngent were the provisions of those Acts, that a person desirous of canying 
a revolver for lus own protection must obtam a special license 

Of course the Government of India did not expect (nor probably did any 
one else) that the mcasuies pioposed would he absolutely effective to prevent 
altogether the illegal importation, sale and transport of arms and ammumtion, 
but it was hoped and believed that they would, if judiciously enforced, suffice 
to restrain illegal trade within comparatively termless dimensions 
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In conclusion lie would only say, that it be obtained the leave ol the Council 
tobnng in the Bill which had been prepared, he would then take the opportu* 
mty of explaining the clauses which liad been drawn to give effect to the policy 
lie had described, and would explain the other new pi elisions can fly designed 
to clear up doubts which bad arisen from the wording ot the existing law 

Lieutenant-General the Hon’ble Sir E Johnson said that after the very ex¬ 
haustive speech of the inovei it was peihaps unnecessmy tor him to say anything 
But he felt especially glad, as a nulitaiy man, tlmt the Government hail decided 
to deal with this most impoitant sublet When he said that he spoke as a military 
man, he meant that he spoke m the mteiests ot out own soldiers Since the time 
referred to m one of the papers from which Sn E Ba> ley had quoted, he was 
happy to say that our soldiers have been placed in a much bi tter position than 
that m which they were then, ior a great poition ol the aimv has leccivecl aims 
of precision But there aie still tioops, espoc mlly local corps and rmlitaiy police, 
who are without such aims These men might he hi ought into conflict with 
robbers, daooits, and ill-doers of eveiy desenption,—who aie in possession of 
arms of a superior desenption to those with which om ow r n tioops weie armed 
It placed soldiers in a veiy false position to be liable to be hi ought against 
men armed with arms of precision very sujienor to those whu h they themselves 
possessed, and therefore ho thought it essentially important that the question 
should be dealt with by a legislative measme of the kind now proposed 

But not only as legalds the impoitation ot arms, but equally important 
was the prevention of the manufactuie of fire-arms and ammunition in this 
country The hon’ble movei and the membeis of this Council weie no doubt 
perfectly aware, that recently the Government had had beloie them as a tact that 
an admirable cap-manufactory existed m a city near one ot our mihtaiy stations 
The caps turned out in that manufactory weie almost equal to those which the 
Government supplied to their troops, and it was also well known that the Native 
artisan was so excellent a manipulator, and, like the Chinese, copied so well, 
that the arms and wailike implements he turned out weie not to be distinguished 
from those of oui own tioops And theietoie when the Council was dealing 
with the illegal importation of aims, they weie equally bound to deal with the 
manufacture ot sue h arin^m this country 

Sir E Johnson had had the pnvilege of looking over this Bill and he 
confessed that he did not see any loophole by which the provisions and inten¬ 
tions of the Act could be avoided 

The Motion was put and agreed to, 

STAMPS BILL 

The Hon’ble Mr Cockerell moved that the Bill to consolidate and amend 
the law iclating to Stamps and Couit-fees be reiened lo a Select Committee. 
He said that the Bill which was introduced at Simla in view 1 6 its eaily publi¬ 
cation, had now been before the public foi nearly two months 

Every expression of opinion m regard to the pioposed amendments of the 
law contained in the Bill which its publication had elicited, was being eaiefudly 
ohseived and noted No official communication oi repiesentation by any public 
body addressed to the Conned, m regaid to its piovisions, had yet been lcceiv- 
ed, and the criticisms which had Irom time to time appeared m the public 
Press, both European and Native, were directed lather to the details than the 
principle ef the measure , they would doubtless receive the careful consideration 
of the Select Committee before which the Bdl would come ll the present motion 
was carried, but they were not such as to c all foi special notic e here 

When introducing the Bill, he (Mr Cockerell) had endeavoured to ex¬ 
plain as fully as possible the considerations h Inch had led to the alterations of 
the present law tor which it provided, and he did not think that he could now 
profitably occupy the tune of the Council by adding anything to what he then 
said, unless any hon’ble member in speaking to the piesent motion should make 
such criticisms or comments on tho provisions of the Bill as might indicate that 
tgrtber explanation was needed 

The Hon’ble Sir John Strachey said —“ My Lord, —I think it right, 
th& Member of the Executive Government more especially responsible 
for the administration of the revenue, to say a few woids on tho

present motion, although my hon’ble fnend Mr Cockerell has on a iormer 
occasion heated the subject so ably and so completely that little remains for 
me to add ^The Ikll which is now I hope about to be lofeired toi the 
consideration of a Select Committee of this Council is the outcome of long 
and careful consideration The law which it is now proposed to embody in 
a single Act is at picscnt contained m two principal Statutes, m several 
amending and otherwise subsidiary Acts, and m many notiheations which 
have the tori e of law 

“ The object of the measure now under consideration was ongmally con¬ 
solidation only I find that it was initiated in the Legislative Depaitment m 
August 1875, m the pursuit of that usejul policy of codification which is so 
identified with oui lion’ble and learned colleague now losponsible lor that 
Depaitment It was repiesented to the Government ol India, that the law 
relating to Stamps and Couit-tees was, at that time, soatteied through thirteen 
Acts and Regulations, foily-six notifications, and numeious Rules having the 
force ot law, that theie had been nearlv titty impoitant decisions upon doubt¬ 
ful points ot the law bv the several High Courts, and that it was known that 
not a feu impoitant provisions oJ the law were still the subject ot doubts and 
uncertainties All this m legald to a law which ought ol all laws to be acces¬ 
sible and cleat, as well m the interests ot poisons allected by its provisions, as 
of the revenues, which, it was known, suffered senously from the habitual 
application by the Couits ot the rule that Acts imposing duties should be 
construed with the utmost strictness, and so as to give the public tlie benefit of 
any reasonable doubt 

“ Upon this lepiesentation fiom the Legislative Department, the Govern¬ 
ment of Loid Noitlibiook (Sn William Muir being Financial Menibei) admitted 
the validity of the reasons for taking up the subject, and, on the 21st December 
1875, the Hon’blo Mi lnghs obtained leave to introduce a Bill into tins 
Counc il loi the pm pose 

“ Meanwhile, a Committee had been appointed to report upon the use of 
adhesive labels, which had been mtioduced in 1871, and concerning which there 
was much di flu once ot opinion The report ot that Cfimmittee is still under 
consideration, and the Bill now beloie the Counc il das been so framed as to 
enable the Government ot India at any time to make any c hange that may 
appeal to he expedient in the machinery by which stamp-duties me levied 

“ Sundiy otliei questions had also been refoiied to the Local Governments 
and suhoidmatt olhtcis, both m the Financial and Home Depaitments These 
questions and the replies received to them have alieady been explained to the 
Council in sufficient detail by my hon’ble friend Mi Cockeidl L vusli only 
to make it clear that, m its inception, the present measuie was altogether one 
of consolidation and administration, and that it, happily, results beneficial to the 
revenue should be produced, such results were not the object with wInch the 
measuie was undertaken, and they arc too uncertain to form a part of the 
arrangements which, in consequence ol the obligations d< volvirig on the State 
for the relief of famine, must soon be made in order to placfi the finances m a 
condition of safety 

“ Noi under any circumstances can the increase of revenue be sufficiently 
large to he a matter ot any great financial impoitance 

“ Still the Stamp-revenue is a valuable item in the national balance- 
sheet, and the Government of India is bound, m the general interest, to 
take care that the duties imposed by the legislature are not evaded, 
but aic effectually recovered, and from time to time to piopose to the 
legislature the removal of any inequalities or omissions in this class of 
taxation which may come to its knowledge The Stamp-revenue of 1876-77 
tvas gross 281 lakhs ot inpees, nett 274 lakhs, having steadily lisen to these 
mounts ftom the comparatively moderate* figiues ol gtoss 118 and nett 112 
dkhs in 1860-01 Stamps now contribute about 5£ per cent of the gross 
Revenues ot India The Stamp-ievenues ot Gieat Britain amount to about 
£11,000,000 of a Grand Total ot £77,000,000, or one-seventh (14 per cent) of 
,he whole # 

“The present Bill is calculated, as we hope, not only to simplify and im¬ 
prove the law, but also somewhat to merease our revenue by rendering evasion 

E 
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of the existing duties more difficult and by the removal of some existing de¬ 
fects 

“ The evidence eolleeted appears conclusive that the r Couits^yl Justice do 
not at present enJoice the just claims of the Revenues Almost the only 
pracheal penalties ioi evasion of the Stamp-laws aie the disabilities and other 
unpleasant consequences which ensue m case insufficiently stamped instru¬ 
ments come before the Couits of Justice, but the Oouitsaie not always 
disposed to peitoim the business of protecting the financial interests of 
the State, ami liom our financial point of view (though from other points of 
view I do not blame them), they are too ready to accept excuses for disobedi¬ 
ence to the Stamp-laws A principal object of the present Bill is to lernedy 
this senous evil We are bound to apply a lemedy as soon as vve become aware 
ol evils of tins kind, and I consider that ll the legislation which we are now 
undeitaking is not successful (as I hope it will be) in checking these evils, 
then we must continue amending and amending the law till we succeed m 
seeming absolutely the whole dues of the State I need not take up the time 
of the Council by descnbmg m detail the provisions of tho piesent Bill for this 
end 

“The Stamp-law of British India is m most respects modelled upon 
that ol the Unit< cl Kingdom, and we now pioposc to re-ad]ust our stamp- 
duties m some particular m which they have liitheito been, relatively, 
lower than in Gieat Butam Thus we think it equitable hencefoith to levy, as 
is done at home, the same percentage of duty upon transactions of larger 
amount as is levied upon smaller transactions, and to impose upon lulls of 
exchange the same proportionate buiden as is home by these mstruments 
in Gieat Butam 

“In Great Butam the duty chargeable on an instrument pm porting to convey 
propelty toi £500 is 50 shillings (£2-10), whilst that lequired m lespcet of 
a bill ol e\c liange toi like amount is 5 shillings, i e , the duty on a eonveyance- 
mstrument is equal to ten times that on a bill ol exchange 

“ In India, undei the piesent law, the duty on an mstiument of conveyance of 
property toi rupees 5,000 consideration is jupees 50, whilst that on a bill ol ex¬ 
change foi a like amounCis lupees 3, i e , the duty on a conveyance is more 
than sixteen times that on a bill of exchange 

“This duty on conveyances has been m ioice for many years, and is 
nothing new All that is pioposed is to raise tho duty on bills to the English 
level oi piopoition of one 1 -tenth of tho duty on conveyances 

“Again, we propose to laise the minimum duty upon bonds and the like 
fiom tw o annas to lour annas This increase will not, we believe, injure any one, 
hut, inasmuch as it will affect a laige mass of documents, we hope that it will 
produce an appreciable addition to oui levenues 

“Lastly, we pioposc to make receipts lor more than rupees 10 subject to the 
one-anna duty, instead of leceipts foi more than rupees 20 as a*t piesent, and to 
endeavour to enfoiee this duty more completely than heretofore 

“There seems to be an impression that we intend also to increase the 
taxation by Couit-tees but tins is not the case Por convenience sake, 
we have united the two laws in one enactment, but without m any way 
amalgamating or coni using them the only change proposed m the Court-fees 
division of the law is the reduction ol the lees on suits m the Courts of Small 
Causes m the Pi esidency-towns from 12£ per cent to 10 per cent, and the 
increase of the fees m the same Courts m the interior from 7\ per cent to 10 
per c ent It is passible that this change may yield some increase ol revenue, 
but our object is rather the furtherance ol the policy for the general assimila¬ 
tion ol procedure m all the Courts at which we have, for some time, been 
aiming 

“ Pot the sake of my ow n consistency, having often m past times protested 
against th< imposition ol taxes on the administration ol justice, I must express 
my gieat rogiet that we do not at present sec oui way to the reduction or the 
existing lees I hope that bettei times may come 

# “Asmall increase is also pioposed on Letfois of Administration and Pro¬ 
bates from two to two and a half pei cent But the two percent duty on these 
documents has been ftom the first iogaidod as tentative only the addition ol 
half per cent seems to us to he lair and moderate 
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“ Tn concluding these remarks, I wish to acknowledge the great care and abi¬ 
lity and labour bestowed by our hon’ble colleague Mr Cockerell on the elabor¬ 
ation ol this nMasure The Acts of 1869 and 1870 were the w oik of our hon’ble 
colleague, and They ha?e on the whole worked remarkably w ell Undei their 
operation, the revenue has risen by about one-fifth, namely, fiom 227 lakhs to 
274 l&khs of rupees It is in my opinion not at all surprising that these Acts 
should now, aftei seven years’ experience, rt'qune amendment It is foitunate 
that we have again had the benefit of my hon’ble friend’s sei vices m a matter 
in which his experience is pre-eminent, but it must be understood that while 
he has thus kindly lelieved me flora a laborious duty, the measure is none the 
less a measure for which the Government of India is entirely responsible ”

Statement No 44, regarding Famine Relief Operatione %n the Province of Mysore for the 
Week ending the 8th December 1877 

There was slight drizzling ram during a part of the week, but Mysore and Shimoga 
appear to have beep the only district where anything like a shower fell Rain is still needed 
m Mysore and Hassan for the gram ciop, and complaints of insects and blight, particularly to 
tuvar and ballar, continue to be made Reaping of the eaily-sown crops is being completed, 
and prices slowly but steadily decline Movements of grain are generally less, though the 
Deputy Commissioner of Hassap reports that much new grain is being imported from 
Mangalore into bis district The closure of small out-lying Relief Camps and Way side Rest 
Houses is carried out under due precautions, whilst in the larger Camps every eilort is being 
made to fit the inmates to return their ordinary employments or for labor on the Relief 
Works Civil Agency Relief Works, now that the Public Works Departmcut are prepared to 
employ all the labor available, are being put a stop to, and the people on them either trans¬ 
ferred to the cjntrol of the professional officers, or after a caieful enquiry, individual by m4ivi- 
dual, allowed to return to their villages In a short time, gratuitous relief, or measuies curtail¬ 
ing the amount of labor to be exacted in return for the wages offered, will have become 
unnecessary, and as the laborers impiove in physique and the villages avakc into activity and 
demand population, the presence ot the Civil Officer on the Public Woks may be dispensed with

OPIUM ACT, 1876, AMENDMENT BILL 

The Hon’ble Mr Hope introduced the Bill to amend the Opium Act, 1876, 
and moved that it bo referred to a Select Committee He said that, when 
soliciting leave to introduce the Bill, be liad explained its ob]ects so fully, that 
he thought it was unnecessaiy for him to add any further remarks on the 
present occasion 

The Motion was put and agreed to 

The Ilon’ble Mr Hope also moved that the Bill be published m the 
Gazette of India in English, and in the local Gazettes in English and m such 
other languages as the Local Governments direct 
The Motion was put and agreed to 

INDIAN ARMS BILL 

The Hon’ble Sir E Bayley introduced the Bill to consolidate and amend 
the law relating to Arms, Ammunition and Military Stores, and moved that it 
be referred to a Select Committee He had promised on the last occasion, 
in introducing the Bill, to afford some explanation of the different sections 
of the new law which had been proposed with the view of meeting the special 
difficulties which rendeicd the mtioduotion of the Bill itself neces sary The 
whole Act, he might say, had been drafted and recast, although its substance 
was very much that of the present Bill But it had been re-arranged and made 
more concise and put into a moro intelligible and compact shape by his 
hon’ble fnond Mr Stokes, and Mr Fitzpatrick There would, no doubt, 
be many points of drafting in which the Bill might be improved while passing 
through Select Committee, and he did not propose at the present moment to 
say that every particular piovision of the Bill was m a form in which he should 
like to see it m its ultimate shape He thought, however, that, as it was now 
drawn, it stated the precise policy which the Government of TnrUn wished to 
enforce 

As he had explained at tho last meeting of the Council, one main object of 
the present Bill was to obtain stricter control over the importation of cheap 
firearms, and also on their possession, even m the non-disarmed parts of TnHin , 
so as to prevent their transport and sale without, and even within, our own 
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territories or frontier and their tiansler to persons into whose possession it was 
essential to the peace of the countiy that such arms should not come lie would, 
however, before proceeding iurther, draw attention to the lust and twenty-third 
sections oi the Bill, which contained ail the eKempt ions at present m foice, and 
the Council wllfild see*fuither that the Bill contained provisions foi the conti¬ 
nuance pf similar exemptions He would state to the Council what the chief of 
these exemptions were, first of all, all Europeans, Anieileans and Anglo- 
Indian subjects were exempted, then certain Chiefs, Jagird&rs and other 
Natives who were specially exempted by the Local Government under the 
powers given to them Again, foi example, in the Punjab, all honorary magis¬ 
trates and Pohce-zaildars, who were a class of honoiaiy officials belojv the 
degree of magistrates, weie exempted He meiely mentioned these examples to 
show how wide the scope of present exemptions was, and he wished to point out 
that every exemption existing under the present law would be continued, and 
would not be affected by the passing oi this Bill, and the Local Governments 
and the Government oi India would have similar powers to continue or to 
renew oi to extend these exemptions in future 

Section lof the Bill defined “ammunition,” “ military stores” and “arms,” 
and also contained vanous othei definitions The particular feature in these 
definitions was the separation of the definitions ot “ ammunition” and “ military 
stores ” Tins was a new teatuie, and tlie Council would find that tins differ¬ 
ence affected the Bill, inasmuch as “ nulitaiy stoics’* included a gie.it many arti¬ 
cles win* h vvei e also used ioi othei pui poses, and thei el <>re the absolute iesti u tions 
as to these articles weie voiy mm h 1< ss stungent than as to what vmo called 
“ammunition ” In fact he might sty geneiallv, although it did not exactly 
express the tact, that powei was given to the Government to lestnet the tians- 
poit ot milltaiy stoics, tatliei thau.that then tiauspoit was absolutely restneted 
by the Bill He hud mentioned at the last meeting ot the Council that some 
very considnabledifficulties had oicuned fiom the want of pioper definitionsin 
this icspoct, ami that, foi example, fin the time considerable inconvenience was 
felt in the saltpc tie tiado fiom the want ot the* sopniate definition now intro¬ 
duced 

Section 5 oJ the Bill, oi rather a danse of it, contained a new provision m 
regaid to the sale by private pci sons of arms and ammunition It had been 
found, as a matter ot tact, and it was only very natuiaRliat persons buying aims 
and ammunition peileetlj bond fade loi their own use, censed to requue them, 
and then sold them to the Inst purchaser m that waj a considerable number of 
arms had got into hands to vvlmh it was not desirable that they should pass 
There would therotoie be two restrictions on this point one (hat it would not 
he legal to sell such arms to a person who was not licensed to possess them, and 
secondly, that any pilvatc poison selling arms or ammunition would have to 
§ivc notice t hei cot to the neaicst Police-station Sin E Baylex did not think 
that in piacticc this would be found a veiy oppiessive or harsh provision, while 
at the sime time he believed that it might pi event a good deal ol nnschiel 

Section 7 letened to the* duties on cheap fireaims lie explained tins 
part of the subject at su muoh length on the last occasion, that he would* not 
detain the Council at piesent with any fuithei xemaiks upon it The Council 
would find m tlie second schedule attached to the Bill the spur he duties it was 
proposed to levy on firearms and military stores, including parts of firearms 
This schedule had boon prepared with some difficulty, for it requned a good 
deal of technical knowledge to fit it exactly to the tacts and necessities oi the 
case He hoped that, when the Bill went into Committee, lus colleagues would 
assist him in making this schedule as perfect as it could be made 

Section 11 refeired to the general restriction which it was proposed to 
place on the possession of arms all ovei the countiy, without refeience to the 
fact whether specific districts were mcluded under what was section 32 of the 
old Act, whether, that is to say, they wfire “disarmed” or “ undisarmod” dis¬ 
tricts It w r as intended that the necessity for a license should extend to the 
whole country He would point out, however, that the last two clauses m this 
section weie intended to meet any difficulty which might be telt by persons 
who now possessed arms, and it would be seen that this section would not come 
into force for three months after the date on which the Bill canrn into force, 
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so as to give time and opportunity to a person who did not care to take out a 
license to dispose of lus arms, oi to take out a license if he chose to do so, and 
if lie could not sell them, or care otherwise to get rid of them, he would be 
allowed by the thud clause ot the section to deposit them at the. nearest Police- 
station * ^ 

Section 22 was somewhat wide m its terms, but it was a generalization 
of section 20 4 of Act XXXI of 1860 The Council would see that sections 
25 and 26 of the Bill maintained, m respect to searches m the undisarmed 
distucts all the existing lestuctions as to prosecutions and searches to be made, 
and did not specially extend, but were on the contiary rather intended to mitigate 
the sc verity of, the law Under section 25, m such cases no piosecution could be 
instituted against any peison without the pievious sanction ot the Magistrate 
of the District, and by section 26 a search under similar circumstances must be 
in the presence of some person specially appointed by name by the Lieutenant- 
Governor m this behalf, and not otheiwise, that was to say, an ordinary 
Police-officer would not have the power of making seaiches without any 
special authonty oi guidance, but m every -case some special selected officer 
ol some rank and position would be employed in making seaiches 

Sir E Bayley did not know whethei there was anything else which was 
new m the Bill as to principle As he had sud before, the subject was 
a very complicated one, and the drafting of the Act had been one of great diffi¬ 
culty If hereafter any blots weie found m it, he was suie that the Select 
Committee would be \eiy glad to consider them, and to amend them so as to 
meet any difficulties which might aiise lie did not know how long the Com¬ 
mittee would sit, but the Bill would be no doubt m then hands for some time, 
and both the public and the members of the Council would have the oppor¬ 
tunity of bringing to notice anv special points which might occur to them 
The Motion was put and agreed to 

The Hon’ble Sin E Baylly also moved that the Bill be published in the 
Gazette of India m English, and in the local Gazettes in Ehglisli, and m such 
other languages as the Local Governments dnect

No 45—In 18W the Government ot India offtued a prize of £5,000 to the inventor of the beat 
machine oi process for the pu»pnation of the iibre of the Eohmena nivea (popularly known under the 
names ot rhtca, ramie, and Chnpi gias^), and the terms on which machines would be admitted to 
competition wue widely notified in India, in Euiopc, and in Amuiea Many peroous declared their 
intention to compete, but ultirnitely only one michiuo w is aetuilly btouglit to the place of trial The 
machine, having bten carefully testid at Sahai input in the mturan of ls72, was found imperfect m 
some linpoitant nspeets, and the inventor was idjudged not entitled to the full reward He was, 
however, pitsuited with £1,500 m consideration of the partial moasmo oi success he had attained after 
great perseverance 

2 This machine has not since been adapted by the inventor to practical use, and no improved 
process of pitpiung the fibre ot the rhcea ha* been )ct discovered by other persons Meanwhile, the 
demand foi rhcei continues, and the conditions which induced the Government of India in 1871 to offer 
a prize remain substanti illy unchanged 

8 His Ilonoui the Piesidtnt m Council, therefore, consideis that it is desnablo to renew the offer, 
and it is accordingly hereby notified that a levvaid of fifty tliousiud rupees will he paid to the inventor 
of the best machine or pioccss which will separate the bark and libie from the stem, and the fibre from 
the bark, of the Bvhmena nivea

The two Beacon Lights situ ited on the southern shore at the entrarce to Kornaluli Rivei haie 
been removed 2,417 yards due south ot then forraei portion The lights, 10 vaids apait on a S li In 
E i E bearing, were exhibited horn the new site on the 20th October 1S77, tiie inner or eustein light 
from a tripod, the outer oi western one fiom a mast, both Beacons hung Dam ted white 

The inner light is elevated about 5 fe«t higher than the outer one, and both aie visible in cleir

In the Financial Statement for 1877-78, atten¬

The week's telegiams show that more or less ram has fallen m most of the distucts, 
and that m ShoMpur and Kalddgi the fall has been general and satisfactory 

2 Prices still maintain their downward tendency There has been no retrograde 
movement m any of the districts this week 

3 As this is the last Statement to be issued, it may be well here toccompare (1) the 
aggregate of the rainfall that has been week by week recorded in previous Statements with 
the fall of an ordinary*year, and (2) the prices ol staple food grains now prevailing with 
those of an ordinary year 

4 In the districts of Khandesh, Ntaik, Ahmednagai, Poona and Sataro—or, roughly 
speaking, in the more northern half of the area diought-stricken m 1876—the rainfall 
of 1877 was unduly light It was lighted of all m Ahmednagar, where it was less by 
one-foui th than the average of the five years antecedent to 1S76 In the othei four districts 
ot Sholapur, Kalfidgi, Bel gaum and Dharwai the rainfall of 1877 was on the whole abundant, 
though it fell so irregularly as at times to cause grave apprehension 

5 The prices of the cheaper of the two staple food grams viry now from 36 pounds a 
rupee m Belgaum to 23 pounds a rupee in Kaladgi Comparing the present rate in each 
district with the ordinary pn< es in that distuct, it is found that the percentage the former 
is of the latter varies from 82 per cent in Satara to 30 per cent iu Kaludgi Thus puces 
aie dearest in Kulddgi both absolutely and m relation to the ordinaiy puces of the district 

6 The aveinge puce of the cheapei food giam m the nine districts is now a fraction 
under 30 pounds a rupee, which is 53 per cent of the oidinary average price Thus puces 
are still neatly twice as high as m an oulin iry year But they are still falling, and it is to 
l>e borne in mind that, as regards the cultivating classes and all persons directly dependent 
on them, the effect of high prices now at harvest time is very diffeient to what it wus when 
the whole population had to live upon the stores of gram which dealers and others had in 
their possession 

7 The following table gives the daily average number of persons gratuitously relieved 
according to the latest returns received from the diffeient Collet tors, and slums that the 
whole number is little over four thousand The table also completes the record of expen¬ 
diture upon the young children of labourers upon relief woiks, and shows that m the last 
week tint relief works were open the number ot such children requiting Government sup¬ 
port was only 1,085 —
